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TRUSTEES  APPROVE  RECORD  BUDGET 

The  Clemson  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  a  $14,766,094  budget  for 
1969-70  academic  programs  of  the  University,  compared  with  $11,922,800  in  the 
1968-69  fiscal  year.   Increased  allocations  will  support  the  University's 
steadily  growing  enrollment  and  will  strengthen  academic,  research  and  public 
service  programs. 

President  Edwards,  in  announcing  adoption  of  the  new  budget,  expressed 
appreciation  to  the  South  Carolina  General  Assembly  and  the  State  Budget  and 
Control  Board  for  providing  funds  to  meet  the  most  urgent  needs  for  higher 
education  and  public  service  at  Clemson  and  other  state  institutions. 

In  addition  to  support  of  the  academic  program,  Clemson' s  budget  pro-

vides  for  auxiliary  enterprises  such  as  food  service  and  housing,  research 
programs,  agricultural  extension,  and  various  public  service  activities  such 
as  fertilizer  inspection  and  analysis  and  livestock-poultry  health.   These 
bring  the  total  budget  for  current  operations  to  $32,280,898  in  1969-70, 
compared  with  $28,050,693  in  1968-69. 

In  other  matters,  the  Board  authorized: 

— The  Administration  to  expand  the  curriculums  of  the  Graduate  School 
to  provide  both  professional  and  academic  post-baccalaureate  programs  as  may 
be  required  to  insure  the  offering  of  new  graduate  studies  and  degrees  to 
meet  the  changing  needs  of  students  concerned  and  industries  and  professions 
served  by  the  University. 

— The  Administration  to  enter  into  a  cooperative  agreement  with  Central 
Wesleyan  College  to  permit  students  of  Central  Wesleyan  College  to  take 
courses  at  Clemson  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  mutually  acceptable. 

— The  Development  Council  as  presently  constituted  be  dissolved,  and 
that  a  Clemson  University  Development  Council  be  constituted  composed  of  such 
membership  as  may  be  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Administration,  and  whose  functions 
shall  be  such  as  are  determined  by  the  Administration  to  promote  and  foster 
non-alumni  giving  for  the  greater  support  of  the  University. 

— The  Schools  of  Architecture,  Education,  and  Industrial  Management  and 
Textile  Science  be  designated  colleges,  effective  Aug.  15,  1969,  in  recognition 
of  the  quality  of  their  educational  and  professional  accomplishments. 

— The  following  departmental  names  be  changed,  effective  July  1,  1969: 
Entolomology  and  Zoology,  to  Entomology  and  Economic  Zoology;  Botany  and 
Bacteriology,  to  Plant  Pathology  and  Physiology. 

— Adoption  of  a  policy  providing  for  a  dinner  meeting  of  representative 
students  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  least  once  each  year  preceding  a  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees.   The  President  of  the  University  shall  determine  the 
student  Invitees,  agenda,  time  and  place  of  meeting. 

—The  date  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  be  changed  from 
early  Spring  to  Fall,  preferably  during  the  first  half  of  November.   Since  the 
Board  of  Visitors  has  already  conducted  its  visit  for  1969,  its  next  visit 
will  be  in  November  of  1970.

SUMMARY  OF  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  APRIL  1^,  I969 

W.  C.  Capel  presented  a  resolution  commending  the  Bosird  of  Trustees,  the 
President  of  the  University,  the  Deans  and  other  agencies  of  administration  for 
the  even-hemdedness  and  fairness  of  their  decisions  during  the  period  past,  and 
£iS8uring  them  of  the  cooperation  of  the  faculty  in  the  difficult  tasks  that  lie 
ahead  in  adjusting  the  University  to  new  challenges  and  opportunities  in  the 
educational  process.  This  resolution  was  adopted,  with  the  provision  that  minor 
changes  be  made  in  its  wording.

FACULTY,  APRIL  23,  19^ 

The  Clemson  University  Research  Faculty  Council  convened  in  May  with  the 
following  officers:  Chairman,  S.  F.  Hulhert;  Vice-Chairman,  W.  P.  Byrd;  Secre- 
tary, G.  C.  Kingsland. 

Memeiribership  on  the  council  for  the  year  I968-I969  consisted  of  the  following

Council  and  the  Faculty  Senate  for  I968-I969  Academic  Year. 

Committee  assignments  were  made  for  the  year;  Policy;  J.  J.  Porter  (Chairman), 
J.  J.  Jsuizen,  and  L.  H.  Brown;  Personnel  Relations :  A.  S.  Tombes  (Chairman), 
R.  H.  Barker,  H.  W.  Graben,  J.  W.  Hubbard,  and  L.  0.  Van  Blaricom;  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
to  study  unification  of  the  Faculty  Senate  and  Research  Faculty  Council;  R.  C. 
Fox  (Chairman),  W.  P.  Byrd,  W.  B.  Barlage,  and  E.  M.  Lander. 

The  following  were  referred  to  the  Policy  Committee  for  study:   (l)  the 
status  of  professional  research  personnel  affiliated  with,  but  not  directly  em- 
ployed by,  the  University,  (2)  the  present  status  of  auxiliary  services  available 
to  the  research  faculty  and  (3)  the  current  status  of,  and  possible  alternative 
to,  the  non- thesis  option  for  candidates  for  graduate  degrees. 

At  the  June  meeting  the  council  adopted  a  resolution  asking  for  clarification 
of  University  policy  concerning  faculty  members  appearing  before  regulatory  com- 
missions. 

In  regards  to  the  administration  policy  statement  concerning  the  conduct 
of  students  and  employees  of  Clemson  University,  the  council  supported  the  statement 
that  there  should  be  no  physical  interference  with  the  functioning  of  the  University. 

At  the  July  meeting  the  council  passed  a  resolution  noting  a  possible  con- 
flict between  the  University  policy  on  academic  freedom  and  University  policy 
concerning  faculty  members  appearing  before  regulatory  commissions. 

H.  R.  Bungay  (Chairman),  J.  C.  Fanning  and  M.  W.  Jutras  were  appointed  to 
an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  study  and  report  on  a  proposed  brochure  for  new  members 
of  the  research  faculty. 

Council  noted  that  no  action  has  been  taken  to  provide  for  open  dormitories 
for  graduate  students  during  intersessions. 

At  the  August  meeting  W.  P.  Byrd  reported  that  Dean  F.  I.  Brownley  has 
offered  to  publish  and  distribute  the  brochure  for  research  faculty  that  the 
council  is  preparing. 
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At  the  September  meeting  the  council  was  informed  that  the  directive  re- 
garding faculty  members  appearing  before  regulatory  commission  had  been  rescinded. 
An  Ad  Hoc  Committee  (E.  M.  Lander,  Chairman;  W.  P.  Byrd,  R.  C.  Fox,  and  L.  0. 
Vsm  Blaricom)  was  appointed  to  study  and  evaluate  the  prerequisites  and  criteria 
considered  for  faculty  advancement  to  the  rank  of  full  professor. 

The  council  convened  two  October  sessions.  The  council  recommended  to  the 
Graduate  Council  that  the  Master  of  Science  and  Doctor  of  Philosophy  designations 
be  reserved  for  degrees  that  require  a  thesis. 

The  co\incil  adopted  a  resolution  that  the  complete  minutes  be  published  in 
the  Newsletter. 

The  council  discussed  the  administration  proposal  concerning  the  housing 
of  graduate  students  in  the  Clemson  House.  The  council  approved  a  report  from 
an   Ad  Hoc  Committee  (W.  P.  Byrd,  Chairman;  R.  H.  Barker  and  E.  M.  Lander)  recom- 
mending that  a  dormitory  be  designated  as  a  graduate  student  dormitory  for  year- 
round  occupancy. 

An  Ad  Hoc  Committee  (W.  P.  Byrd,  Chairman;  H.  W.  Graben,  and  J.  W.  Hubbard) 
was  appointed  to  study  the  University  leave  policy,  and  suggest  any  changes  which 
would  improve  on  the  current  policy. 

Other  items  discussed  included  (a)  facilities  for  central  chemical  storage, 
(b)  review  of  the  statement  on  academic  freedom  in  the  Faculty  Manual,  and  its 
relation  to  the  Research  Faculty,  (c)  consulting  work  by  faculty  members,  and 
(d)  sabbatical  leave  policy. 

At  the  November  meeting  of  the  council  a  resolution  was  passed  recommending 
that  the  Graduate  Council  consider  the  advisability  of  publishing  the  time,  date, 
place  and  title  of  all  Ph.D.  final  oral  exams. 

A  report  from  the  Personnel  Relations  Committee  concluded  that  there  is  no 
University  policy  which  protects  a  graduate  student's  major  advisor  from  being 
removed  from  that  position.  It  was  the  feeling  of  the  council  that  the  guideline 
to  be  followed  in  all  cases  should  be  based  on  established  standards  of  the 
scientific  community. 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the  council  a  report  from  the  Personnel  Relations 
Committee  indicated  that  almost  all  problems  involving  graduate  students  and 
their  faculty  advisors  should  be  handled  at  the  department  level. 

A  discussion  occurred  concerning  the  proper  authority  for  signing  M.S.  and 
Ph.D.  theses.  The  general  consensus  was  that  only  the  major  committee  chairman, 
who  has  directly  supervised  the  research  project,  should  certify  the  thesis. 

Several  questions  were  discussed  concerning  the  responsibilities  of  the 
University  and  research  faculty  members  for  injuries  incurred  by  employees,  and 
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accidents  occurring  during  and  after  regular  working  hours.  There  was  also  some 
question  concerning  the  feasibility  of  defining  specific  time  limits  for  official 
duties  of  research  faculty  members. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  council  the  major  item  of  business  involved 
consideration  of  the  problem  of  housing  for  graduate  students  during  intersession 
and  vacation  periods.   The  chairman  asked  W.  P.  Byrd  and  R.  C.  Fox  to  formulate 
a  statement  as  to  the  council's  position  on  graduate  student  housing. 

At  the  February  meeting  the  Personnel  Relations  Committee  reported  that 
there  is  no  present  need  for  a  change  in  the  statement  of  academic  freedom 
(January  I966  Manual  for  Faculty  Members). 

H.  W.  Graben  was  appointed  to  the  University  Parking  Committee  to  represent 
the  research  faculty.

An  Ad  Hoc  Committee  was  appointed  (H.  R.  Bungay,  Chairman;  H.  W.  Graben. 
and  J.  W.  Hubbard)  to  review  admission  regulations  and  procedures  for  graduate 
students  with  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School. 

At  the  March  meeting  the  council  adopted  the  following  resolution  concerning 
the  solution  of  the  housing  of  graduate  students  during  vacation  and  intersession 
periods.   "The  Research  Faculty  Council  commends  the  University  Administration 
for  the  steps  taken  to  solve  the  problem  of  graduate  student  housing  on  a  con- 
tinuous-occupancy basis.   The  memorandum  from  Dean  Brownley  of  March  10,  I969 
clarifies  some  of  the  points  of  concern  by  the  council  as  to  the  conditions  of 
occupancy.  The  council's  immediate  concern  (called  to  the  attention  of  the 
Administration  in  the  I967-68  academic  year)  for  a  satisfactory  arrangement 
for  occupancy  of  rooms  during  intersession  or  vacation  periods  has  been  satis- 
fied. However,  the  council  is  obliged  to  point  out  that  the  present  demand  for 
rooms  in  the  dormitory  by  graduate  students  (approx.  65)  is  not  indicative  of 
the  future  needs,  especially,  with  the  arrangement  for  continuous -occupancy." 

The  Research  Faculty  Council  was  informed  that  the  Graduate  Council  had 
rejected  its  recommendation  that  the  M.S.  designation  be  reserved  for  those 
degrees  requiring  a  thesis.  Action  on  publication  of  information  on  Ph.D.  final 
oral  examinations  was  postponed. 

The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  report  on  Clemson's  annual  leave  policy  was  discussed 
ajid  adopted  by  unanimous  vote.  The  council  recommended  the  following  changes 
in  Clemson  University's  Leave  Policy  for  Faculty. 

1.  Faculty  members  (all  professional  employees)  on  12-month  appointments 
shall  accrue  annual  leave  with  pay  at  the  rate  of  22  working  days  for  each  12 
months '  employment . 

2.  A  maximum  of  22  days  of  accrued  annual  leave  may  be  carried  forward  at 
the  beginning  of  each  calendar  year,  and  no  employee  can  accumulate  more  than 
30  working  days  of  leave  allowance. 
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3.  A  faculty  member  terminated  without  prejudice  will  receive  pay  for 
accrued  leave  not  taken,  but  not  to  exceed  one  calendar  month's  pay. 

k.     With  the  approval  of  the  dean  or  academic  head  concerned,  annual  leave 
may  be  accrued  for  the  purpose  of  professional  improvement  up  to  three  calendar 
months  (66  working  days).  This  leave  may  he  taken  to  pursue  an  approved  program 
of  study,  research,  or  travel  and  shall  be  granted  only  when  such  leave  will  not 
interfere  with  the  regular  performance  of  duties  of  the  faculty  members.  Requests 
for  leave  must  be  accompanied  by  a  record  of  leave  accrual,  approved  annually  by 
the  applicant's  administrative  head,  and  a  proposed  plan  of  study,  research,  or 
travel.  This  leave  may  not  be  used  while  employed  outside  the  University. 

5-  Sick  leave  may  also  be  used  in  the  event  of  serious  illness  or  death 
of  a  member  of  his  immediate  family;  limited  to  three  days  per  case  and  six  days 
during  a  calendar  year.  The  immediate  family  is  defined  as  spouse,  children, 
parents,  brothers/sisters,  or  other  relative  if  this  relative  is  sharing  his 
household.  A  written  statement  by  the  faculty  member  must  be  filed  with  the 
request  for  leave  giving  the  particulars  justifying  this  use  of  sick  leave. 

A  report  from  stn  Ad  Hoc  Committee  concerning  Graduate  School  admission  pro- 
cedures was  presented  and  discussed.  The  comonittee  report  concluded  that  current 
procedures  are  generally  satisfactory. 

New  metribers,  whose  term  will  expire  in  1972,  were  elected  to  the  Research

FACULTY  BASIC  RESEARCH  GRANTS

research  which  may  later  be  funded  by  an  off-campus  agency.  A  grant  proposal 
should  include  the  title  of  the  proposed  research,  the  name  of  the  applicant,  the 
objective  of  the  research,  a  brief  description  of  the  procedures  anticipated  and 
a  realistic  budget.  Applications  should  be  sent  to  the  Dean  of  the  Graduate 
School,  and  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Department  Head.   Grants  to  be  funded 
this  year  must  be  submitted  by  September  20,  I969.

Chairman  Kingsland  announced  the  appointments  of  committee  chairmen  for 
1969-70  as  follows;   Personnel  Relations,  H.  R.  Bungay;  Policy,  V7.

Research  Manual  (ad  hoc),  J.  J.  Janzen.   The  chairmen  were  instructed  to  person- 
ally appoint  additional  members  to  their  committees. 

Dr.  Kingsland  reported  that  the  new  annual  leave  suggestion,  to  bring 
Clemson's  leave  policy  for  12-month  appointees  into  line  with  that  of  other 
institutions,  was  rejected  by  the  President's  Advisory  Committee.   The  Council 
requested  the  Policy  Committee  to  review  the  rejection  and  to  submit  a  rebuttal. 

The  ad  hoc  Research  Brochure  Committee  was  instructed  to  review  the  need 
for  a  faculty  brochure  and  to  consider  what  the  brochure  should  contain  if  a 
need  exists.  The  ad  hoc  committee  was  also  requested  to  review  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws  of  the  Research  Faculty  for  recommendations  regarding  revisions. 

The  Council  voted  in  favor  of  retaining  present  attendance  requirements  at 
May  graduation  exercises.  The  Council  indicated  an  eagerness  to  discuss  with 
appropriate  parties  possible  means  of  shortening  the  graduation  exercises. 

The  Personnel  Relations  Committee  was  assigned  the  responsibility  of  re- 
viewing the  feasibility  and  the  pros  and  cons  of  tuition  deferment  for  children 
of  Clemson  employees  attending  the  University.

The  Council  went  on  record  regarding  persons  affiliated  with  the  University 
but  not  directly  employed  by  the  University,  that  once  elected  to  the  Research 
Faculty,  these  persons  have  the  full  rights  and  privileges  of  any  member. 

MINUTES  OF  THE  CLIMSON  UNIVERSITY  RESEARCH  FACULTY  MEETING,  APRIL  2^,  I969 

Dean  Victor  Hurst,  Vice-President  for  Academic  Affairs,  called  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Research  Faculty  to  order  at  U:00  p.m.  in  Earle  Hall  auditorium. 
Dr.  Hurst  expressed  appreciation  to  the  retiring  officers  of  the  Research  Council 
and  stressed  the  importance  of  the  Council  in  University  affairs.

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UNAUTHORIZED  QUESTIONNAIRES 

Forms  and  questionnaires  are  from  time  to  time  received  from  governmental 
agencies  usually  originating  in  field  offices  and  even  among  state  officials 
which  imply  federal  authorization.   Detailed  information  on  such  things  as  hiring, 
safety  devices,  pollution  control  measures  and  business  operations  impose  an 
increasing  burden  on  the  administration.   The  legitimacy  of  such  an  inquiry  can 
be  determined  by  a  U.  S.  Budget  Bureau  number  which  will  appear  on  one  of  the 
upper  corners  of  the  front  page  of  the  questionnaire  or  inquiry.   If  such  number 
does  not  appear,  it  is  probably  unauthorized.   Two  exceptions  to  this  general 
observation  are  tax  forms  and  antitrust  letters.   If  such  unauthorized 
forms  or  questionnaires  are  received,  send  them  to  the  President's  Office  and 
appropriate  inquiry  as  to  their  legitimacy  will  be  made. 


TWO  RECENT  CHANGES  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA  RETIREMENT 

Prior  to  July  1,  1969,  any  member  of  the  South  Carolina  Retirement  System 
who  elected  to  retire  prior  to  age  65  faced  a  penalty  of  5%  per  year  for  each 
year  of  early  retirement.   For  example,  a  member  who  retired  at  age  62,  was 
eligible  for  only  85%  of  the  maximum  rate  he  would  have  received  had  he  already 
attained  age  65.   (A  similar  provision  in  the  Social  Security  law  authorizes 
only  80%  of  the  "age  65  rate"  if  a  person  retires  at  age  62.) 

Effective  July  1,  1969,  this  5%  per  year  penalty  for  early  retirement  was 
removed  for  any  member  who  has  completed  a  total  of  35  years  of  creditable 
service  in  covered  employment.   Therefore,  a  member  with  35  years  of  creditable 
service  may  now  retire,  regardless  of  attained  age,  and  be  eligible  for  the 
maximum  retirement  allowance  based  on  his  completed  service  at  the  date  he 
elects  to  retire.   The  5%  per  year  penalty  continues  in  effect  for  any  member 
who  retires  prior  to  age  65  with  less  than  35  years  of  creditable  service,  and 
no  such  member  may  qualify  for  any  service  retirement  benefits  before  he 
reaches  age  60. 


A  second  change  which  became  effective  July  1,  1969  permits  a  retired 
member  to  earn  $2400  per  (fiscal)  year  in  covered  employment  without  affecting 
his  retirement  benefits.   Formerly,  the  permitted  limit  was  $1800.   Any  retired 
member  who  exceeds  this  amount  will  lose  all  State  Retirement  benefits  until 
the  beginning  of  the  next  fiscal  year.   Earnings  from  non-covered  employment 
do  not  affect  State  Retirement  benefits.

voting,  local  taxes,  and  driving  licenses.

COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM  ESTABLISHED  WITH  ANDERSON,  CENTRAL  WESLEYAN  COLLEGES 


Clemson  University  xd.ll  make  computer  programming  instruction  available 
to  faculty  and  students  at  Anderson  College  and  Central  Wesleyan  College  during 
calendar  year  1970.   The  cooperative  effort  between  the  neighboring  institutions 
is  made  possible  by  a  $20,000  training  grant  which  the  National  Science  Foun- 
dation has  awarded  to  Clemson  to  support  the  one-year  project  which  begins 
in  January. 

The  grant  will  be  administered  under  direction  of  Dr.  C.  H.  Whitehurst, 
head  of  the  Department  of  Industrial  Management.  He  notes  that  a  series  of 
television  lectures  already  being  used  in  a  sophomore-level  industrial  manage- 
ment at  Clemson  will  serve  as  the  core  of  the  classroom  instruction  at  Anderson 
and  Central  Wesleyan.

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RECENT  LEGISLATION  RELATING  TO  CAMPUS  DISORDERS 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina  during  its  most 
recent  session  enacted  legislation  relating  in  part  to  campus  disorders 
as  follows: 

(1)  Section  16-558,  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina  1962,  was  amended 
to  make  as  a  misdemeanor  the  use  of  obscene  or  profane  language  on  any 
highway,  or  at  any  public  place  or  gathering,  or  in  hearing  distance  of 

any  schoolhouse  or  church.   Upon  conviction,  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $100.00, 
or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  30  days,  may  be  imposed. 

(2)  Section  16-141.1  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina  1962,  was 
amended  to  make  as  a  misdemeanor  the  carrying  into  any  college  or  university 
building,  or  any  publicly  owned  building,  or  having  in  possession  in  the 
immediate  adjacent  area  of  such  buildings,  any  kind  of  firearms  without  the 
express  permission  of  the  authorities  in  charge  of  the  building.   Upon 
conviction,  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $5,000.00  or  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  five  years,  or  both,  may  be  imposed.   This  provision  does  not  apply 

to  guards,  law  enforcement  officers,  members  of  the  armed  forces,  or  students 
of  military  science,  or  married  students  residing  in  university  housing,  if 
authorized  by  persons  responsible  for  the  security  of  the  buildings. 

(3)  Section  16-163  Code  of  Laws  of  South  Carolina  1962,  -ysLS   amended  to 
make  as  a  misdemeanor  the  entry  of  any  university  building  by  any  person 
for  the  purpose  of  destroying  records  or  other  property,  or  who  having 
entered  such  building  does  in  fact  destroy  records  or  property.   Upon  con- 
viction, a  fine  of  not  more  than  $5,000.00  or  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  five  years  may  be  imposed. 

(4)  The  manufacture  or  possession  of  any  object  or  article  designed 
to  cause  fire  by  ignition,  detonation,  or  otherwise,  for  the  purpose  of 
damaging  persons  or  property  is  made  a  misdemeanor.   Upon  conviction  a 
fine,  or  imprisonment,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court  may  be 
imposed.

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A  REMINDER  OF  UNIVERSITY  POLICY 


OCTl     1969 


A  statement  on  academic  freedom,  promulgated  by  the  faculty  and  the 
University  and  published  on  Page  32  of  the  Faculty  Manual,  includes  this 
pertinent  paragraph: 

(c)  A  Clemson  University  faculty  member  is  a  citizen,  a  member 
of  a  learned  profession,  and  an  officer  of  the  institution. 
When  he  speaks  or  writes  as  a  citizen,  he  will  be  free  from  in- 
stitutional censorship  or  discipline,  but  his  special  position 
in  the  community  imposes  special  obligations.   As  a  man  of 
learning  and  an  educational  officer,  he  should  remember  that 
the  public  may  judge  his  profession  and  Clemson  University  by 
his  utterances.   Hence  he  should  at  all  times  be  accurate, 
should  exercise  appropriate  restraint,  should  show  respect  for 
the  opinions  of  others,  and  should  make  every  effort  to  indi- 
cate that  he  is  not  an  institutional  spokesman. 

Recently  several  statements  have  been  made  by  faculty  members  in  the 
form  of  letters  to  public  officials  oi  to  newspapers,  some  of  which  were 
written  on  University  stationery  and  others  signed  by  the  individual 
identifying  their  official  position  with  the  University.   The  use  of  official 
stationery  or  the  identification  of  the  writer  in  his  professional  capacity 
gives  rise  to  an  assumption  that  the  writer  is  acting  in  his  official 
capacity  and  that  the  views  expressed  are  endorsed  by  the  University. 

Faculty  members  in  expressing  their  individual  views  as  citizens  are 
expected  to  observe  the  proprieties  set  forth  in  the  statement  on  academic 
'  freedom,  in  order  to  avoid  injury  or  embarrassment  to  the  University.

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MATHEMATICS  DECISION  SCIENCE  COLLOQUIUM  SERIES 

The  Department  of  Mathematics  is  continuing  its  series  of  research

speakers  whose  availability  would  prohibit  a  Thursday  meeting.

The  Council  considered  and  passed  the  following  resolution  relative  to 
18  University's  retirement  policy  (Jutras): 

It  is  the  consensus  of  the  Research  Council  that: 

(1)  After  the  age  of  65,  Clemson  University  teaching  and/ or  research  faculty 
embers  be  appointed  annually,  for  full  or  part-time  employment,  if  requested  by 
he  employee  and  if  the  University  administration  concurs. 

(2)  In  no  case  should  such  annual  reappointments  be  made  after  the  age  of 
2,  in  order  to  comply  with  state  statutes. 

.•     (3)  The  retirement  policy  presently  in  force  is  difficult  to  interpret  due 
:  o  the  vagaries  of  interpretation  inherent  in  the  three  "conditions"  used  as 
•  uidelines  in  the  retention  of  over-65  employees. 

{k)     The  compulsory  retirement  of  an  individual  at  age  65  often  results  in 
i 'he  loss  to  the  University  of  years  of  expertise.  This  is  a  loss  the  University 
an  ill  afford. 

R.  F.  Borgman  suggested  that  a  center  be  established  on  the  campus  for  liquid 
cintillation  counting.  A  survey  will  be  undertaken  to  determine  the  need  for  such 
1  facility,  and  whether  additional  services,  such  as  electron  microscopy,  might  be 
•incorporated  into  such  a  center. 

The  Policy  Committee  was  requested  to  look  into  various  proposals  regarding 
on- thesis  graduate  degrees  at  Clemson,  and  to  submit  a  report  at  the  September 
leeting.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  SEPTEMBER  9,  I969 

The  September  9  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate  was  called  to  order  by- 
President  John  F.  Pearce.  The  minutes  of  the  August  26  meeting  were  approved 
as  read. 

Dr.  Pearce  called  attention  to  faculty  appointments  to  the  Administration- 
Faculty-Student  Council.   They  are: 

1.  J.  F.  Pearce,  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate 

2.  B.  J.  Prochaska,  Chairman,  Policy  Committee 

3.  D.  L.  Handlin,  Chairman,  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee 

Dr.  Pearce  also  pointed  out  that  President  Edwards  had  clarified  ROTC  re- 
quirements at  the  September  8,  I969  Educational  Council  meeting.  ROTC  covirses 
will  cease  to  be  a  requirement  for  graduation  after  May  9>  1970. 

Announcement  was  made  by  Professor  Joe  Mullins  about  a  faculty  tennis  team 
with  two  matches  scheduled  in  October.  Interested  faculty  should  contact  him. 

Welfare  Committee  Chairman,  Dr.  Mel  Richardson,  reported  that  Dr.  Arthur 
Fear  will  write  comments  to  be  presented  to  the  Senate  on  the  article  "Notable 
and  Quotable." 

Dr.  B.  J.  Prochaska,  Policy  Committee  Chairman,  said  that  a  sub-committee 
composed  of  Drs.  Gettys  and  Riggs  will  look  into  the  legality  of  having  a  faculty 
member  appointed  to  the  Boajrd  of  Trustees. 

Dr.  Pearce  then  introduced  the  motion  concerning  merger  of  the  Faculty 
Senate  and  the  Faculty  Research  Council.  The  motion  states: 

"The  Faculty  Senate  in  principle  favors  movement  toward  merging  the  Re- 
search Faculty  Council  and  the  Faculty  Senate." 

Professor  Ernest  Rogers  moved  adoption  of  President  Pearce 's  motion  to 
have  a  committee  work  out  the  details  of  a  merger.  Dr.  Ed  Gettys  moved  to 
substitute  the  word  "study"  for  "movement"  in  the  original  motion.  Professor 
Gettys'  motion  carried.  The  advisability  of  leaving  the  more  positive  statement 
of  "movement  toward  merging"  in  Dr.  Pearce 's  original  motion  led  to  a  retraction 
of  the  earlier  vote  to  substitute  the  word  "study"  for  "movement."  The  vote 
was  17  to  ik   to  leave  President  Pearce 's  wording  unchanged. 

Various  points  were  brought  out  by  Senate  members  in  support  of  a  merger. 
It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Administration  often  sends  Faculty  Senate  recom- 
mendations to  the  Research  Council  before  talcing  any  action  on  them;  and  therefore 
merger  would  expedite  matters  considerably.  A  vote  was  taken  on  Dr.  Peairce's 
motion,  and  it  passed  36  to  3.  The  matter  was  then  referred  to  the  Policy 
Committee. 

Dr.  J.  F.  Allen  presented  his  motion  concerning  the  repeating  of  first 
semester  freshman  work  with  the  second  grade  only  coimting  in  the  GPR.  Dr. 
Joe  Mullins  moved  that  this  proposal  be  referred  to  committee.  Subsequent

discussion  revolved  around  the  value  of  remedial  work  to  improve  poor  performanc 
on  first  semester  courses  versus  the  dilemma  of  the  well-prepared  student  whose 
initial  adjustment  to  college  and  attitude  toward  study  adversely  affects  his 
first  semester  Gro.

President  John  F.  Pearce  called  the  Faculty  Senate  to  order  at  U: 15  on    I 
October  lU.  The  September  9  minutes  were  approved  as  read. 

Dr.  Pearce  reported  briefly  concerning  the  following-  items: 

1.  Book  Store  Inquiry- -Ninety-five  percent  of  the  titles  were  here  on  the' 
first  day  of  class  this  semester. 

2.  Graduation  Exercises — Senate  poll  revealed  that  most  members  favor  a 
shorter  convocation  without  forfeiting  the  "pomp  and  ceremony"  expected  on  such 
occasions. 

3.  Purpose  and  Function  of  the  Administration-Faculty-Student  Council  (AF'])- 
This  Tri-Level  Committee  meets  every  Wednesday  with  a  lengthy  agenda  which  runs 
the  gamut  of  university  wide  problems. 

h.     Faculty  Senate/Research  Council  Merger--The  vast  majority  of  universit 
faculty  members  qualify  as  both  teaching  and  research  faculty.   (President  Peare's 
research  in  this  area  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Policy  Committee.)  - 

Professor  E.  B.  Rogers,  Welfare  Committee,  moved  that  the  following  stateirot 
of  Sidney  Hook,  Professor  of  Philosophy  at  New  York  University  be  affirmed  by  te 
Senate: 

"The  University  is  not  a  political  commimity.   Its  business  is  not  governnpt 
but  primarily  the  discovery,  publication,  and  teaching  of  the  truth.  Its  au- 
thority is  based  not  on  numbers  or  the  rule  of  majority,  but  on  knowledge.  Alt: 
it  can  function  in  a  spirit  of  democracy,  it  cannot  be  organized  on  the  princije 
of  one  man,  one  vote,  or,  if  it  takes  its  educational  mission  seriously,  or  eqiil 
vote  for  student  and  faculty  in  the  affairs  of  the  mind  or  even  with  respect  tci 
organizational  and  curricular  continuity.   The  fact  that  a  society  is  politica]|y 
organized  as  a  democracy  does  not  entail  that  all  its  other  institutions  be  so  ' 
organized— its  families,  its  orchestras,  musexoms,  theaters,  churches,  and  pro- 
fessional guilds.

...The  assumption  of  a  political  aemocracy  is  that  there  are  no  experts  in 
wisdom,  that  each  citizen's  vote  is  as  good  as  any  other's.   If  we  make  the  same 
assumption  about  xiniversities,  and  define  a  citizen  of  that  community  as  anyone 
who  functions  in  any  capacity  on  the  campus,  we  may  as  well  shut  up  educational 
shop " 

An  amendment  by  Professor  H.  D.  Adams  to  delete  the  identification  of  Hook 
with  New  York  University  was  defeated.  The  vote  was  28  to  8  in  favor  of  the 
original  motion  to  support  Professor  Hook's  position. 

The  Welfare  Committee,  Dr.  M.  K.  Richardson,  Chairman,  requested  President 
Pearce  to  ask  Dean  Victor  Hurst  for  a  definite  policy  statement  in  writing  con- 
cerning sabbatical  leave  for  faculty  members  and  for  more  information  concerning 
any  legal  limitations  on  a  tuition  exchange  program. 

Dr.  B.  J.  Prochaska,  Chairman  of  the  Policy  Committee  reported  that  Uni- 
versity Counsel  A.  W.  Rigsby  said  that  it  was  legally  impossible  to  have  a 
faculty  member  as  a  voting  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  Dr.  Prochaska  also 
reported  that  the  Faculty  Senate/Research  Council  merger  was  still  under  study. 

Chairman  D.  L.  Handlin,  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  moved  that 
the  following  addition  to  the  Scholastic  Regulations  (pp.  112-13)  be  recommended 
by  the  Senate: 

"In  the  case  of  Freshmen  who  reschedule  covirses  that  were  passed  or  failed 
in  their  first  semester,  the  student's  grade-point  ratio  will  be  corrected  to 
reflect  only  the  grade  obtained  in  the  rescheduled  course(s)." 

This  motion  was  passed  21  to  9« 

The  following  items  of  new  business  were  referred  to  the  Policy  Committee: 

(1)  Resolution  from  J.  C.  Mullins  regarding  electives  in  each  department's 
required  curriculum. 

(2)  Resolutions  from  H.  D.  Adams:   (a)  that  a  statement  of  University 
purposes  be  included  in  CU  Announcements,  Faculty  Handbook  and  Student  Handbook, 
(b)  that  certain  University  policies  conform  to  selected  national  standards. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:35  p.m.

The  Councj' 
passed  a  resolution  that  the  Faculty  Senate  be  contacted  for  a  statement  of  poli^ 
on  the  handling  of  grievances  of  faculty  members,  including  procedures  used  and j 
the  responsibilities  of  its  Welfare  Committee  in  these  matters.

The  Co\incil  approved  a  Policy  Committee  (McGregor)  recommendation  that  the 
leave  policy  submitted  in  March,  I969,  to  the  University  Administration  be  resut 
mitted.  In  part,  this  revised  leave  policy  suggested  that: 

1.  Faculty  members  (all  professional  employees)  on  12 -month  appointments 
shall  accrue  annual  leave  with  pay  at  the  rate  of  22  working  days  for  each  12 
months'  employment. 

2.  A  maximum  of  22  days  of  accrued  smnual  leave  may  be  carried  forward  at 
the  beginning  of  each  calendar  year,  and  nn  employee  can  accumulate  more  than 
30  working  days  of  leave  allowance. 

3.  A  faculty  member  terminated  without  prejudice  will  receive  pay  for 
accrued  leave  not  taken,  but  not  to  exceed  one  calendar  month's  pay. 

k.  With  the  approval  of  the  dean  or  academic  head  concerned,  annual  leave 
may  be  accrued  for  the  purpose  of  professional  improvement  up  to  three  calendar 
months  (66  working  days).  This  leave  may  be  taken  to  pursue  an  approved  prograr 
of  study,  research,  or  travel  and  shall  be  granted  only  when  such  leave  will  noi  j 
interfere  with  the  regular  performance  of  duties  of  the  faculty  member.  Reques' 
for  leave  must  be  accompaned  by  a  record  of  leave  accrual,  approved  annually  by 
the  applicant's  administrative  head,  and  a  proposed  plan  of  study,  research,  or 
travel.  This  leave  may  not  be  used  while  employed  outside  the  University. 

5.  Sick  leave  may  also  be  used  in  the  event  of  serious  illness  or  death 
of  a  member  of  his  immediate  family;  limited  to  three  days  per  case  and  six  d 
during  a  calendar  year.  The  immediate  family  is  defined  as  spouse,  children, 
parents,  brothers/sisters,  eind  a  relative  sharing  his  household.  A  written 
statement  by  the  faculty  member  must  be  filed  with  the  request  for  leave  giving 
the  particulars  justifying  this  use  of  sick  leave. 

The  Policy  Committee  also  proposed,  and  obtained  approval,  of  the  followim 
The  Research  Faculty  Council  considers  the  following  requirements  for  graduate 
degrees  critical  to  the  integrities  of  degrees  and  to  excellence  of  the  graduat 
programs  at  Clemson.  Therefore,  the  M.S.  and  Ph.D.  degrees  should  be  reserved 
for  research  degrees  requiring  theses.   Presently  existing  M.S.  degrees  for  non 
thesis  programs  should  be  revised  to  comply  with  this  recommendation.  Also, 
formal  credit  hour  and  course  requirements  should  be  at  least  as  great  for  pro- 
fessional degrees  as  for  research  degrees.

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CENUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  SEMTE,  NOVEMBER  11,  1969 

The  Faculty  Senate  was  called  to  order  by  President  Pearce  at  U:15  on  No- 
/eiriber  11.  The  minutes  were  read  and  approved  with  the  following  corrections: 


1.  Change  "or"  to  "of"  in  the  eighth  line  of  Sidney  Hook's  quotation. 

2.  Delete  "in  writing"  from  the  Welfare  Committee's  request  for  a  policy 
statement  concerning  sabbatical  leave, 

3.  Revise  statement  about  items  of  new  business,  stating  that  they  "were 
referred  to  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  and  Policy  Committee,  re- 
spectively." 

President  Pearce  made  the  following  announcements: 

1.  The  President's  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Commencement  Exercises,  chaired  by 
)r.  Hal  Cooledge,  University  Marshal,  will  meet  Friday,  November  1*+,  for  a  final 
recommendation  to  President  Edwards.  Will  report  on  this  at  the  December  Senate 
meeting. 

2.  AFSC  action:  (l)  "that  the  University  establish  and  operate,  as  soon 
as  possible,  a  canteen  on  East  Campus,  and  the  proceeds  be  used  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  University."   (2)  that  the  present  policy  on  ROTC  requirements 
as  adopted  by  the  University  Executive  Council  be  accepted. 

3.  The  Curriculum  Committee  and  Educational  Council  recently  approved  that 
for  every  curricul\am  on  campus  10  hours  of  ROTC  will  count  toward  meeting  gradu- 
ation requirements.   (Therefore,  it  is  unnecessary  for  the  Admissions  and  Scholar- 
ship Committee  to  continue  work  on  this  issue). 

h.     On  November  7,  J.  F.  Pearce  represented  Clemison  at  the  inauguration  of 
President  Paschal  Twyman  at  the  University  of  Tulsa  (Oklahoma). 

Regarding  the  issue  of  the  elimination  of  Satui-day  classes.  President  Pearce 
observed  that  there  was  a  problem  of  physical  space  with  departments,  that  several 
department  heads  were  against  the  elimination  of  Sat\irday  classes;  and  that  students 
like  Saturday  classes,  according  to  several,  informal  student  surveys.  He  then 
reported  that  according  to  Dean  Hurst  there  would  be  no  more  than  one  sabbatical 
iper  school  for  1970-71.  J.  C.  Mullins'  motion  that  the  Welfare  Committee  meet 
with  Dean  Hurst  and  subsequently  draw  up  a  written  policy  statement  on  sabbatical 
leave  was  passed  xmsuiimously. 

President  Pearce  stated  that  free  tuition  for  faculty  children  had  not  been 
in  effect  at  U.S.C.  since  19^5 j  and  currently  no  state  institution  of  higher 
learning  is  permitted  to  offer  such  in  South  Carolina. 

The  matter  of  a  grievance  procedure  was  briefly  discussed  with  President 
iPearce  suggesting  that  the  Senate  could  perhaps  act  in  this  capacity.

B.  J.  Prochaska,  Chairman  of  the  Policy  Connnittee,  presented  the  following 
resolutions  which  in  turn  were  acted  upon  as  indicated: 

1.  The  Faculty  Senate  therefore  asks  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  consider 
the  amendment  of  its  working  rules  to  include  the  appointment  of  representative 
faculty  members  by  the  Faculty  Senate,  to  membership  on  the  Board's  various 
working  committees:  unanimously  passed  as  amended  (indicated  by  underlining). 

2.  That  the  authors  of  the  1971  Self-Study  Report  review  the  I962  Self- 
Study  Report  and  modify  accordingly  the  statement  of  purposes  and  goals  of 
Clemson  University  and  that  the  resulting  statement  be  included  in  the  Clemison 
University  Announcements,  the  Clemson  University  Manual  for  Facility  Members  and 
the  Clemson  University  Student  Handbook: passed  as  amended  (indicated  by  under- 
lining), thirty- four  to  one. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:35  p.m. 

WOODROW  WILSON  INTERNATIONAL  CENTER  FOR  SCHOLARS 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Woodrow  Wilson  International  Center  for  Scholai 
has  decided  to  open  in  October,  1970,  new  fellowship  and  guest  scholajr  programs  2 
the  newly  renovated,  original  Smithsonian  Institution  Building. 

When  the  fellowship  program  is  fully  operational,  up  to  forty  distinguished 
scholars  from  the  United  States  and  other  countries  will  be  selected  to  work  in 
Washington  for  periods  rajiging  from  a  few  weeks  to  several  yeejrs.  In  selecting 
these  scholars ,  the  policy  adopted  by  the  Trustees  states : 

"Emphasis  will  be  plaxied  on  studies  designed  to  increase  man's  understanding 
of  significant  international,  governmental,  and  social  problems  and  to  improve 
the  orgfiinization  of  society  at  all  levels  to  meet  such  problems.  The  focus  will 
be  on  the  public  policy  aspects  of  contemporaxy  and  emerging  issues  which  confroi 
many  peoples  and,  where  applicable,  on  comparative  ajialyses  of  different  cxiltxira! 
regional  and  other  approaches  to  such  issues." 

In  the  opening  period  at  the  Center,  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  designated 
two  subjects  on  which  it  would  like  to  see  substantial  individual  and  group 
studies  undertaken  and  proposals  developed:   (l)  the  development  of  internationa 
law  for  ocean  space;  and  (2)  late  twentieth  century  maji  in  perspective,  includin 
the  implications  of  social  biology  and  the  deteriorating  environment. 

For  those  desiring  eeurliest  commitments  for  fellowship  appointments  to  begi 
during  the  three  opening  months  of  the  program  (October  15,  1970- January  15,  197 
nominations  or  applications  should  be  received  at  the  Center  by  January  15,  1970 
and  the  Board  will  offer  a  certain  number  of  appointments  by  March  15,  1970.  Al 
nominations  and  applications  for  fellowships  starting  d\iring  the  three  opening 
months  must  be  received  by  May  1,  1970,  and  additional  invitations  for  such  ap- 
pointments will  be  issued  by  July  1,  I97O.

Previous  winners  hav 
included  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower,  Leverett  Saltonstall  and  Justice  Byron  R.  White. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  N0VEb4BER  RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL  MEETING 

The  Research  Council  convened  its  November  meeting  at  U:00  p.m.,  November 
18,  1969,  in  Room  28,  Tillman  Hall. 

Dean  Hurst  informed  Chairman  Kingsland  that  the  current  university  policy 
on  sabbatical  leave  permits  the  granting  of  only  one  leave  per  year  per  school 
or  college.  This  policy,  in  effect  for  several  years,  is  determined  by  lack  of 
available  f\ands.  Council  members  asked  why  only  one  was  allowed  per  college 
p.,  when,  if  the  duties  of  each  man  going  on  a  sabbatical  leave  is  covered  by  others 
Kj  in  the  department,  no  detrimental  effect  to  the  college  occurs.   Others  commented 
on  the  apparent  unfairness  of  the  present  policy,  since  the  various  colleges  at 
this  University  differ  so  much  in  number  of  staff. 

y      Chairman  Kingsland  also  reported  that  the  hooding  of  Ph.D.'s  would  not  be 
»'  deleted  from  commencement  exercises. 

The  Faculty  Senate  President  John  F.  Pearce  informed  Dr.  Kingsland  that 
the  Senate's  Welfare  Committee  would  be  willing  to  take  grievances  of  research 
faculty  members  under  consideration  on  an  individual  basis.  The  Council  in- 
structed its  chairman  to  request  that  the  Research  Council  he  represented  when 
a  research  faculty  member  is  involved,  and  that  the  mechanisms  for  handling 
such  grievances  be  provided  by  the  Senate  Welfare  Committee. 

The  Council  discussed  the  proposal  of  merger  with  the  Faculty  Senate  and 
agreed  in  principle,  but  not  under  present  Senate  operating  proced\ires.  Dr. 
Kingsland  was  asked  to  invite  Senate  President  Pearce  to  a  Council  meeting  to 
explain  the  Senate's  merger  proposal. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed:  The  Research  Faculty  Council  is 
aware  of  surplus  property  mechanisms  in  neighboring  states  that  are  far  su- 
perior to  South  Carolina's  and  feels  that  a  correction  of  this  deficiency  is 
needed.

AMEUDEMENT  TO  UNIVERSITY  PATENT  POLICY 

An  amendment  to  the  University  Patent  Policy  was  recommended  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  by  its  educational  Policy  and  Student  Affairs  Committee  and  adopted 
at  the  Board  meeting  on  December  3>  1969* 

Article  II,  B.  1  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Patents  which  arise  from  research  projects  financed  wholly  "by  University- 
administered  funds  (except  those  described  in  II,  B.2)  shall  be  the  complete 
property  of  the  institution  and  subject  to  such  negotiation  or  transfer  of 
ownership  as  the  institution  desires.  If  the  committee  decides  to  recommend 
the  pursuit  of  a  patent,  the  inventor  shall  assign  the  patent  or  invention  to 
the  University  or  its  agent  and,  unless  there  are  unusual  equities  the  Com- 
mittee shall  (l)  if  the  patent  is  obtained  through  a  research  foundation  acting 
as  a^ent  for  the  University  recommend  that  allowance  be  made  for  15*^  of  the 
gross  income  from  the  patent  or  invention  to  be  paid  directly  to  the  inventor 
or  inventors,  (2)  if  the  patent  is  obtained  by  the  University  through  a  patent 
attorney  employed  by  the  University  that,  after  cost  of  securing  the  patent  has 
been  recovered  by  the  University,  an   amount  not  to  exceed  50^  of  the  net  receipts 
received  by  the  University  be  paid  by  the  University  to  the  inventor  or  inventors 

In  the  event  that  a  patent  proposal  is  not  accepted  by  the  institution  in 
a  reasonable  period  of  time  as  determined  by  the  Patent  Committee,  the  Committee 
shall  recommend  that  the  rights  to  the  possible  patent  be  released  by  the  Uni- 
versity to  the  individual  inventor. 

Since  Clemson  University  is  a  public  institution,  it  must  be  recognized 
that  certain  inventions  should  be  public  property  and  not  subject  to  private 
development.  In  such  cases  the  Patent  Committee  will  so  recommend  and  after 
proper  approval  the  individual  inventor  will  be  notified  that  he  has  no  equity.

Income  from  the  Edgar  A.  Brown  Foundation  Is  to  be  used  "exclusively  for 
charitable,  scientific,  literary  or  educational  purposes  at  Clemson  University 
or  In  some  manner  connected  with  and  related  to  the  operation  of  Clemson 
University." 

Designated  by  Sen.  Brown  as  trustees  of  the  foundation  are  his  daughter, 
Mrs.  Richard  M.  Jefferles,  Jr.,  of  Barnwell,  Bankers  Trust  of  South  Carolina 
and  President  Edwards,  who  will  serve  as  chairman. 

SECOND  CHANCE  FOR  ENROLLMENT  IN  SUPPLEMENTARY  (MEDICAL)  MEDICARE 

Any  employee  who  was  born  after  October  1,  1901,  and  attains  age  65  on 
or  before  April  30,  1970  may  now  secure  the  supplementary  (medical)  Insurance 
under  MEDICARE  if  they  will  make  applications  in  a  District  Office  of  Social 
Security  in  January,  February  or  March.   This  privilege  is  regularly  available 
to  each  employee  "during  the  month  which  includes  his  65th  birthday,  or  the 
three  calendar  months  Immediately  preceding,  or  the  three  calendar  months 
immediately  following." 

This  unusual  opportunity  (January,  February,  March, 1970)  provides  a 
"second  chance"  for  senior  citizens  who  did  not  enroll  during  their  regular 
seven-months  period  at  age  65.   Persons  who  enroll  on  schedule  pay  $4.00  per 
month,  at  present  ,  for  this  voluntary  Insurance  to  pay  doctors'  bills;  others 
pay  10%  more  for  each  12  months  which  elapse  after  their  first  opportunity  to  1 
enroll.   It  is  important  for  employees  who  are  still  working  at  age  65  to  enrol 
for  MEDICARE  (hospital  and /or  medical)  in  their  seven-months  period  if  they 
desire  this  coverage.   Some  make  the  mistake  of  waiting  until  they  stop  work, 
then  find  it  is  too  late.   The  hospital  insurance  is  provided  without  charge, 
for  It  is  supported  by  a  portion  of  the  employee's  regular  Social  Security 
deduction  (F.I.C.A.  Tax)  on  earnings. 

The  Anderson  (S.C.)  District  Office  of  Social  Security  is  located  at 
114  West  Greenville  Street  (one-half  block  from  Sears) .  It  is  open  daily 
except  Saturdays  and  Sunday  from  8:30  until  4:30.

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CLEMSON  UNIVERSITY  BEGINS  INSTITUTIONAL  SELF-STUDY  PROGRAM 

The  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools,  of  which  Clemson  Univer- 
sity is  a  member,  requires  periodically  an  Institutional  Self-Study  Program 
by  all  its  member  institutions.   The  essential  purpose  of  the  Institutional 
Self-Study  Program  is  the  improving  of  educational  effectiveness  in  institutions 
of  higher  learning,  and  it  is  the  process  by  which  accreditation  of  an  institu- 
tion is  reaffirmed.   Each  institution  of  higher  learning  within  the  Southern 
Association  is  expected  to  engage  in  an  Institutional  Self-Study  Program  once 
every  ten  years. 

Clemson  was  one  of  the  first  institutions  to  conduct  a  Self-Study  when 
the  program  was  first  initiated  by  the  Southern  Association  slightly  more  than 
ten  years  ago.   It  was  in  November,  1959,  that  a  Steering  Committee  was  appointed, 
and  by  the  early  spring  of  1960  the  various  committees  had  been  selected  and 
the  actual  work  of  the  Self-Study  was  well  under  way.   By  August,  1961,  the  Self- 
Study  had  been  completed,  the  report  to  the  Visitation  Committee  had  been  printed, 
and  the  Visitation  itself  followed  shortly  thereafter. 

Clemson  University  proposes  to  engage  in  its  second  Institutional  Self- 
Study  during  the  years  1970  and  1971  preparatory  to  a  visit  from  a  committee 
of  the  Southern  Association  and  for  the  purpose  of  reaffirming  accreditation.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  DECmBER  RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL  MEETING 

The  Research  Coiincil  convened  its  December  meeting  at  UrOO  p.m.,  December 
16,  1969,  in  Room  28,  Tillman  Hall. 

Dr.  John  Pearce,  Faculty  Senate  President,  gave  the  Council  his  reasons  for 
suggesting  a  merger  between  the  Senate  and  Council,  explained  why  the  Council's 
merger  proposal  six  years  ago  was  rejected  by  the  Senate,  and  answered  numerous 
questions  regarding  his  suggestions  to  the  Senate  committee  studying  the  matter. 
Chairman  Kingsland  appointed  Dr.  W.  P.  Barlage  to  represent  the  Council  in  this 
merger  proposal. 

The  Council  began  discussions  with  the  Administration  in  October  of  I968 
regarding  the  University's  sabbatical  leave  policy,  and  these  have  continued  to 
the  present.  Dr.  J.  C.  Fanning  represented  the  Council  at  a  meeting  with  Senate 
representatives,  where  Dean  Hurst  explained  the  current  policy.  Dr.  Fanning 
submitted  the  following  report  on  this  November  2U,  1969?  discussion: 

1.  Prior  to  196I  no  sabbatical  leaves  were  given  because  legislative  action 
prevented  it.   From  196I  to  I969  ten  leaves  were  granted  and  to  the  Dean's  knowled 
no  one  was  turned  down  for  leave.   In  the  I969-7O  year  six  have  been  awarded,  one 
each  from  the  Colleges  of  Agriculture  and  Biological  Sciences,  Architecture,  Engi- 
neering, Industrial  Management  and  Textile  Science,  Liberal  Arts,  and  Physical 
and  Mathematical  Sciences.  Tentatively  seven  leaves  are  planned  for  the  1970-71 
academic  year.  At  the  time  of  this  meeting  only  two  faculty  members  had  definitel 
applied  to  go  on  leave. 

2.  The  addition  of  sabbatical  leaves  creates  new  positions.  Money  has  to 
be  available  to  cover  positions  vacated.   Enough  money  must  be  available  to  hire 
a  person  of  equal  stature  as  the  person  going  on  leave.  When  a  person  goes  on 
leave  the  other  half  of  his  saJ.ary,  if  not  used  to  hire  someone,  goes  into  the 
General  Fund.  This  fund  is  used  for  new  reseajrch  instruments,  computer  center 
operation,  repairs  and  maintenance  of  offices  and  research  labs,  etc. 

3.  Continuous  covering  by  other  faculty  members  for  those  on  leave  cannot 
be  done.  This  would  increase  teaching  loads  and  would  be  unfair  to  small  depart- 
ments . 

k.     Many  factors  are  involved  in  picking  an  individual  for  sabbatical  leave. 
A  faculty  committee  was  suggested  as  a  way  to  determine  who  might  go  on  leave. 
The  Dean  felt  that  this  was  not  a  good  idea  since  a  faculty  committee  could  not 
weigh  properly  all  the  factors  involved  in  the  selection.  The  selection  is  best 
made  by  the  Deaji  of  the  respective  Colleges. 

5.  For  the  year  1970-71,  one  person  per  College  may  be  selected  to  go.  If 
all  positions  are  not  filled  then  more  than  one  per  College  may  go.   Presently 
the  selection  system  is  flexible.  The  reason  for  this  one  person  per  College 
ruling  was  to  encourage  Colleges  other  than  Architecture  and  Arts  and  Science  to 
go.  Most  of  those  in  previous  years  who  went  on  sabbaticaJ.  leave  were  from  the 
above  two  Colleges. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  DECEMBER  RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL  MEETING  (continued) 

6.  The  Dean  encouraged  us  to  solicit  applications  for  the  sabbatical  leave 
positions.  If  more  apply,  possibly  more  positions  may  become  available. 

7.  Essentially,  the  University  is  suffering  the  agonies  of  something  new  - 
a  moderate  number  of  sabbatical  leave  positions.  Attempts  are  being  made  to 
encourage  applications  from  all  areas  of  the  campus.  The  method  of  selection  is 
still  in  a  state  of  change,  but  any  basis  for  selection  is  open  to  criticism. 

A  retirement  resolution  (Borgman)  was  discussed  and  assigned  to  the  Policy 
Committee  (McGregor)  for  study  and  recommendation. 

Dean  Hurst  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following  members  as  Council 
representatives  on  Academic  Standing  Committees: 

Dr.  Fanning  on  Special  Advisory  Committee  for  Disposal  of  Poisonous  Chemicals; 
Dr.  McGregor  on  Special  Advisory  Committee  on  Use  of  Radio-active  Materials;  Dr. 
R.  H.  Barker  on  Safety  and  Fire  Prevention  Committee. 

The  Council  is  still  studying  the  surplus  property  question  and  expresses 
its  appreciation  to  Dr.  R.  W.  Henningson,  Assistant  Director  of  University  Resarch, 
for  his  interest  and  assistance.

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STUDENT  FINANCIAL  AID 

During  the  current  school  year,  about  one-third  of  the  University  stu- 
dent body  participated  in  some  type  of  financial  assistance.   These  sources 
of  financial  assistance  include  part-time  eraplojmient,  loans,  and  grants. 
With  aid  activity  virtually  completed  for  the  1969-70  session,  the  University 
has  disbursed  653  student  loans  and  379  scholarships  or  grants.   Principal 
sources  of  student  loans  were  United  Student  Aid  Fund-202  and  State  loans 
programs-272.   Of  the  379  scholarships  and  grants  awarded,  224  were  from 
business,  industry  and  service  organizations.   Athletic  grants-in-aid  are 
not  included. 

The  typical  scholarship  was  $708  and  the  average  loan  was  $694  from 
National  Defense,  Clemson  Student  Loan  Fund  and  United  Student  Aid  Funds. 
The  amount  of  loans  made  by  the  various  state  loan  programs  in  other  states 
is  unknown  to  Clemson.

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CHANGES  AFFECTING  SOUTH  CAEOLIM  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM 

Complete  details  will  be  distributed  when  they  are  available.  The  following 
major  changes  will  be  of  interest  to  a  large  number  of  members,  now: 

(a)  the  requirement  of  ten  years  of  membership  to  become  eligible  for  disa- 
bility retirement  will  be  reduced,  effective  July  1,  to  five  years; 

(b)  the  "final  average  salary"  which  is  used  as  a  base  for  one's  retirement 
allowance,  now  consisting  of  "the  five  consecutive  fiscal  years  of  highest  earnings 
in  the  last  ten  before  retirement"  will  be  changed,  effective  July  1,  to  "the 
three  consecutive  fiscal  years  of  highest  earnings"  at  any  time  in  a  member's 
covered  employment; 

(c)  the  privilege  of  establishing  credit  for  former  State  service,  not 
presently  credited,  has  been  re-opened,  upon  full  payment  by  an  active  member 
of  the  appropriate  employee  contribution,  plus  interest,  prior  to  death  or  re- 
tirement. We  do  not  yet  have  adequate  information  on  the  procedure  which  will 
be  followed,  but  any  Clemson  University  employee  who  has  been  advised  that  prior 
service  coiJ.d  not  be  credited  should  visit  the  Personnel  Office  in  May,  or  June, 
and  have  his  request  renewed. 

HONORS  PROGRAM 


On  January  21,  1970,  the  Honors  Council  approved  a  senior  division  honors 
program  for  the  Department  of  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education.   To  qualify 
for  Departmental  Honors  in  this  curriculum,  a  student  must  successfully  complete 
at  least  six  hours  of  honors  courses  in  his  area  of  concentration  and  the  re- 
mainder in  education  honors  courses.   For  example,  a  student  who  successfully 
completes  six  hours  in  education  honors  courses  and  six  hours  in  English  honors 
courses,  and  has  the  required  grade  point  ratio,  will  be  graduated  with  "De- 
partmental Honors  in  Education-English." 

The  Honors  Council  also  approved  the  awarding  of  "Senior  Division  Honors" 
to,  and  the  placing  of  this  notation  on  the  diplomas  of,  certain  students  to 
whom  the  present  Departmental  Honors  program  is  not  now  available.  A  student 
majoring  in  a  department  not  offering  a  Departmental  Honors  program  might  receive 
"Senior  Division  Honors"  upon  successful  completion  of  12  hours  of  honors  courses 
drawn  from  no  more  than  two  departments.   In  addition,  an  education  major  whose 
area  of  concentration  does  not  offer  a  Departmental  Honors  program  might  qualify 
for  Senior  Division  Honors  under  the  above  provisions  if  he  successfully  com- 
pleted at  least  six  hours  of  honors  courses  in  any  one  department  and  the  re- 
mainder in  education  honors  courses.  A  student  whose  major  department  does  offer 
a.  Departmental  Honors  program  may  not  elect  to  receive  Senior  Division  Honors. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  FEBRUARY  RESEAECH  FACULTY  COUNCIL  I^IEETING 

The  Research  Council,  Chairman  Dr.  Kingsland,  convened  its  February  meeting 
at  U:00  p.m.,  February  l6,  1970. 

Dr.  Davis  McGregor  opened  the  meeting  with  a  discussion  of  the  proposed 
change  on  the  retirement  policy.  After  a  careful  review  of  the  statement,  Dr. 
McGregor  made  a  motion,  seconded  by  Dr.  John  Hubbard,  that  the  statement  as 
given  below  be  approved  and  forwarded  to  the  Administration.   The  motion  passed 
unanimously. 

1.  Should  a  member  cease  to  be  an  employee  except  by  death  or  retirement, 
he  shall  be  paid  within  six  months  after  his  demand  therefor,  but  not  less  thsui 
ninety  days  after  ceasing  to  be  an  employee,  his  total  contributions  with  interest f 
at  five  per  cent.  The  interest  paid  should  be  reviewed  periodically  and  adju^^ted 
if  prevailing  interest  rates  change. 

2.  The  person  nominated  by  a  member  to  receive  the  full  amount  of  his  ac- 
cumulated contributions,  with  interest,  in  the  event  of  his  death  before  re- 
tirement may,  if  such  member  dies  in  service  after  the  attainment  of  age  sixty 
or  after  the  accumulation  of  twenty  or  more  years  of  creditable  service,  elect 
to  receive  in  lieu  of  such  accumulated  contributions,  with  interest,  an  allowance 
for  life  in  the  same  amount  as  if  the  deceased  member  had  retired  at  the  time 
of  his  death  and  had  named  such  person  as  beneficiary  londer  option  2. 

3.  Retirement  benefits  shall  be  based  on  the  average  final  compensation 
in  the  three  consecutive  fiscal  years,  within  the  last  ten  fiscal  years  of 
creditable  service,  giving  the  highest  average. 

The  topic  of  the  proposed  merger  of  the  two  faculty  bodies  was  introduced 
for  discussion  by  Dr.  William  Barlage.  A  motion  T-ras  offered  by  Dr.  A.  S.  Tombes, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Barlage,  that  the  idea  of  the  merger  of  the  two  faculty  groups, 
as  stated  in  a  memo  on  that  subject  dated  13  February  1970,  be  approved  in 
principle,  subject  to  further  study  by  a  committee.   This  committee,  when  ap- 
pointed, will  work  with  a  similar  committee  from  the  Faculty  Senate  in  the  formu- 
lation of  a  final  draft.  The  motion  passed:  9  for,  0  against,  2  abstaining, 

A  report  was  made  by  the  ad  hoc  committee  on  Revision  of  Faculty  Manual, 
Chairman  Dr.  J.  Jajizen.  After  minor  discussion,  Dr.  Henry  Bungay  made  a  motion, 
seconded  by  Dr.  John  Lundberg,  to  accept  all  proposed  changes  as  offered  by  the 
committee.   The  motion  passed  imanimously. 

A  report  on  the  state  of  surplus  property  at  the  University  and  in  the  State 
of  South  Carolina  was  made  by  Dr.  Bungay.   He  offered  a  motion  that  a  committee 
be  appointed  to  review  emd  abstract  all  surplus  equipment  lists  as  made  available 
in  the  Campus  Surplus  Office  and  that  the  faculty  be  made  better  informed  as  to 
the  procedures  by  which  surplus  equipment  can  be  obtained.  The  motion  passed 
unanimously. 

Limited  discussion  was  held  on  the  possibility  of  modifying  current  travel 
expense  reg\ilations.  No  action  was  taken.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MARCH  SPECIAL  MEETING  OF  THE  RESEARCH  FACULTY  COUNCIL 

The  Research  Council  convened  a  Special  Meeting  at  U:00  p.m.,  March  5>  1970, 
in  Room  28,  Tillman  Hall. 

The  Council  discussed  procedures  for  appointment  of  department  heads,  and 
agreed  to  consider  a  formal,  proposal  at  the  next  meeting. 

The  following  resolution  (Kingsland)  was  approved:  Whereas:   The  cost  of 
food  and  lodging  incurred  by  faculty  members  attending  meetings  on  behalf  of,  or 
representing  the  University,  frequently  is  in  excess  of  the  per  diem  al-lotment. 
The  Council,  therefore,  recommends  to  the  administration  that  reimbursement  be 
made  in  full  in  those  cases  wherein  costs  can  be  shown  to  exceed  the  per  diem 
allotment . 

A  brief  discussion  of  the  proposed  new  constitution  for  Senate-Cotincil  merger 
took  place,  and  members  were  asked  to  study  the  constitution  for  a  vote  at  the 
next  meeting. 

A  resolution,  by  R.  H.  Barker,  allowing  private  cars  to  be  used  to  go  to 
the  Atlajita  or  Charlotte  airports  on  official  business,  was  passed.  Members 
reported  seeing  Motor  Pool  vehicles  parked  at  such  airports  for  several  days, 
thus  being  unavailable  to  others  when  shortages  of  University  cars  existed.  A 
second  motion  (Barlage)  recommended  that  the  administration  investigate  the 
possibility  of  establishing  clearing-house  facilities  to  reduce  duplication  of 
travel  by  more  than  one  individual,  going  to  the  same  place  at  essentially  the 
same  time  with  University  vehicles.  Passed. 
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COOPERATIVE  CENTER  FOR  GRADUATE  STUDY 

Announcement  has  been  made  by  the  presidents  of  the  two  institutions  that 
Clemson  University  and  Columbia  College  have  established  a  Cooperative  Center 
for  Graduate  Study  on  the  Columbia  College  campus.   The  initial  graduate  courses 
will  be  offered  during  the  1970  summer  session  of  Columbia  College. 

This  arrangement  is  similar  to  the  ones  which  Clemson  has  with  certain 
other  privately  supported  four-year  colleges  within  South  Carolina.

Produced  under  this  project  were  250  high  quality  colored  prints  and  UOO 
colored  slides  of  common  insect  and  plant  disease  pests.   These  have  been  distri- 
buted to  50  states  and  two  territories  in  quantities  of  2,000  picture  prints 
and  two  sets  of  UOO  colored  slides.  Distribution  also  has  been  made  to  all  S.  C.| 
counties.  A  limited  supply  is  on  hand  in  the  Bulletin  Room  in  the  P  &  AS  Buildir 

Strong  demand  for  the  pictures  is  being  reflected  from  many  states  of  the 
U.  S.,  and  the  printer.  The  R.  L.  Bryan  Co.,  Columbia,  has  had  to  reprint  severe 
series.  Orders  have  also  been  filled  for  agencies  in  foreign  countries. 

The  aids  were  produced  under  a  $100,000  grant  from  the  Federal  Extension 
Service.

The  Research  Council  convened  its  March  meeting  at  U:00  p.m,  March  26,  1970,.

Also,  the  Council  has  submitted  several  recommendations  fo 
policy  changes  involving  retirement  pensions,  and  requested  that  these  suggestion 
be  passed  on  to  the  appropriate  state  officials. 

The  following  resolution  was  approved:  The  Reseairch  Faculty  Council  recom- 
mends that  tenured  faculty  members  p8Lrticii)ate  in  the  selection  of  the  department 
head  in  their  respective  departments,  when  a  vacancy  in  this  position  occurs.  It, 
is  further  suggested  that  this  recommendation  be  included  in  the  next  revision  of| 
the  Manual  for  Faculty  Members.

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BRYAN  TO  RETIRE  SEPT.  1;  NICHOLAS  APPOINTED  VICE  PRESIDENT  FOR  DEVELOPMENT 

W.  Wright  Bryan,  Vice  President  for  Development  since  1964,  is  retiring 
Sept.  1.   Appointed  to  succeed  him  is  Stanley  G.  Nicholas  who  has  served  as 
Director  of  Engineering  Research  here  since  1962. 

In  making  the  announcement.  President  Robert  C.  Edwards  said  Mr.  Bryan's 
"leadership  and  dedicated  service  to  the  University  have  been  invaluable  to 
the  total  Clemson  family.   In  addition  to  his  outstanding  contributions  to 
Clemson,  Mr.  Bryan  has  made  truly  significant  contributions  to  society  as  a  noted 
journalist.  We  are  grateful  that  he  has  willingly  agreed  to  continue  to  make 
himself  available  to  the  University  for  special  assignments.  His  most  significant 
assignment  following  retirement  will  be  to  write  a  history  of  the  University." 

"We  are  extremely  fortunate  that  we  already  have  on  our  staff  a  man  of 
Mr.  Nicholas'  outstanding  abilities  and  accomplishments,"  the  President  said. 
"Under  his  directorship  the  engineering  research  programs  have  made  remarkable 
advancements.   It  is  with  great  enthusiasm  that  we  look  forward  to  a  continuingly 
effective  development  program  under  his  capable  guidance." 

Mr.  Bryan,  a  Clemson  alumnus  who  grew  up  on  the  University  campus,  was  an 
outstanding  national  journalist  and  newspaper  executive  for  almost  40  years 
prior  to  assuming  his  position. 

Mr.  Nicholas,  a  mechanical  engineering  graduate  from  Northwestern  University, 
came  to  Clemson  as  Director  of  Engineering  Research  after  an  8-year  career  with 
the  Continental  Can  Company  where  he  held  several  executive  positions. 


TRUSTEES  APPROVE  RECORD  BUDGET 


Clemson  trustees  have  approved  an  $18,489,896  budget  for  1970-71  academic 
programs  of  the  university,  compared  with  $16,405,111  in  the  1969-70  fiscal  year. 
Increased  enrollment  and  higher  wage  and  price  levels  throughout  the  economy  make 
the  greater  expenditures  necessary. 

"We  recognize,"  President  Edwards  said  in  recommending  the  new  budget,  "that 
under  present  economic  conditions  the  university  must  operate  with  a  degree  of 
austerity.  We  are  grateful  to  the  General  Assembly,  however,  for  making  appro- 
priations as  generous  as  they  could  under  current  circumstances.  We  have  adjusted 
the  university  budget  accordingly.  While  we  will  not  be  able  to  do  all  the

things  we  would  like  to  increase  Clemson's  usefulness,  I  can  assure  the  university! 
family  and  the  people  of  South  Carolina  that  we  will  hold  our  own  in  all  programs] 
and  even  be  able  to  make  advances  in  some  fields." 

In  addition  to  support  of  the  academic  program,  Clemson's  budget  provides  fol| 
auxiliary  enterprises  such  as  food  service  and  housing,  research  programs,  agri- 
cultural extension,  and  various  public  service  activities  such  as  fertilizer 
inspection  and  analysis  and  livestock-poultry  health.  These  bring  the  total  budg«! 
for  current  operations  to  $37,922,675  in  1970-71,  compared  with  $34,351,756  in 
1969-70. 

This  total  budget  is  to  be  funded  from  state  appropriations,  50.1  percent; 
federal  appropriations,  13.6  percent;  and  other  sources  including  auxiliary 
enterprises  and  fees,  36.3  percent. 

The  Clemson  budget  also  contains  a  $2,832,900  provision  for  payment  of 
revenues   earmarked  by  law  for  interest  and  amortization  of  indebtedness  incurred 
for  permanent  improvements,  bringing  the  grand  total  of  contemplated  expenditures 
for  1970-71  to  $40,755,575. 

McGregor  heads  college  of  forest  and  recreation  resources 

Dr.  W.H.  Davis  McGregor  has  been  named  dean  and  Dr.  Herbert  Brantley 
associate  dean  of  the  College  of  Forest  and  Recreation  Resources.   Creation  of 
the  new  college  on  July  1  was  a  major  step  toward  expansion  of  teaching,  research 
and  public  service  programs  in  forestry  and  recreation  during  the  70s.  The  move 
calls  for  the  present  Department  of  Forestry  and  the  Department  of  Recreation 
and  Park  Administration  to  form  the  nucleus  of  the  new  unit.  Each  department  wil 
retain  its  identity  and  operate  as  the  first  two  units  within  the  college. 
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President  Edwards  says  the  forestry  and  RPA  programs  have  much  in  common 
and  will  complement  one  another  in  ways  to  strengthen  each  program.   One  area 
where  this  will  be  particularly  significant  is  park  management  where  concern  is 
with  the  forest  resources  and  in  the  recreation  phase  of  multiple-use  forestry. 

President  Edwards  reports  a  new  building  on  East  Campus  to  house  the  new 
college  is  being  planned  this  year  and  occupancy  is  anticipated  in  mid-1972. 

LUNDBERG  HEAD  OF  TEXTILE  DEPARTMENT 

Dr.  John  L.  Lundberg,  nationally  known  for  expertise  in  the  field  of  polymer 
science,  has  been  appointed  head  of  the  Textile  Department  in  the  College  of 
Industrial  Management  and  Textile  Science.

CLEMSON  IN  PILOT  HOUSING  EFFORT;  Clemson's  Cooperative  Extension  Service 
has  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  Federal  Extension  Service  to  develop  a 
pilot  program  in  housing  education  that  may  set  a  pattern  for  nationwide  use. 

The  project  is  planned  for  four  years  and  will  receive  Federal  support  of 
$60,000  annually. 

The  objective  is  to  develop  educational  resources  that  will  facilitate 
community  efforts  in  meeting  housing  needs.   The  pilot  project  is  centered 
in  Anderson,  Greenville,  and  Oconee  counties.  Frank  Hedden,  Associate  Exten- 
sion Engineer,  is  project  leader. 

An  interdisciplinsiry  Clemson  University  Housing  Committee  has  been  formed 
to  serve  in  an  advisory  capacity.  Committee  members  are  from  the  Colleges  of 
Architect\ire,  Engineering  and  Agriculture  and  Biological  Sciences. 

CLMSON  INVOLVED  IN  NUTRITION  EFFORT;  Malnutrition  in  South  Carolina, 
highlighted  in  national  news  media  a  year  ago,  is  the  target  of  an  educational 
effort  by  Clemson's  Cooperative  Extension  Service  in  1^+  counties. 

The  object  is  to  reach  by  visits  to  the  home  all  families  believed  to  be 
suffering  from  poor  diets;  then  provide  information  and  encouragement  for  better 
planning  and  allocation  of  resources  for  food. 

Since  May  of  last  year  9j332  families  have  been  visited  and  6,1+7^  of  these 
are  receiving  educational  help  on  a  continuing  basis.  The  contacts  are  being 
made  by  155  "program  assistants,"  non-professional  workers  (usually  from  within 
the  community  being  served) . 

The  program  assistants  are  trained  by  and  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
County  Extension  Home  Economist.

NEW  TELEPHONE  SYSTEM  BEGINS  AUG.  16 

The  University  will  switch  over  to  a  new  CENTREX  telephone  system  on  Sunday, 
August  16.   It  will  no  longer  have  the  old  654-  prefix,  but  will  have  one  of  its 
own,  656.   Southern  Bell  reports  the  new  system  will  feature  inward  dialing  from 
local  subscribers  or  from  anywhere  in  the  state  or  nation.  This  is  possible  be- 
cause each  telephone  on  the  University  system  will  have  its  own  seven-digit  numbei 
like  any  other  telephone.   It  will  not  be  necessary  for  incoming  calls  to  go 
through  the  switchboard  operator,  but  will  ring  the  telephone  direct. 

The  University  has  provided  for  the  installation  of  about  1400  telephones 
to  be  placed  in  students'  rooms  in  the  dormitories.   This  provides  the  students 
with  telephones  which  will  be  capable  of  performing  like  any  other  telephone. 

According  to  Southern  Bell,  the  cost  of  providing  CENTREX  to  the  University 

and  Touch-Tone  to  the  existing  654  office  is  $881,000.   In  order  to  accomodate  th 

equipment  necessary  for  this  service,  the  size  of  the  Clemson  Central  Office 
was  doubled.

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FACULTY  SENATE  ENDORSES  POLICY  ON  CONDUCT  Continued 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  cognizant  of  the  occurrences  of  disorders  on  some 
campuses  of  colleges  and  universities  in  which  students,  employees  and  persons  not 
affiliated  with  the  institution  have  participated.   These  disorders  have  been 
manifested  by  acts  of  violence,  unlawful  use  and  misappropriation  of  institutional, 
property  and  facilities,  criminal  acts  and  public  acts  which  reflect  adversely  on 
the  maintenance  of  discipline  and  on  the  good  name  and  reputation  of  the  institution 
its  student  body  and  faculty.   Such  conduct  on  the  part  of  a  small  minority  of  the 
institutional  family  does  irreparable  damage  to  the  learning  processes  and  under- 
mines public  confidence  in  the  effectiveness  of  the  institution  in  its  contribution 
to  higher  education.   All  of  these  or  similar  acts  or  disorders  are  specifically 
interdicted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  recognizes  there  is  a  valid  function  performed  by  faculty  ii 
student  body  alike  in  considering  and  supporting  any  and  all  issues  controversial  or  r:- 
controversial  within  the  framework  of  orderly,  peaceful  and  lawful  decorum,  demeanor  cd 
processes.  It  is  not  intended  in  any  way  to  discourage  or  trammel  freedom  of  speech, 
including  constructive  criticism,  expression  of  grievances  or  petition  for  redress  or 
wrongs,  real  or  fancied,  so  long  as  that  right  is  exercised  in  a  lawful  and  peaceful  in- 
ner. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  charged  by  law  with  the  responsibility  of  making  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  University,  and  establishing  policy  governing  the  conduct  of 
the  University,  its  employees  and  student  body.   The  President  of  the  University  is 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  serve  at  its  pleasure.   He  is  the  chief  executive 
officer  entrusted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  the  execution  of  its  policies  and  the 
internal  government  and  administration  of  the  University. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  orders  and  directs  the  President  of  the  University  to 

administer  and  enforce  its  policies  as  herein  announced.   In  carrying  out  this 

responsibility  he  is  vested  with  authority  to  take  such  disciplinary  action  as  in 
his  judgment  the  circumstances  warrant.

Hanover  House,  a  pre-revolutionary  historic  landmark  located  on  campus,  is 
open  to  the  public  on  an  expanded  schedule.   The  House  is  open  free  to  visitors 
Tuesday  through  Saturday  of  each  week  from  10  a.m.  -  12  noon  and  from  1-5:30  p.m.; 
and  on  Sunday  from  2-6  p.m.   It  is  closed  on  Mondays.   A  National  Park  Service 
Registered  Historic  Landmark,  Hanover  House  is  a  project  of  the  Spartanburg 
Committee  of  the  National  Society  of  the  Colonial  Dames.

IlEAVE  POLICY  -  The  current  leave  policies  for  twelve-month  research  faculty 
Imembers  are  considerably  out-dated,  and  are  inferior  to  the  policies  of  many 
lother  universities.  A  much  improved  revision  of  the  leave  policy  was  presented 
Ito  the  administration  by  the  Coimcil  in  1968-69  and  again  during  1969-70.  This 
Ipolicy  was  rejected  by  the  administration  on  both  occasions,  even  though  con- 
jsiderable  advantage  would  accrue  to  the  University  as  a  result  of  the  revised 
jpolicy.  The  Council  strongly  recommends  that  the  revised  leave  policy  statement 
Ibe  accepted  as  the  official  policy  on  leave  and  that  it  be  included  in  the  next 
ledition  of  the  Manual  for  Faculty  Members. 

[HOODING  EXERCISES  -  The  Ph.D.  hooding  ceremony  is  the  culmination  of  the  student- 
Ifaculty  association  and  provides  recognition  for  both  the  student  and  the  faculty 
Imember.  This  ceremony,  in  addition,  is  one  of  the  most  significant  and  one  of 
the  briefest  of  the  commencement  ceremonies.  For  these  reasons  the  Council 
[strongly  recommended  that  hooding  exercises  be  retained  at  commencement.  The 
jrecommendation  was  rejected. 

I  GRIEVANCES  -  An  important  responsibility  of  the  Council  is  the  consideration  of 
[grievances  of  individual  faculty  members.  A  mechanism  has  been  established 
Iwhereby  a  faculty  member  may  present  grievances  to  the  Council  for  consideration 
land  action.  Grievances  considered  justifiable  by  the  Council  are  formally  pre-

The 
Council  thi:s  orovides  an  avenue  of  commuiiication  between  the  faculty  mc^nber 
and  the  adminiKtration.   The  VJelfare  Committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate  provides 
another  aversue  for  the  expression  of  grievances. 

PARTICIPATION  OF  FACULTY  MI3vIBERS  IN  SELSCTIOrl  OF  DEPAJTIAfflNfT  HEADS  -  The  Depart- 
ment Head  is  the  most  airect  contact  between  the  individual  faculty  member  and 
the  University  administration.   Any  situation  which  could  lead  to  increased 
under standin^^  ^^^   cooperation  between  the  Department  Head  and  the  faculty  member 
would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  individual,  the  department,  and  the  University. 
Thus  active  -oarticipation  by  faculty  members  in  the  selection  of  department 
Vieads  wo\ild  give  the  individual  a  sense  of  participation  in  a  decision-making 
process  which  has  a  direct  influence  on  his  professional  life  and,  in  addition, 
would  capitalize  on  the  total  intellectual  resources  of  the  department. 

The  Research  Faculty  Council  has  recommended  that  tenured  faculty  members 
participate  in  the  selection  of  the  Department  Head  in  their  resT^ective  depart- 
ments, when  a  vacancy  in  this  oosition  occurs.   It  is  further  suggested  that 
these  recommendations  be  included  in  the  next  revision  of  the  Manual  for  Faculty 
Members. 

CONSIDSRATIONS  FOR  SENATE- COUNCIL  NffiRGER  -  The  vast  m.ajority  of  the  members  of 
the  research  faculty  are  also  members  of  the  academic  faculty.   Consequently, 
those  •faculty  members  with  dual  membership  are  represented  by  the  Faculty  Senate 
as  well  as  by  the  Research  Faculty  Council.   Many  of  the  issues  considered  by 
the  Research  Faculty  Council  are  of  importance  to  the  academic  faculty,  as  well 
as  to  the  research  faculty.   These  issues,  therefore,  could  be  considered  by 
the  Senate,  as  well  as  by  the  Research  Faculty  Council.   In  other  words,  there 
are  occasions  wherein  items  considered  by  one  body  or  the  other  are  of  joint 
concern. 

The  Research  Faculty  Council,  on  the  other  hand,  provides  a  secoiid  avenue 
of  representative  communication  with  the  administration  on  a  wide  variety  of 
problems.   The  Research  Faculty  Council,  in  addition,  provides  for  the  expres- 
sion and  consideration  of  research  problems  which  would  be  considered  by  a 
research  committee  in  the  event  of  a  Senate-Council  merger.  Tlie  Faculty  Senate 
will  be  composed  of  a  minimum  of  35  members.   This  is  approxim.ately  double  the 
membership  of  the  Council.  Legislative  progress  may  be  hindered  by  the  large 
membership. 

The  Research  Faculty  Council  considered  these  alternatives  at  its  Feb- 
ruary meeting  and  voted  in  favor  of  a  study  of  the  proposed  new  Constitution 
and  By-Laws.   The  Council  approved  the  raerger  at  its  Mrxch  26  meeting. 

SUGGESTIONS  FOR  SOUTH  CAROLINA  RETIREMENT  SYST?:iM  -  Various  provisions  of  the 
South  Carol.na  Retirement  System  are  revised  periodically.   The  latest  revision 
became  effective  in  I967.   The  Research  Faculty  Council  has  suggested  that  the 
following  points  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Director  of  the  State  Retire* 
ment  System:

FACULTY,  APRIL  13,  1970  (continued)  ~" 

1.  ShoiLLd  a  member  cease  to  be  an  employee  except  by  death  or  retirement, 
he  shall  be  paid  within  six  months  after  his  demand  therefor,  but  not 
less  than  ninety  days  after  ceasing  to  "be  an  employee,  his  total  con- 
tributions with  interest  at  five  per  cent.  The  interest  paid  should 
be  reviewed  periodically  and  adjusted  if  prevailing  interest  rates 
change. 

2.  The  person  nominated  by  a  member  to  receive  the  full  amo\int  of  his 
accumulated  contributions,  with  interest,  in  the  event  of  his  death 
before  retirement  may,  if  such  a  member  dies  in  service  after  the 
attainment  of  age  sixty  and/or  after  the  accumulation  of  twenty  or 
more  years  of  creditable  service,  elect  to  receive  in  lieu  of  such 
accumulated  contributions,  with  interest,  an  allowance  for  life  in 
the  same  amount  as  if  the  deceased  member  had  retired  at  the  time  of 
his  death  and  had  named  such  a  person  as  beneficiary. 

3.  Retirement  benefits  shall  be  based  on  the  average  final  compensation 
in  the  three  consecutive  fiscal  years,  within  the  last  ten  fiscal 
years  of  creditable  service,  giving  the  highest  average. 

Recent  legislative  action  has  approved  the  retirement  compensation  improve- 
ment listed  as  point  3.  Other  recent  revisions  have  further  improved  certain 
provisions  of  the  Retirement  System. 

SURPLUS  GOVERNMENT  PROPERTY  -  The  State  of  South  Carolina  has  had  poor  success 
in  obtaining  Federal  surplus  property  suitable  for  use  in  research  laboratories. 
Other  states  which  have  obtained  large  amounts  of  valuable  surplus  property 
have  given  special  emphasis  to  their  procurement  programs.   There  is  presently 
no  mechanism  by  which  Clemson  University  can  make  a  major  improvement  in  bring- 
ing more  and  better  surplus  property  to  our  campus.  The  Research  Faculty  Co\ancil 
could  provide  a  great  service  by  coordinating  requests  for  equipment  and  by 
alerting  faculty  members  to  availability  of  equipment  and  to  the  best  methods 
for  submitting  requests. 

Proposal:  A  committee  should  be  formed  with  the  following  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities: 

1.  Maintain  lists  of  currently  available  equipment. 

2.  Solicit  requests  from  faculty  members. 

3.  Establish  and  maintain  contacts  with  state  officials  who  process 
requests, 

TUITION  GRANTS  -  Tuition  grants  (cancellation)  for  children  of  faculty  and  staff 
are  not  unusual  benefits  in  contemporary  colleges  and  universities.  Many  schools 
have  reciprocal  tuition  arrangements.  These  grants  (cancellations)  are  valuable 
fringe  benefits  to  facility  suid  staff  members  in  terras  of  monetary  savings  and  in 
terms  of  institutional  pride.  University- sponsored  tuition  grants  (cancellations) 
would  benefit  the  university  in  terms  of  employee  morale,  recruitment  of  new 
facility  members,  and  in  terms  of  the  Clemson  image  from  the  point  of  view  of 
other  universities. 
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AMUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  RESEAECH  FACULTY  COUNCIL  TO  THE  CLBdSON  UIJIVERSITY  RESEARCH

The  Research  Faculty  Council  reviewed  a  tuition  grant  proposal  with  the 
administration.  Several  factors  were  brought  out  in  these  disucssions  which 
resulted  in  the  shelving  of  the  proposal. 

RETIREMENT  POLICY  -  Highly  knowledgeable  faculty  members  with  years  of  experi- 
ence in  their  respective  disciplines  may  be  lost  to  the  University  if  retire- 
ment at  age  65  is  mandatory.  The  Research  Faculty  Council  recommended  that 
the  University  retirement  policy  be  administered  with  sufficient  flexibility  to 
permit  retention  past  age  65  of  faculty  members  whose  continuance  can  be  just- 
ified, and  who  are  recommended  by  the  appropriate  department  head.  Dean  Hurst 
has  indicated  that  the  present  policy  on  the  enrplojmient  of  faculty  members  past 
age  65  places  the  major  responsibility  for  such  a  decision  on  the  employee's 
department  head, 

RESEARCH  SERVICES  -  The  Council  has  recommended  that  information  and  data  be 
assembled  to  determine  the  needs  of  various  research  interests,  and  that  futxire 
development  and  building  plans  incorporate  services,  equipment  and  facilities 
which  are  essential  to  research  progress.  Some  of  the  facilities  suggested  are 
liquid  scintillation  co\inting,  electron  microscope,  analytical  services,  glass 
blowing,  drafting,  and  instrument  repair. 

PROFESSIONAL  DEGREES  -  The  Council  considers  certain  minimum  standards  essential 
to  the  integrity  of  the  Clemson  graduate  program  and  the  Clemson  degree.  Con- 
sequently, the  Council  has  recommended  that  the  M.S.  and  the  Ph.D.  degrees  be 
reserved  for  research  degrees  requiring  theses.  Formal  credit  hours  and  course 
requirements  should  be  at  least  as  great  for  professional  degrees  as  for  re- 
search degrees. 

REIMBURSEMENT  FOR  TRAVEL  -  The  Council  has  recommended  some  minor  changes  in 
the  policy  governing  reimbursement  for  traveling  expenses.  Travel  allotments, 
however,  are  determined  by  state  law.  Consequently,  revision  of  allotments 
cannot  be  decided  at  the  University  level. 

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  MAY  19,  1970 

President  B.  J.  Prochaska  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  U:15.  The  minutes 
of  the  meeting  of  April  2k   were  read  and  approved.  Dr.  Prochaska  introduced 
Colonel  Hare,  Department  of  Military  Science,  replacement  Senate  member  for  the 
summer  months  for  Major  King.  He  then  introduced  Professor  Cecil  Godley,  chair- 
man of  the  University's  self-study  for  1970-71,  for  an  explanation  of  the  nature 
and  purposes  of  the  self-study.  Dr.  Godley  outlined  briefly  the  composition  and 
purposes  of  the  twelve  University- wide  committees  which  will  do  the  major  share 
of  the  study,  and  added  that  members  of  these  and  all  departmental  and  college 
committees  will  be  reported  in  full  in  the  August  Clemson  Newsletter.  He  em- 
phasized that  committees  are  composed  of  staff,  faculty,  and  students,  following 
a  decision  by  the  administration  that  this  would  make  the  study  more  effective 
than  the  appointment  of  Deans  and  other  officials  to  such  bodies. 
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MIMJTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  KAY  19,  1970  (continued) 

President  Procbaska  reported  to  the  Senate  that  he  had  so  far  attended  only- 
one  University  committee  meeting,  that  of  the  Educational  Council.  He  called 
attention  of  the  Senate  to  a  report  on  campus  unrest,  now  available  for  study, 
prepared  by  the  American  Council  on  Education.  He  also  reported  on  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Senate  Advisory  Committee,  at  which  appointments  to  stsmding 
committees  were  made  and  a  calendar  of  meeting  dates  for  the  year  set  up. 

Then,  in  response  to  the  specific  request  of  several  members  of  the  Senate, 
who  had  been  instructed  by  colleagues  to  so  inform  themselves.  President 
Prochaska  read  an  objective  chronological  review  of  the  events  which  comprise 
the  so-called  "McMains  Case,"  that  is,  the  events  leading  up  to  the  dismissal 
of  Mr.  H.  F.  McMains,  Department  of  Social  Studies,  from  his  University  teach- 
ing appointment,  and  an  outline  of  the  subsequent  appointment,  at  Mr.  McMains' 
request,  of  a  grievance  committee  to  investigate  the  facts.  President  Prochaska 
also  read  the  Faculty  Manual  statement  concerning  the  formation,  duties,  and 
procedures  of  such  a  committee  and  explained  that  this  outline  had  been  followed 
exactly. 

At  the  request  of  several  members  of  the  Senate,  President  Prochaska  read 
aloud  the  findings  of  the  grievance  committee  in  the  case  and  the  letters  to 
the  Senate  from  Dean  Victor  Hurst,  which,  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  out- 
lined in  the  Faculty  Manual,  detailed  the  administration's  response  to  the 
committee's  findings  and  the  administration's  decision  concerning  disposition 
of  the  case.   President  Prochaska  then  reported  that  Mr.  McMains  had  accepted 
the  University's  offer  in  settlement,  and  that  the  matter  was  considered  closed. 

When  requested  by  the  Senate  to  do  so.  Professor  Hugh  Adams,  Senate  member 
and  also  a  member  of  the  Clemson  chapter  of  the  American  Association  of  Univer- 
sity Professors,  reported  that  so  far  as  the  local  AAUP  chapter  was  concerned, 
the  case  was  also  closed. 

There  remained,  however,  the  concern  and  confusion  of  Senate  members  about 
the  provision  in  the  Faculty  Manual  governing  public  utterances  by  faculty 
members.  A  Senate  resolution  calling  for  the  administration  to  clarify  both 
this  provision  and  its  interpretations  in  practice  had  been  referred  by  the 
administration  to  "the  groups  rewriting  the  Faculty  Manual  next  year."  Senate 
members,  however,  reported  that  the  University's  self-study  committees  had  been 
told  that  they  would  not  rewrite  established  University  policies,  and  the 
Senate  has  not  been  instructed  or  authorized  to  make  such  a  revision.   Pres- 
ident Prochaska  agreed  to  request  clarification  of  the  status  of  the  Senate's 
resolution  and  of  the  matter  of  the  Manual  revision. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Mullins,  Chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  reported  that  the 
following  matters  would  be  the  Corarnittee's  immediate  concern: 

1.  the  composition  of  the  Clemson  Newsletter; 

2.  faculty  facilities  in  the  proposed  Student  Union; 

3.  athletic  facilities  available  for  faculty  use  (to  be  \mdertaken  by 
Dr.  Joel  Brawley  on  the  Senate's  behalf); 

h,      the  matter  of  reimbursement  for  travel; 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  MAY  19,  1970  (continued) 

5.  the  University's  vacation  and  leave  policies; 

6.  at  the  request  of  the  Senate,  the  matter  of  12  months'  payment  for 
9-month  employees,  now  handled  through  a  bank  rather  than  directly 
by  the  University; 

7.  at  the  request  of  the  Senate,  the  possibility  of  having  the  University 
deposit  faculty  salary  checks  directly  vdth  local  banks; 

8.  at  the  request  of  the  Senate,  the  disparity  between  the  status  of  an 
employee  retiring  at  65  and  one  retiring  earlier,  the  former  of  whom 
may  convert  accumulated  leave  time  into  pay,  while  the  latter  may  not. 

Dr.  John  Idol,  Chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  re- 
ported no  action  as  yet. 

Dr.  J.  C.  Fanning,  Jr.,  Chairman  of  the  Research  Committee,  reported  the 
formation  of  two  sub-committees,  headed  by  himself  and  Professor  J.  W.  Hubbard. 
The  Committee  also  decided  to  invite  branch  station  members  to  attend  meetings 
whenever  their  advice  was  needed,  but  not  invite  a  man  to  permanent  membership 
on  the  committee,  a  possibility  which  had  been  suggested  by  the  Senate  Advisory 
Committee.  The  Research  Comiittee  intends  to  investigate  the  possibility  of 
a  central  research  facility  on  campus,  and  the  problem  of  page  charges  for  the 
publication  of  research  articles,  for  which  some  budgetary  provision  might  be 
allowed. 

Professor  Hugh  Adams,  Chairman  of  the  Policy  Committee,  reported  the  form- 
ulation of  a  resolution  concerning  Faculty  Manual  revision,  but  recommended  its 
being  tabled  pending  clarification  of  the  rewriting  of  the  Manual. 

A  motion  by  Professor  J.  L.  Arbena  concerning  official  University  endorse- 
ment and  promotion  of  specific  academic  programs  not  required  for  graduation  was 
referred  to  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  for  consideration. 

A  second  motion  by  Professor  Arbena  concerning  the  possibility  of  an  officii 
statement  of  Clemson's  purposes  as  seen  by  the  faculty,  requested  by  the  self- 
study  committee  on  aims  and  purposes,  was  referred  by  the  Senate  to  the  Policy 
Committee. 

Dr.  R.  F.  Borgman  requested  consideration  of  a  method  by  which  outside 
speakers  invited  to  the  campus  might  be  better  scheduled  to  avoid  conflicts  and 
attract  a  larger  audience.   This  was  referred  to  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship 
Committee.  , 

Dr.  J.  C.  Mullins  requested  that  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee 
also  consider  the  present  academic  requirements  for  athletic  grants-in-aid.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  ACC  requirement  (an  entrance  score  of  800)  would  disqualify 
some  200  Clemson  students  according  to  current  enrollment  figures.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  the  NCAA  standard  of  a  predicted  GPR  of  1.6  were  adopted,  experience 
suggests  that  we  could  expect  the  students  to  have  a  final  average  GFR  of  1.1. 
The  matter  was  put  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:^0  p.m. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  JUNE  l6,  1970 

President  B.  J.  Prochaska  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  U:15  p.m.  The 
minutes  of  the  meeting  of  May  19  were  read  and  approved  with  the  deletion  of 
the  phrase  "the  problem  of  annual  leave  for  12  month  personnel"  from  the  report 
of  matters  to  be  considered  by  the  Research  Committee.   President  Prochaska 
called  attention  to  two  announcements:  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Joe  Allen,  Dr. 
Norman  Olsen,  and  Dr.  Chris  Alley  to  the  University  Speakers*  Bureau;  and  the 
clarification  of  the  revision  of  the  Faculty  Manual,  which  Dean  Hurst  indicates 
is  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  and  which  is  to  be  undertaken  soon. 
President  Prochaska  also  reported  that  he  had  Just  returned  from  a  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Professor  J.  A.  Hash  gave  the  report  of  the  Welfare  Committee:  the  question 
of  annual  leave  has  been  held  for  further  study;  the  committee  had  no  suggest- 
ions to  make  concerning  faculty  facilities  for  the  new  Student  Union  Building 
and  solicited  suggestions  from  the  Senate;  the  question  of  improving  the  Clems on 
Newsletter  had  been  discussed  and  Administration  representatives  consulted,  with 
the  result  that  the  committee  recommended  no  Senate  action,  other  than  to  re- 
quest that  departments  be  more  selective  in  submission  of  items  for  publication. 

Dr.  John  Idol  reported  for  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee.  The 
matter  of  the  Administration's  sponsorship  of  certain  optional  academic  programs 
is  still  under  discussion.  Professor  Idol  moved  the  adoption  of  a  resolution 
recommending  that  the  University  Speakers '  Bureau  be  notified  of  and  publicize 
the  appearance  on  campus  of  speakers  whose  subjects  might  be  of  interest  to  the 
community  at  large,  though  their  appearance  were  sponsored  by  and  designed  for 
a  specific  department.  The  motion  was  defeated  with  the  suggestion  that  the 
Speakers'  Bureau  be  consulted  about  what  they  coiild  and  would  be  willing  to  do 
in  this  regard  before  their  cooperation  be  asked,  and  that  the  University  News 
Bureau  facilities  be  utilized  by  those  bringing  speakers  to  campus. 

Professor  Idol  detailed  the  current  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  controversy 
concerning  elimination  of  the  requirement  of  an  800  SAT  entrance  score  for 
participation  in  athletics  ajid  receipt  of  athletic  grants-in-aid.  Dean  Kenneth 
N.  Vickery  is  currently  sampling  the  performance  of  past  Clemson  students  with 
lower  entrance  scores  in  order  to  facilitate  Clemson 's  part  in  the  upcoming 
deliberations  of  a  committee  of  college  presidents  of  ACC  member  schools. 
Professor  Idol  added  that,  whereas  Dr.  J.  C.  Mullin  had  indicated  that  over  200 
Clemson  students  were  presently  affected  by  the  restrictions,  the  number  is 
somewhat  less;  fewer  than  50  freshmen  each  year,  otherwise  qualified  for  and 
admitted  to  the  University,  are  barred  from  athletics  by  low  SAT  scores,  and 
a  number  of  these  drop  out  of  Clemson  before  their  third  or  fourth  year.  The 
need  for  a  faculty  recommendation  on  this  matter  is  not  urgent,  since  President 
Caldwell  of  North  Carolina  State  University,  chairman  of  the  ACC  investigating 
committee,  is  absent  on  three  months'  leave.  The  committee  therefore  will  study 
the  matter  in  further  detail,  including  reports  and  statistics  compiled  by  the 
administration. 

Professor  J.  W.  Hubbeird  presented  the  report  of  the  Research  Committee.  For 
the  committee  he  moved  adoption  of  a  resolution  calling  for  investigation  of  the 
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MII^UTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  JUI^  l6,  1970  (continued) 

needs  for  and  possibilities  of  establishing  a  campus-wide  research  center, 
which  passed  unanimously: 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommends  that  information  and  data  be  assembled 
to  determine  the  needs  of  various  research  interests.   It  is  further 
recommended  that  future  building  and  development  plans  incorporate 
items,  services,  equipment,  and  facilities  which  are  essential  to 
research  progress. 

Two  further  items  are  to  be  considered  by  this  committee:  faculty  prior- 
ities in  the  computer  center;  and  an  examination  of  the  patent  policy  outlined 
in  the  Faculty  Manual. 

Dr.  Hugh  Adams  gave  the  report  of  the  Policies  Committee,  including 
reading  a  draft  of  a  faculty  statement  on  University  purpose.   It  was  rec- 
ommended unanimously  that  this  statement  be  sent  to  all  other  Faculty  Senate 
committees  for  careful  examination,  their  reports  to  be  presented  to  the  Senate 
by  the  September  meeting. 

The  first  item  of  new  business  concerned  a  resolution  presented  by  a 
group  of  faculty  members,  represented  by  D.  R.  LaTorre,  M.  W.  Jutras,  F.  J. 
Keller,  and  G.  D.  Riggs.  Dr.  LaTorre  briefed  for  the  Senate  the  cxirrent 
University  administrational  organization,  as  outlined  in  the  Faculty  Manual, 
and  the  new  organization  which  will  go  into  effect  on  July  1,  1970,  following 
the  creation  of  three  new  administrative  posts:  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies  and 
Research;  Dean  of  Undergraduate  Studies;  and  Dean  of  Extension.   It  was  pointed 
out  to  the  Senate  that: 


1.  this  change  of  structiire  represents  a  unilateral  decision  of  the 
Administration,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  faculty  having 
been  neither  consulted  nor  advised  of  the  proposed  reorganization; 

2.  the  reorgsinization  removes  the  faculty  one  step  further  from  the 
decision  making  apparatus  of  the  University; 

3-   this  reorganization,  coming  Just  before  a  self -study  is  undertaken, 
appears  to  cast  doubt  on  the  Administration's  faith  in  the  study,  part 
of  which  is  devoted  to  an  analysis  and  evaluation  of  the  University 
organization; 

U.   the  faculty  is  deeply  disturbed  by  the  news  that,  as  of  July  1, 
certain  policy  making  bodies,  whose  duties  and  responsibilities  are 
clearly  outlined  in  the  Faculty  Manual  (such  committees  as  the  Curric- 
ulum Committee  and  the  Graduate  Council),  are  to  be  reduced  to  the 
status  of  advisory  groups,  again  without  the  advice  or  consent  of  the 
faculty.  Such  action  will  severly  reduce  the  influence  of  the  faculty 
on  policy  and  ciorriculum  matters  and  would  permit  the  new  deans  to 
effect  changes  in  these  areas  without  faculty  study  and  consent. 
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Dr.  LaTorre  moved  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

It  is  recommended  by  the  Faculty  Senate  that  the  present  status  of  the 
Curriculum  Committee,  Graduate  Council,  and  other  such  committees  be 
retained  \intil  a  thorough  study  can  be  made  of  these  committees  by  the 
Facility  Senate.  The  study  will  be  made  to  determine  the  purposes, 
roles,  functions,  and  general  structure  of  the  committees  and  to  make 
recommendations  concerning  their  future.  The  Faculty  Senate  requests 
the  participation  of  the  Administration  in  this  study. 

This  motion  passed  unanimously. 

Professor  R.  F.  Borgman  presented  a  recommendation  for  committee  study 
if  the  possibility  of  formal  organization  of  the  Graduate  Faculty  and  re- 
organization of  the  Graduate  Council,  which  was  passed  unanimously. 

Professor  J.  A.  Hash  moved  adoption  of  the  Welfare  Committee's  resolution 
n   a  revision  of  the  University's  retirement  policy,  which  the  committee  de- 
cribes  as  discriminatory: 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommends  that  the  University  Retirement  Policy  of 
October  l8,  1965j  "be  amended  to  include  the  same  rights  and  privileges 
for  those  employees  who  may  elect  to  retire  before  reaching  mandatory 
retirement  age  as  for  those  who  retire  at  mandatory  age. 

This  resolution  was  passed  iinanimously. 

Professor  J.  W.  Hubbard  moved  adoption  of  a  proposal  by  the  Research 
Joimnittee  concerning  the  growing  practice  of  professional  journals  to  charge 
I  fee  for  publishing  papers : 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommends  that  due  notice  be  taken  of  publication 
charges  and  their  growing  importance  in  research  budgets,  and  that 
appropriate  budgetary  plans  be  made  for  them  by  the  University 
administration . 

This  resolution  was  passed  unanimously. 

Professor  E.  B.  Rogers  called  attention  of  the  Senate  to  the  value  of 
•l^umni  Professorships  and  suggested  that  some  formal  expression  of  the  faculty's 
ippreciation  of  these  grants  be  made  to  the  Clemson  alumni.   It  was  agreed 
:hat  such  a  statement  be  formulated  by  the  appropriate  committee. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:53  p.m.

FOOD  SCIENCE  COLLOQUIUM  SERIES 

Six  additioiial  seminar  lectures  on  food  science  to  better  acquaint  University 
students  and  faculty  with  this  important  field  will  be  offered  this  semester.   The 
Food  Science  Colloquium  Series,  sponsored  by  Clemson's  food  science  department, 
opened  Sept.  8  with  a  talk  by  Dr.  W.P.  Williams  Jr.,  head  of  the  department. 

Three  other  speakers  have  already  been  scheduled  and  three  will  be  announced 
later.   On  Sept.  22,  Dr.  C.S.  Tang,  assistant  professor  of  agricultural  biochemistry. 
University  of  Hawaii,  will  discuss  his  research  on  a  chemical  compound  responsible 
for  the  flavor  of  papaya  fruit.   Featured  Oct.  6  will  be  Dr.  J.H.  Mitchell  Jr., 
Clemson  professor  of  food  science,  whose  topic  will  be  "Some  Factors  Affecting  Food 
Stability."   Scheduled  Oct.  20  is  Dr.  C.J.B.  Smit,  professor  of  food  science.  Univer- 
sity of  Georgia,  who  will  discuss  the  manufacture,  standardization  and  use  of  low-ester 
pectins,  compounds  used  to  form  the  gel  in  jams  and  jellies. 

Lectures  will  also  be  given  on  Nov.  3,  Nov.  17,  and  Dec.  1.   All  seminars  will  be 
held  in  Room  F-150,  plant  and  animal  science  building,  ai  '^  p.m.

PUBLICITY  FOR  SEtCTNAR  SPEAKERS  AND  GUEST  LECTURERS 

In  response  to  a  request  by  a  member  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  the  Admissions 
and  Scholarship  Committee  sought  to  find  an  effective  means  of  publicizing  the 
appearance  of  seminar  speakers  and  guest  lecturers.   The  Committee  believes  that 
directors  of  seminars  or  sponsors  of  professional  or  educational  societies  within 
your  college  or  department  would  appreciate  knowing  how  to  use  one  existing  means. 

The  facilities  of  the  News  Bureau  of  Clemson  University  are  available  to 
any  department  desiring  to  publicize  the  appearance  of  seminar  speakers  or 
guest  lecturers. 

Whenever  department  heads,  directors  of  seminars,  and  professional  or  educa- 
tional societies  have  speakers  addressing  themselves  to  topics  of  interest  to 
the  university  community  (or  to  a  wider  audience),  the  News  Biireau  cem  provide 
publicity  if  given  the  necessary  information  and  adequate  time  to  prepare  news 
releases. 

Anyone  planning  to  use  the  services  of  the  News  Bureau  should 

1.  send  information  containing  the  following  materials  to  the  News  Bureau 
ten  days  to  two  weeks  in  advance  of  the  appearance  of  a  seminar  speaker 
or  guest  lecturer: 

a.  the  name  of  the  speaker  together  with  a  brief  biographical  sketch 

b.  date  of  appearance 

c.  place  of  appearance 

d.  time  of  appearance 

e.  topic  of  the  address  or  lecture  together  with  an  abstract  of  the 
content  of  the  address  or  lectxire 

f.  a  glossy  print  of  a  picture  of  the  speaker  (optional) 

2.  request  that  someone  from  the  News  Bureau  cover  the  address  or  lecture 
and  write  a  follow-up  story  to  be  released  to  the  wire  services  (optional 

The  Committee  suggests  that  directors  of  seminars  and  sponsors  of  profes- 
sional or  educational  societies  determine  whether  the  topic  to  be  discussed  de- 
serves more  than  the  customary  publicity  given  within  departments  or  colleges. 
The  Committee  also  suggests  that  persons  using  the  facilities  of  the  News  Bureau 
specify  whether  the  News  Bureau  should  distribute  news  releases  to  campus  facil- 
ities (The  Tiger  and  the  student  radio  station)  or  to  the  channels  open  to  the 
News  Bureau  on  a  state-wide  or  regional  basis  or  to  both.   The  Committee  further 
recommends  that  the  basis  for  requesting  follow-up  coverage  should  be  the  time- 
liness and  newsworthiness  of  the  address.  ™

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  JULY  21,  1970 

President  B.  J.  Procbaska  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  U:21  p.m.   After 
two  alternates  were  introduced  (Reel  for  Arbena  and  Thompson  for  Godhout)  the 
minutes  of  the  meeting  of  Jurfe  l6  were  approved  as  circulated. 

President  Prochaska  reported  the  formation  of  three  ad  hoc  committees: 
Committee  A  to  study  revision  of  the  Faculty  Manual  will  be  chaired  by  M.  W. 
Jutras;  Committee  B  to  study  the  Borgman  proposal  on  the  Graduate  Faculty  and 
the  composition  of  University  standing  committees  will  be  chaired  by  R.  F.  Borg- 
man, and  a  further  non-senate  member,  S.  M.  Lukawecki,  has  been  added  to  the  group; 
the  third  group,  the  Committee  to  study  faculty  needs  in  the  new  student  union, 
will  be  chaired  by  V.  S.  Hodges. 

President  Prochaska  also  reported  on  several  sviggestions  for  the  speeding 
of  Senate  business  that  were  approved  by  the  Senate  Advisory  Committee:  the 
president  will  pass  directly  to  committee  certain  proposed  resolutions  that  need 
investigation  before  discussion;  prior  to  the  meetings,  as  many  proposed  res- 
olutions as  possible  will  be  circulated  in  mimeographed  form  for  study  in  ad- 
vance of  the  meeting  time;  and  the  minutes  will  be  similarly  circulated,  rather 
than  read  aloud  at  each  meeting,  and  only  changes  or  corrections  will  be  dis- 
cussed. 

President  Prochaska  reported  on  the  status  of  the  resolutions  passed  at 
the  June  Senate  meeting  as  follows : 

the  Administration  requests  further  specific  information  about  the  proposed 

central  research  facility; 

the  Administration  does  not  plan  to  change  the  status  of  such  committees  as 

the  Curriculum  Committee  and  the  Graduate  Council  during  the  coming  academic 

year,  although  there  will  be  membership  changes,  including  the  addition  of 

student  members; 

the  Administration  is  checking  the  retirement  policies  brought  into  question 

by  the  Senate's  resolution; 

the  Administration  pledges  its  continued  support  for  research,  as  well  as 

for  other  University  activities,  with  special  note  of  the  rising  cost  of 

research  publication. 

President  Prochaska  announced  that,  following  the  resignation  of  Dean  C.  V. 
Aucoin  to  return  to  full-time  teaching,  department  heads  of  the  College  of  Physical 
and  Mathematical  Sciences  have  been  asked  to  nominate  faculty  members  to  a  com- 
mittee to  work  with  the  Administration  to  find  a  qualified  replacement  as  dean; 
the  faculty  should  know  of  the  Administration's  desire  to  consult  the  faculty  in 
this  important  matter.   President  Prochaska  added  that  since,  as  of  July  1,  there 
is  a  new  college,  the  College  of  Forest  and  Recreation  Resources,  in  the  Univer- 
sity, there  will  be  an  additional  Senate  member  in  the  fall  to  represent  that 
college,  and  there  will  be  a  mandatory  reapportionment  of  the  Senate  to  accommo- 
date the  new  college  in  February,  1971,  as  provided  in  the  constitution. 

President  Prochaska  read  a  letter  from  Professor  J.  V.  Brawley,  who  repre- 
sents the  Senate  on  the  Athletic  Facilities  Committee,  outlining  the  tentative 
plans  for  renovation  of  Fike  Field  House  and  soliciting  suggestions  from  the 
faculty  for  additions  or  changes  in  those  plans.

President  Prochaska  concluded  his  announcements  with  a  call  for  volunteers 
to  help  with  the  August  orientation  program  for  new  faculty  and  staff. 

Professor  J.  C.  Mullins  reported  that  the  Welfare  Committee  had  not  met,  hut 
presented  their  tentative  agenda:  examination  of  annual  leave  policies,  inequities 
in  promotion  policies,  complaints  about  housing  allocations,  travel  payment 
policies,  and  in  response  to  Professor  Brawley's  letter,  suggestions  about  the 
renovation  of  the  field  house. 

Professor  J.  L.  Idol  reported  for  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee. 
He  circulated  a  copy  of  a  procedure  sheet  which  the  committee  hopes  to  send  to 
all  deans  and  department  heads  which  might  help  their  making  more  efficient  use 
of  the  University  News  Bureau  to  publicize  speakers  and  seminars.  He  added  that 
two  matters  are  still  under  the  study  of  his  committee:  athletic  grants-in-aid 
requirements,  and  the  Administration's  endorsement  of  specific  optional  academic 
programs . 

Professor  J.  C.  Fanning,  Jr.   reported  that  the  Research  Committee  was  con- 
cerned with  formulating  a  questionnaire  which  would  answer  many  of  the  Adminis- 
tration's questions  about  the  need  and  use  for  a  central  research  facility  on 
campus,  and  that  on  the  committee's  agenda  was  examination  of  complaints  and 
suggestions  about  the  computer  center. 

Professor  H.  D.  Adams  reported  that  the  Policy  Committee  had  not  met  since 
the  Senate  meeting  in  June,  and  reminded  Senate  members  that  the  faculty  state- 
ment of  University  purpose  would  be  on  the  Senate  agenda  at  the  September  meet- 
ing, by  which  time  Senators  should  have  had  a  chance  to  study  it  and  formulate 
specific  suggestions  for  change. 

Professor  J.  C.  Mullins  presented  the  first  item  of  new  business,  a  motion 
to  endorse  and  to  request  circulation  to  all  facility,  students  and  staff  of  the 
University  Board  of  Trustees'  statement  of  policy  concerning  conduct  (dated  May 
28,  1965).  After  a  second  to  the  motion,  three  amendments  were  proposed,  seconded, 
discussed,  and  voted  in  turn,  only  one  amendment  (to  delete  words  suggesting 
urgency  in  time)  passing.  The  final  resolution,  as  amended,  which  passed  by  a 
vote  of  15  to  10,  reads  as  follows: 

The  Faculty  Senate  endorses  and  supports  the  "Policy  Concerning  Conduct 
of  Students  and  Employees  of  Clerason  University:  as  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Clemson  University,  May  28,  I965.   It  is  further 
resolved  that  the  above  stated  policy  should  be  disseminated  to  all 
students,  faculty,  and  employees." 

Some  of  those  who  dissented  from  the  approval  of  the  resolution  wished  the 
minutes  to  reflect  that  a  number  of  negative  votes  were  not  opposed  to  the  spirit 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees'  policy  statement,  but  rather  reflected  a  serious  diff- 
erence about  the  wording  of  the  statement.   Several  of  those  voting  against  the 
resolution  to  endorse  the  statement  wished  it  known  that,  were  the  wording  of 
the  policy  changed,  they  would  endorse  it  whole  heartedly.

Professor  Mullins  moved  a  second  proposed  resolution  requesting  the  Senate 
to  remind  all  faculty  and  staff  that  it  is  their  responsibility  to  "see  that 
students  abide  by  existing  regiolations  concerning  proper  dress  on  campus. 
Further,  dress  regulations  should  be  amplified  to  clearly  indicate  that  cloth- 
ing shall  be  kept  in  a  reasonably  hygienic  state."  This  motion  was  defeated. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:30  p.m.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  AUGUST  l8,  1970 

President  B.  J.  Prochaska  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  U:15  p.m.  The 
minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  approved  as  circulated.  President  Prochaska 
made  the  following  annoxmceraents: 

1.  Professors  J.  C.  Mullins  and  J.  C.  Fanning  were  thanked  for  their  help 
in  the  program  of  orientation  for  the  new  faculty. 

2.  Since  the  Senate's  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B  was  designed  to  include  members 
of  the  Administration,  Deans  Claud  B.  Green  and  Arnold  E.  Schwartz  will  serve  as 
working  members  of  that  committee. 

3.  Two  appointments  to  the  University  Traffic  and  Parking  Committee  were 
announced:  Rose  Godbout,  to  serve  until  June  30,  1973,  and  Henry  W.  Graben  to 
continue  on  the  committee  until  June  30,  1972.   President  Prochaska  added  that 
appointments  will  shortly  be  made  to  four  additional  University  committees: 
Admissions,  Patents,  Safety  and  Fire,  and  Disciplinary. 

k.     In  endorsing  the  Board  of  Trustees'  "Policy  Concerning  Conduct  of  Students 
and  Employees  of  Clemson  University"  at  the  July  meeting,   Senate  members  had  ex- 
pressed some  concern  over  the  wording  of  certain  parts  of  the  policy  statement. 
President  Prochaska  pointed  out  that, to  his  knowledge,  part  of  the  purpose  of  the 
Disciplinary  Committee  was  to  aid  in  implementing  that  Board  of  Trustees'  policy, 
which  was  one  of  the  matters  that  had  concerned  the  Senate. 

5.   President  Prochaska  reported  that  the  Senate  will  shortly  receive  a 
statement  from  the  Administration  concerning  last  year's  resolution  requesting 
the  elimination  of  re- examinations  for  seniors. 

Reports  of  the  standing  committees  of  the  Senate  began  with  the  report  by 
Professor  J.  C.  Mullins  on  activities  of  the  Welfare  Committee.   Still  under 
study  are  the  matters  of  annual  leave,  and  inequities  in  promotion  and  teaching 
loads,  while  the  matter  of  travel  pay  has  been  tabled  for  the  time  being.   The 
Committee  has  prepared  a  statement  on  faculty  housing,  taken  from  material  fur- 
nished by  the  Housing  Office,  to  present  to  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A  (on  revision  of 
the  faculty  manual),  and  recommends  that  such  a  statement  be  included  in  the 
revised  manual.   Finally,  a  letter  is  in  preparation  to  Dean  Hurst  outlininr; 
the  Committee's  findings  on  an  investigation  of  certain  retirement  policy  prob- 
lems. 
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Professor  John  Idol  reported  for  the  Cormnittee  on  Admissions  and  Scholar- 
ship that  the  letters  advising  department  heads  and  deans  of  publicity  channels 
for  seminar  speakers  had  been  distributed.   No  further  committee  action  was 
\indertaJcen  in  the  previous  month. 

Professor  J.  C.  Fanning  reported  for  the  Research  Committee  on  the  develop- 
ment of  the  questionnaire  which  will  be  circulated  investigating  present  research 
equipment  and  facilities,  and  the  possibility  for  a  central  research  facility. 
The  Committee  had  also  discussed  the  statement  of  the  University  purpose  and 
patent  policies  without  reaching  conclusions. 

Professor  H.  D.  Adams  reported  that  the  Policy  Committee  had  not  met  since 
the  last  Senate  meeting  of  July.  He  read  a  letter  to  him  from  the  national 
headquarters  of  the  American  Association  of  University  Professors  which  expressed 
approval  of  the  Senate's  request  for  clarification  of  the  Administration's  posi- 
tion on  public  statements  by  Clemson  employees.  The  letter  pointed  out  a  fund- 
amentsJ.  problem  in  the  University's  request  that  employees  avoid  identification 
with  Clemson,  adding  that  such  identification  is  traditional  across  the  country 
as  a  privilege  of  University  personnel  and  urges  the  faculty  at  Clemson  to  con- 
tinue in  their  efforts  for  a  clear  statement  of  the  policy  which  will  be  enforced. 
AAUP  further  promised  that  they  would  take  an  active  interest  in  any  case  in  which 
this  policy  resulted  in  dismissal  of  a  staff  member,  should  that  case  not  be  re- 
solved at  the  local  level.   The  Administration,  which  received  a  copy  of  the 
AAUP's  letter,  has  advised  the  faculty  through  the  President  of  the  Senate  that 
should  any  revision  or  amendment  be  made  to  this  policy,  it  would  be  appropriate 
that  this  be  done  through  the  efforts  of  the  Faculty  Senate. 

Professor  M.  W.  Jutras,  Chairman  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A,  reported  that  the    I 
group  would  meet  on  Thursday,  August  20,  with  Deaji  Hurst  for  a  preliminary  dis- 
cussion of  its  responsibilities  and  duties. 

Professor  R.  F.  Borgman  reported  that  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B  is  xindertaking  a 
survey  of  other  colleges  and  universities  regarding  the  status,  procedures, 
responsibilities,  and  limitations  of  graduate  faculties  and  councils  elsewhere.   j 

Professor  Vernon  Hodpes  reported  that  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  for  the  Student 
Union  had  considered  at  length  the  report  and  summary  presented  by  the  Univer- 
sity-wide committee  on  the  Union  euid  had  talked  with  Dean  Walter  Cox  and  Profes- 
sor J.  L.  Young,  who  had  worked  on  the  project  for  an  eight- year  period.   He  read 
out  portions  of  the  report  including  a  detailed  list  of  facilities  proposed  for 
the  main  Union  Building,  pointing  out  that  certain  of  the  major  facilities  wo\ild 
have  to  be  deleted  for  lack  of  funds:  the  post  office,  the  book  store,  food 
services,  and  possibly  the  theatre. 

Professor  Hodges  presented  his  Committee's  conclusion  that  the  remaining 
main  building  comprised  primarily  meeting  rooms  for  special  interest  groups 
and  student  government,  sjid  either  had  lost  or  never  had  those  services  and 
facilities  which  would  attract  either  the  faculty  or  the  student  body  at  large 
in  sufficient  numbers,  so  that  the  remaining  plan  could  best  be  characterized 
as  of  questionable  value  as  an  all-campus  center  where  students  and  faculty 
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could  mingle  socially.  Discussion  from  the  floor  expressed  great  Senate  concern 
with  the  lack  of  provision  for  faculty  recreation  or  social  activity,  but  even 
greater  concern  that  the  presently  planned  Union  would  prove  to  be  of  little 
value  to  the  student  body. 

At  this  point,  Professor  J.  C.  Mullins,  Chairman  of  the  V/elfare  Committee, 
reported  on  the  study  made  by  that  committee  with  respect  to  the  student  athletic 
facilities  which  are  currently  a  portion  of  the  Union  plans.   These  plans  call 
for  the  expenditure  of  approximately  $3-million  for  the  remodeling  and  enlarge- 
ment of  Fike  Field  House,  which  presently  houses  the  Athletic  Department,  for 
student  use,  and  in  addition  for  the  building  of  a  new  structure  to  house  the 
displaced  Athletic  Department.  His  committee  had  prepared  a  resolution  recom- 
mending re- examination  of  these  plans,  and  had  passed  it  to  the  Administration, 
before  presentation  to  the  Senate,  to  check  the  accuracy  of  the  facts  in  the 
arguments. 

Professor  Mullins  was  pleased  to  report  that,  having  learned  of  the  Senate's 
concern  with  the  problems  involved  in  the  field  house  renovation,  the  Adminis- 
tration suggested  that  the  project  be  held  in  abeyance  until  the  details  could 
be  studied  further  and  comparative  advantages  of  various  alternatives  be  weighed 
in  greater  detail.   Professor  Mullins  reported  that  his  committee  was  grateful 
for  the  Administration's  understanding  and  spirit  of  cooperation,  and  added  that 
no  resolution  was  therefore  needed  on  the  Fike  Field  House  renovation  at  this  time. 

In  the  discussion  which  followed,  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  Clemson 
students  genuinely  need  a  full  physical  activities  program,  and  some  interest  in 
the  establishment  of  an  academic  unit  for  physical  education  was  expressed.  It 
was  pointed  out  that  Clemson  once  had  the  activities  of  a  military  oriented 
school,  but  since  it  became  a  full  university,  the  needs  of  the  students  for 
physical  training  and  activities  had  not  been  met.  Serious  consideration  should 
be  given  to  a  new  University  unit  for  physical  education,  as  well  as  the  present 
concern  with  extra-curricular  activities. 

General  interest  in  faculty  facilities  and/or  a  faculty  club  at  the  Univer- 
sity was  expressed,  and  Professor  Hodges'  Ad  Hoc  Committee  was  instructed  to 
solicit  opinions  from  the  Senate  and  the  faculty  at  large  to  prepare  specific 
suggestions  that  might  be  presented  to  the  Administration  for  faculty  use  of  the 
new  Union. 

In  the  light  of  this  discussion,  and  considering  that  the  Senate  felt  that 
the  faculty  should  both  support  and  share  responsibility  with  the  administration 
for  re-examination  of  plans  which  had  moved  so  far  toward  their  final  stages,  it 
was  decided  to  move  for  a  re-examination  of  the  Union  project;  after  considerable 
discussion,  the  motion  was  presented  by  Professor  G.  D.  Riggs,  seconded  by  Prof- 
essor D.  R.  LaTorre  in  the  following  form:

Minutes  of  the  meeting  of  March  3  were  approved. 

Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  study  changes  in  the  questionnaire  to  facilitate  program- 
ming.  Dr.  LaTorre  and  Dr.  Pearce  reported  on  their  March  25  meeting  with  Mr.  Wig- 
gins, Computer  Center,  and  Dr.  K.  T.  Wallenius,  Mathematics  Dept.,  to  discuss 
the  utilization  that  could  be  made  of  the  computer  in  the  sampling  of  student 
opinion  and  a  screening  of  the  faculty. 

Recommendation:  The  self-study  of  the  university  library  anticipates  an 
opinion  survey  of  the  library  by  a  screening  of  the  faculty  and  a  sampling  of 
student  opinion  which  will  involve  the  use  of  the  computer.   The  University 
Library.  Committee  recommends  that  an  appropriate  tape  file  be  established  with- 
in the  Computer  Center  and  that  President  Edwards  give  permission  for  the  Univer- 
sity Library  Committee  to  use  it. 
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Since  it  will  take  six  months  to  establish  such  a  file  and  since  the  Univer- 
sity Library  Committee  would  like  to  conduct  the  survey  in  October,  the  Committee 
requests  that  this  recommendation  be  given  consideration  as  soon  as  possible. 

Dr.  Idol  was  requested  to  write  to  Dr.  Wallenius  to  express  the  appreciation 
of  the  Library  Committee  for  his  contribution  to  the  work  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee, 

Report  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  on  Use  of  Robert  M.  Cooper  Library  for  Honorific 
Purposes.   The  working  paper  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  was  presented.   The  Univer- 
sity Library  Committee  accepted  the  revised  edition  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee's 
working  paper. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Clemson  University  Library  is  to  acquire,  pre- 
serve and  make  available  for  use  the  library  materials  necessary  for  the  instruc- 
tional and  research  programs  of  Clemson  University.   Any  application  for  the 
utilization  of  library  space  which  is  inconsistent  with  this  purpose  should  be 
denied. 

Recommendation:   The  University  Library  Committee  as  the  faculty's  repre- 
sentative, should  be  consulted  whenever  the  allocation  of  library  space  is  being 
considered. 

Signs  to  indicate  floor  layouts.  Director  of  Library  presented  the  draw- 
ings which  Mr.  Horace  W.  Williamson  had  made  for  the  frames  and  pedestals  to 
indicate  floor  layouts  in  the  library.   Prices  for  this  equipment  would  be  ob- 
tained as  soon  as  possible. 

Policy  governing  the  function  and  operation  of  the  Library.  Director  of 
Library  indicated  that  these  policies  were  now  ten  years  old.   In  the  self- 
study  he  would  like  for  the  Committee  to  review  these  policies  to  see  if  any 
changes  should  be  made. 

Dr.  Idol  expressed  his  thanks  to  the  University  Library  Committee  for  its 
work  and  cooperation  during  the  year.

COMPUTER  CENTER  INCREASES  CAPABILITY 

The  University  Computer  Center  has  more  than  doubled  its  former  work  capacity 
through  acquisition  of  new  hardware,  reorganization  of  staff  and  operations,  and 
additional  personnel.

The  central  processing  unit,  an  IBM  360,  has  been  upgraded  to  model  50,  which 
operates  three  times  faster  than  the  model  40.   A  room  with  four  new  keypunches  has 
been  set  aside  for  the  use  of  anyone  on  campus.   Last  year  only  one  keypunch  was 
available.   The  Center  still  provides  keypunch  service  for  large  programming  orders. 

Center  personnel  have  been  reorganized  into  three  sections:   (1)  operations  — 
scheduling  the  flow  of  materials,  key  punch  service,  control  of  computer  operations; 
(2)  systems  —  management  of  internal  computer  operations  to  maximize  efficiency; 
and  (3)  programming  —  providing  programs  generated  within  the  Center  and  giving 
assistance  to  faculty  and  students  with  their  own  programs. 

The  new  Manager  of  Operations  is  Alfred  Griffiths  (B.S.,  Miami  University  of 
Ohio,  1956),  who  comes  to  Clemson  from  North  American  Rockwell  Corp.  in  Tulsa,  Okla. 
Joel  Slayton,  new  Manager  of  Systems,  is  a  Clemson  graduate  (1959)  formerly  with 
Western  Union  in  New  Jersey.   Charles  Kirkwood ,  Jr.,  has  been  promoted  to  the  posi- 
tion of  Manager  of  Programming. 

With  less  than  15  per  cent  of  its  operations  time  used  for  administrative  tasks. 
Computer  Center  facilities  are  available  to  any  faculty  member  or  student  in  support 
of  teaching  or  research  activities.

In  the  past  the  Committee  has  made  awards  to  new  faculty  members  initiating  re- 
search, to  faculty  members  initiating  research  in  a  new  area,  and  in  areas  where  other 
sources  of  support  are  inadequate  or  nonexistent.

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SCHOIARSHIP  SELECTION  POLICIES  AND  PROCEDURES 


October  15,  1970 


Clemson  University  undergraduate  scholarships  are  granted  according  to  the 
following  policies  and  procedures.  Departure  from  such  policies  and  procedures 
should  be  made  only  with  the  expressed  consent  of  the  Dean  of  the  University. 

A,   Policies 

1.  Responsibility  for  the  coordination  of  the  selection  of  scholarship 
recipients  is  vested  in  the  Chairman  of  the  Honors  end  Awards  Committee. 

2.  The  University  Honors  and  Awards  Committee  will  select  the  recipients 
of  all  scholarships  \inless  the  contractual  egreement  with  the  donor 
provides  for  selection  by  that  donor.  Recommendations  of  the  various 
deans  and  department  heads  will  be  solicited  and  to  the  extent  possible 
will  be  followed. 

3.  Administration  relating  to  the  award  of  scholarships  will  be  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Student  Financial  Aid  Office.  Included  in  this 
responsibility  is: 

a.  Receipt  of  all  scholarship  applications. 

b.  Screening  of  applications  to  ascertain  academic  backgrounds. 

c.  Collection  of  financial  need  data  (where  appropriate). 

d.  Maintaining  a  file  of  (scholarship)  contracts  between  the  University 
and  donors. 

e.  Determining  —  in  advance,  each  year  —  the  availability  of  funds 
in  support  of  the  various  scholarships. 

f .  Requesting  of  each  academic  dean  opinions  as  to  the  qualifications 
of  those  applicants  seemingly  best  meeting  the  prerequisites  for 
receipt  of  the  various  scholarships. 

g.  Assuring  for  the  University  Honors  and  Awards  Committee  that  the 
various  students  recommended  for  receipt  of  scholarships  are  properly 
qualified  under  the  terms  of  the  written  contracts  with  the  appro- 
priate donors. 

h.  Presenting  the  names  of  the  finally  screened  applicants  to  the 

University  Honors  and  Awards  Committee  for  approval,  substitution, 
disapproval,  etc. 

i.  Notifying  all  recipients  of  their  awards  (with  copies  of  the  letters 
to  the  appropriate  deans  and  department  heads  and  chairmen  of  Honors 
and  Awards  Comooiittees  within  the  colleges  or  schools).

J.  Notifying  donors  of  the  identity  of  the  various  recipients, 
k.  Preparing  vouchers  for  stipends  of  the  various  recipients  and 

delivering  those  stipends  when  received  from  Accounting. 
1.  Specifically  excluded  are  those  transactions,  etc.  having  to  do 

vdth  recipients  of  'donor-selected'  scholerships . 

B.   Giiidelines 

1.  AJ.1  entering  freshmen  being  considered  for  e  scholarship  awarded  hy  the 
University  must  have  a  minimum  predicted  grade -point  ratio  of  2.0  for 
their  freshman  year. 

2.  Students  already  enrolled  in  the  University  and  transfer  students  who 
are  being  considered  for  a  scholarship  must  have  a  minimum  cumulative 
grade -point  ratio  of  2.0. 

3.  Where  financial  need  is  an  element  or  prerequisite  to  selection,  the 
University  and  its  several  subdivisions  will  utilize  the  services  and 
reports  of  College  Scholarship  Service  as  a  guide  for  need  determination 

h.     No  single  student  shall  receive  any  combination  of  University- swarded 
scholarship  and  financial  assistance  in  excess  of  annual  costs  (educa- 
tional and  allied).  Specifically  excluded  from  this  ere  the  various 
'donor-selected'  scholarships  and  other  aid  (normally  awarded  by 
industry) . 

5.  The  general  practice  will  be  that  'renewable'  scholarships  will  be  re- 
newed so  long  as  the  recipient  remains  eligible  —  rather  than  selecting 
an  alternate  recipient. 

6.  No  scholarship  will  be  awarded  until  the  University  has  received  assur- 
ance that  it  will  be  funded  for  the  academic  year  in  question. 

7.  Under  no  circumstances  will  any  person  be  notified  that  he  has  been 
awarded  a  scholarship  (or  even  of  the  possibility  of  being  awarded  a 
scholarship)  until  the  University  Honors  and  Awards  Committee  has  made 
or  approved  the  selection  and  the  Student  Financial  Aid  Office  has 
written  the  recipient  a  letter  of  notification. 

8.  Annoiincement  of  scholarship  awards  contained  in  the  annual  Honors  and 
Awards  Day  programs  will  relate  to  those  scholarships  awarded  for  the 
academic  year  then  in  progress  rather  than  the  coming  academic  year. 

9.  In  order  to  provide  continuity  of  operation  during  the  usual  summer 
breaks  (i.e.,  that  approximate  period  from  early  May  through  mid-August 
which  finds  many  faculty  members  not  on  campus),  scholarships  will  be 
administered  and  recipients  chosen  during  those  times  as  the  Chairman 
of  the  Honors  and  Awards  Committee  deems  most  appropriate  to  each 
individual  situation. 
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SCHOLARSHIP  SELECTION  POLICIES  AM)  PROCEDURES   (continued) 


C.   Procedures 

1.  Beginning  in  January  of  each  year  all  eligible  students  or  potential 
students  may  apply  to  the  Student  Financial  Aid  Office  for  any  type  of 
scholarship  assistance  desired  for  the  coming  academic  year.  Consider- 
ation may  be  afforded  only  those  applications  submitted  directly  to  that 
office  —  any  scholarship  applications  filed  with  any  of  the  individual 
colleges,  schools,  and/or  departments  should  promptly  be  transmitted  to 
the  Student  Financial  Aid  Office.  Normally,  applications  will  be  com- 
pleted prior  to  February  1st. 

2.  On  or  about  March  1st  of  each  year  the  Student  Financial  Aid  Office  will 
collate  the  various  scholarship  applications  for  the  coming  academic 
year  into  categories  pertaining  to  the  various  curricultmis  and/or 
colleges  and  schools,  compare  them  with  available  scholarship  openings, 
and  prepare  preliminary  selection  listings  of  those  persons  seemingly 
best  suited  to  fit  the  openings, 

3.  Preliminary  selection  listings  will  then  be  reviewed  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Honors  and  Awards  Committee  or  such  representative  as  he  desires  to 
designate. 

k.     Listings  will  be  forwarded  to  the  appropriate  deans  on  or  about  March  15th 
for  opinions,  comments,  and  recommendations.  These  should  be  furnished 
within  ten  to  fifteen  days  in  order  that  the  Honors  and  Awards  Committee 
may  take  final  action  on  the  list  not  later  than  April  1st. 

5,  Upon  return  from  the  various  deans.  Student  Financial  Aid  Office  will 
submit  lists  and  final  recommendations  to  the  University  Honors  and 
Awards  Committee  for  final  approval. 

6,  Following  such  final  approval  Student  Financial  Aid  Office  will  then 
dispatch  the  various  letters  of  notification  to  recipients  end  donors 
(with  copies  to  the  appropriate  deans  and  department  heads  and  chairmen 
of  Honors  and  Awards  Committees  within  the  colleges  or  schools), 

7,  As  a  cross-check,  deans  of  the  colleges  and  schools  will  forward  to  the 
Student  Financial  Aid  Office  two  weeks  prior  to  the  start  of  each  semes- 
ter a  consolidated  listing  of  their  students  who  will  receive  scholar- 
ships for  that  semester  as  well  as  the  titles  of  the  scholarships  in- 
volved . 

8,  Student  Financial  Aid  Office  will  voucher  the  necessary  stipends  or  — 
when  appropriate  —  request  B\irsar  to  credit  individual  student  accounts 
with  stipends. 

9,  Student  Financial  Aid  Office  will  disburse  stipends  to  recipients,   (it 
shoiild  be  noted  that  funds  in  support  of  some  University  scholarships 
are  not  made  available  by  donors  until  after  start  of  each  academic 
year;  in  such  cases,  none  of  the  above  dates  and  deadlines  will  apply 
—  procedures  are  effective  only  as  the  scholarships  actually  become 
available.)

D,   R.  F,  Poole  AlTiinni  Scholarships 

1,  The  Poole  Alumni  Scholarships  are  administered  directly  by  the 

University  Honors  and  Awards  Committee  under  policies  end  procedures 
which  are  determined  by  the  Committee  and  which  are  concurred  in 
by  the  Alumni  National  Council.

The  S.C.  State  Employees'  Association  has  announced  a  new  "State  Service" 
life  insurance  plan,  in  addition  to  other  benefits  available.   It  is  open  to 
any  State  employee  who  is  a  member  of  the  SCSEA.   This  is  group  term  insurance 
based  on  each  individual's  salary  range,  and  the  premiums  will  change  at  age 
30,40,  50,  etc. 

During  the  month  of  November,  representatives  of  Pilot  Life  Insurance  Company 
(the  underwriters)  will  be  on  campus  to  explain,  solicit,  and  accept  applications 
for  this  insurance  plan  (and  for  membership  in  the  Association,  which  is  required) , 
Local  information  may  be  obtained  by  calling  Mr.  William  J.  Stamey,  Insurance 
Assistant,  Personnel  Division,  656-2426. 

Anyone  can  purchase  at  least  $3,000;  no  one  can  buy  more  than  $10,000. 
The  amount  will  be  related  to  one's  salary,  and  premiums  will  be  based  on  attained 
age  (10  year  levels).   Two  examples  should  help:   (1)  If  one's  salary  is  $4,800, 
that  employee  can  buy  $4,000,  only;  if  the  salary  is  increased  to  $5,100,  the 
insurance  must  change  to  $5,000,  or  be  canceled.   (2)  At  age  30,  the  premium  for 
$5,000  is  $2.25  per  month;  at  age  40,  this  will  cost  $3.25.   Group  insurance 
stops  upon  termination,  for  any  reason,  but  may  be  converted  at  individual  rates 
within  the  first  31  days  thereafter.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  SEPTEMBER  8,  1970 

President  B.  J.  Prochaska  called  the  meeting  to  order  Pt  U:15  p.m.  The 
minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  corrected  to  read  "deans"  instead  of  "dean" 
(p.  1,  p?r,  8,  line  2)  and  to  omit  the  second  word  "action"  (p.  1,  par.  8,  line  U), 
hoth  typographical  errors;  then  the  minutes  were  approved  as  corrected. 

President  Prochaska  celled  the  Senate's  attention  to  the  circulated  list  of 
appointments  to  University  Committees:  E.  A.  Vaughn  to  Admissions;  E.  B.  Rogers 
to  P-'^tent;  M.  K.  Richardson  to  Safety  and  Fire  Prevention;  and  Jo  /^nn  McNatt  to 
Disciplinary.  Four  alternate  members  of  the  Disciplinary  Committee  were  also 
named:  N.  D.  Camper,  M.  W.  Jutras,  F.  J.  Keller,  and  Corinne  Sawyer.  President 
Prochaska  has  been  notified  that  the  Faculty  Senate  needs  to  recommend  one  faculty 
member  to  President  Edwards  for  appointment  to  the  Disciplinary  Committee  and  needs 
to  appoint  two  alternates.   It  was  mutually  -greed  that  the  Advisory  Committee 
would  handle  this  matter. 

Concerning  the  Senate's  resolution  calling  for  the  abolishment  of  the  re- 
examination for  graduating  seniors.  President  Prochaska  announced  that  the 
Administration  would  appreciate  a  specific  poll  of  facvilty-wide  opinion  on  this    i 
matter,  since  the  measure  was  instituted  at  the  request  of  the  faculty  in  1958 
to  remedy  the  then  existing  problem  of  lengthy  debates  in  f'^culty  meetings  about 
prospective  graduates  who  lacked  several  grade  points  for  the  required  G.P.R. 
The  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  was  instructed  to  undertake  the  poll. 

President  Prochaska  arjiounced  the  election  of  e  new  Senate  member,  Professor 
Koloman  Lehotsky,  representing  the  newly  formed  College  of  Forest  and  Recreation 
Resources.  He  then  acknowledged  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Joe  Sherman,  Director 
of  Alumni  Relarions,  containing  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Clemson  Alumni  Associ- 
ation, the  contents  of  which  were  read  by  the  Senate  Secretary.   It  noted  the 
important  role  of  the  university  in  the  world  and  the  growing  problems  brought 
about  by  violence  on  campuses  across  the  country;  noting  that  both  faculty  and 
student  body  must  be  kept  free  from  coercion  from  any  source  and  from  conflict 
and  violence,  the  resolution  went  on: 

RESOLVED, that  the  Clemson  University  Aliimni  Association  affirms  its 
support  of  the  present  policies  and  actions  of  the  Clemson  University 
Board  of  Trustees,  President  Robert  C.  Edwards,  the  Clemson  University 
/Administration  and  Faculty  and  be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  that  the  Clemson  University  Alumni  Association  extends  e 
special  vote  of  confidence  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  President  Edwards, 
the  Administration,  and  Facility  in  acknowledgement  of  o\ir  trust  in  their 
ability  to  meet  the  enormous  challenges  of  the  future  calmly,  fairly, 
and  forthrightly  .... 

The  resolution  further  commended  the  Clemson  student  body  for  its  contin-    „ 
ued  maintaining  of  high  standards  in  these  troubled  times,  rnd  the  Alumni  /ssoci-  p 
ation  pledged  its  continued  dedication  to  the  increasing  excellence  of  the 
University.

President  Proch^skp  then  celled  ?ttention  to  r-  continuing  problem,  thrt  of 
late  resignation  "by  f?cxalty  rnd  staff.  He  pointed  out  that  there  is  an  un- 
written agreement  fmong  members  of  the  academic  community  thrt  recruitment  for 
new  staff  shall  not  be  conducted  among  other  colleges'  staffs  during  the  last 
90  days  before  the  beginning  of  the  new  rcaderaic  year.  Yet  staff  members  have 
been  proselytized  from  Clemsonas  late  rs  one  month  from  the  beginning  of 
Clemson's  fall  semester,  violating  the  understanding  ^nd  creating  problems  for 
both  the  Administration  and  the  remaining  ffculty.  Comments  from  the  floor 
pointed  out  that  one's  salary  is  part  of  one's  working  conditions  and  it  was 
stated  that,  because  of  peculiarities  in  this  state's  legislative  process,  5 
faculty  member  does  not  know  whet  his  exact  salary  at  Clemson  vrill  be  until 
after  the  90-d8y  period  in  question.  Following  additional  discussion,  it  was 
suggested  that  early  notification  of  intention  to  re-employ  and  of  at  least  the 
suggested  salary  for  the  coming  year  might  be  made  a  uniform  procedvire  thro\igh- 
out  the  University,  in  order  to  help  faculty  members  decide  on  their  own  courses 
of  action  for  the  coming  year  well  in  advance  of  the  90-<i8y  deadline. 

Reporting  on  the  resolutions  passed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Faculty 
Senate,  President  Prochaska  stated  that  the  Administration  is  reconsidering 
allocation  of  the  funds  for  the  University  Union,  but  that  no  decisions  have 
been  announced,  nor  has  any  specific  change  yet  been  suggested.  In  response 
to  the  Senate's  resolution  concerning  publication  of  Graduate  Council  minutes, 
a  letter  from  Dean  Schwartz  to  Dean  Hurst,  forwarded  to  the  Senate,  states 
that  the  Graduate  Council  at  a  recent  meeting  agreed  to  publish  the  actions  of 
that  body  in  the  Newsletter. 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Welfare  Committee, 

Professor  John  Idol,  reporting  for  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee, 
read  a  proposed  resolution  that  faculty  members  receive  computer  print-outs  of 
grades  given,  to  insure  that  these  matched  the  grades  they  intended  each  student 
to  have.  The  proposal  was  held  in  committee  because  of  implementation  problems. 
The  committee  also  is  taking  no  action  at  this  time  in  the  matter  of  Adminis- 
trative endorsement  of  specific  academic  programs,  but  will  reconsider  if  cir- 
cumstances warrant  in  the  future.  Professor  Idol  also  moved  on  behalf  of  the 
committee  the  final  fonn  of  the  much-discussed  resolution,  seconded  by  Profes- 
sor D,  R.  LaTorre: 

The  Faculty  Senate  supports  the  President  of  Clemson  University  in  his 
decision  that  the  Atlantic  Coast  Conference  shoiild  eliminate  the  re- 
quirement that  a  prospective  student-athlete  must  score  a  minimum  of 
800  on  the  SAT  as  a  prerequisite  for  eligibility  to  receive  a  grant- 
in-aid  and/ or  participate  in  intercollegiate  athletics. 

The  motion  passed  21  to  k.     Some  concern  was  expressed  that  athletes  not 
be  given  special  privileges  in  the  other  direction,  however,  and  that  they  sho\ald 
not  be  admitted  with  lower  scores  than   those  considered  acceptable  for  a  freshman 
who  is  not  an  athlete.

Professor  Hugh  Adorns  reported  for  the  Policy  Committee  the  decision  to 
tfble  the  question  of  revising  University  policies  to  meet  accepted  nptionpl 
stpndprds.  He  pnnounced  thPt  the  proposed  stptement  of  University  purpose 
would  be  revised  to  rccommodete  vprious  s\iggestions  pnd  comments  from  other 
Senpte  committees  pnd  individupl  members.  Then  on  behplf  of  the  Committee, 
Professor  Adpxns   presented  p  resolution  designed  to  recognize  the  importrnce 
of  the  Alumni  Professorships  which  pre  provided  ps  pprt  of  the  Clems on  Alumni 
Loyrlty  Fund,  seconded  by  W.  C.  Whitten. 

The  President  of  the  Faculty  Senpte  is  empowered  ?nd  directed  to  express 
the  appreciation  of  the  Senp-te  to  the  Clemson  Mumni  Association  for  the 
Alumni  Professorships,  a  stimulus  to  improve  teaching  Pt  Clemson  Uni- 
versity. 

The  motion  passed  unanimously. 

Professor  M.  V7.  Jutras  reported  that  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A  (revision  of  the 
manual  for  faculty  members)  had  met  with  Dean  Hurst  and  would  meet  again  on 
September  17. 

Professor  R.  F.  Borgman,  for  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B  (graduate  faculty  and 
standing  committees  of  the  University)  presented  Senate  members  with  a  mimeo- 
graphed digest  of  the  major  points  of  discussion  in  a  meeting  of  his  committee. 
He  called  special  attention  to  the  item  stating  that  the  Graduate  Council 
advises  on  but  does  not  direct  Graduate  School  policy,  and  to  the  change,  now 
in  progress,  of  membership  on  the  Council,  reducing  faculty  representation  to 
one  per  college  and  adding  two  student  members. 

Professor  Vernon  Hodges  being  absent  to  attend  a  meeting  of  the  Univer- 
sity Union  B\iilding  Committee,  Professor  B.  J.  Skelton  reported  for  his  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  that  a  letter  requesting  suggestions  for  facilities  from  the  faculty 
had  been  drafted  and  would  be  circul&tedo  It  was  pointed  out  from  the  floor 
that  many  faculty  members  had  been  reluctant  to  ask  for  faculty  facilities  in  a 
"student"  Union,  but  since  funds  were  allocated  specifically  for  a  "University" 
Union,  requests  for  faculty  accommodations  were  q\iite  in  order. 

Professor  Hugh  Adams  moved  thPt,  since 
the  giving  of  honorary  degrees  had  become  pro  forma  end  might  tend  to  cheapen 
a  Clemson  honorary  degree,  such  presentations  be  limited  to  very  special  occa- 
sions and  to  extraordinary  circumstances.  An  amendment  to  chpnge  the  resolution 
to  read  that  the  giving  of  such  degrees  be  terminated,  presented  by  Professor 
J.  C.  Mullins,  seconded  by  Professor  E.  B,  Rogers,  was  defeated  I8  to  3.  The 
final  motion  as  presented,  seconded  by  Professor  E.  B.  Rogers,  was: 

The  awarding  of  honorary  degrees  should  be  limited  to  occasions  of 
special  significance  to  the  University  when  the  av/arding  would  clearly 
express  the  ideals  of  the  University  or  recognize  exceptional  attainment.

In  connection  with  the  Institutional  Self-Study  now  in  progress  at  Clemson 
University,  a  committee  from  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools 
will  visit  the  Clemson  campus  on  October  31  -  November  3>  1971.

DONOR- SELECTED  EDUCATIONAL  GRANTS 

The  following  policy  has  been  adopted  by  Clemson  University  as  it  relates 
to  educational  grants  for  recipients  who  are  selected  by  the  donor  and  not  by 
the  University.  This  policy  supplements  the  one,  previously  announced,  in 
which  the  recipients  are  chosen  fcy  the  University. 

The  policy  on  Donor-selected  Educational  Grants  follows: 

Funds  to  support  donor-selected  educational  grants  shoiold  be  transmitted 
directly  by  the  donor  to  the  recipient,  or  in  the  alternative,  from  the  donor 
to  the  Accounting  Division  of  the  University  for  acknowledgment  and  credit  to 
the  account  of  the  recipient.  Vouchers  will  not  be  necessary,  and  these  types 
of  grants  will  not  be  listed  in  the  category  of  scholarships  or  listed  in  the 
catalog  or  other  brochures. 

If  it  is  considered  desirable  and  appropriate,  the  University  may  enter 
into  a  formal  agreement  with  the  donor  for  disposition  of  funds.  After  the 
approval  of  the  dean  of  the  college  or  school  concerned  and  the  University 
Honors  and  Awards  Committee,  the  agreement  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Vice- 
President  for  Business  and  Finance  for  signature. 

No  com.ment  or  opinion  may  be  made  by  personnel  of  the  University  relating 
to  tax  exempt  status  of  such  contributions.   That  determination  is  the  respons- 
ibility of  the  donor.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  U:15.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meet- 
ing were  accepted  as  circulated  with  the  correction  of  Prof.  Jutras '  initials 
from  M.  K,  to  M.  W. 

President  Prochaska  reported  that  he  had  attended  two  meetings  since  Sept., 
that  of  the  Education  Council  and  that  of  the  Vending  Machine  Committee.  He 
called  attention  to  his  report  to  the  Senate,  circulated  in  the  previous  week, 
and  asked  that  its  items  "be  entered  in  the  record: 

1.  The  Senate's  Advisory  Committee  has  recommended  to  President  Edwards 
the  appointment  of  M.  K.  Richardson  to  the  University  Disciplinary  Commit- 
tee with  W.  E.  Castro  and  Rose  Godbout  appointed  as  alternates. 

2.  Prof.  J.  L.  Idol,  Prof.  M.  W.  Jutras,  and  President  Prochaska  will 
represent  the  faculty  on  the  Tri-Level  Council  (Administration-Faculty- 
Student),  which  will  begin  its  fimctions  in  the  near  future. 

3.  The  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Senate  passed  to  the  Welfare  Committee 
for  study  and  to  make  recommendations  the  Student  Senate's  Bill  #B-71-01 
requesting  elimination  of  the  part  of  the  student  regulations  concerning 
attire.  The  bill  had  been  forwarded  by  the  Administration,  which  felt 
this  matter  was  of  direct  concern  to  the  faculty. 

h.     The  Administration  has  also  passed  to  the  Senate  the  Student  Senate's 
Bill  #B- 71-02  concerning  the  establishment  of  a  "University  Senate," 
made  up  of  both  student  and  faculty  members.  The  Advisory  Committee  of 
the  Faculty  Senate  concluded  that  the  Tri-Level  Council,  which  already 
exists  on  campus,  is  the  appropriate  body  for  the  study  of  this  bill. 
The  Senate  is  willing  to  participate  in  such  a  study  through  its 
representatives  on  the  Tri-Level  Council, 

President  Prochaska  was  asked  by  the  Senate  members  to  check  on  the  status 
of  last  year's  Senate  resolution  concerning  the  so-called  "removable  F. "  Refer- 
ring to  the  report  to  the  faculty  made  by  former  President  Pearce  in  May,  1970, 
President  Prochaska  reported  that  effective  May  l8,  1970,  as  approved  by  the 
Education  Council,  no  grade  of  F  gained  by  a  freshman  in  his  first  semester  of 
registration  would  count  toward  his  G.P.R.  Since,  as  Senate  members  pointed 
out,  this  was  not  at  all  what  the  Senate's  resolution  had  meant  to  achieve  and 
since  this  appeared  to  represent  a  loosening  of  standards  beyond  that  which 
the  Senate  co\ild  approve,  it  was  moved  by  Prof.  H.  D.  Adams,  seconded  by  Prof. 
J.  L.  Arbena,  that  the  Senate's  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  take  charge 
of  investigating  this  matter  and  making  recommendations.  The  motion  passed 
unanimously. 

President  Prochaska  was  also  asked  to  follow  up  the  matter  of  free  tuition 
for  faculty  children.  The  Pearce  report  indicated  that  the  Administration,  which 
had  brought  the  matter  to  the  legislature  not  long  ago,  felt  this  to  be  a  polit- 
ically unwise  time  to  press  the  matter,  but  had  no  objections  to  the  faculty's 
suggested  attempts  to  enlist  the  aid  of  other  state  colleges.   The  Admissions 
and  Scholarship  Committee  was  instructed  to  make  such  contact. 
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MIMJTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  OCTOBER  13,  1970  (Continued) 

In  the  matter  of  the  Senate's  resolution  concerning  re-examination  of  the 
allotment  of  funds  for  a  University  Union  complex,  President  Prochaska  reported 
no  official  reply  as  yet  by  the  Administration  to  the  request  of  August  l8. 

Prof.  J.  C.  Mullins  reported  on  the  meeting  during  the  afternoon  (of  the 
same  day,  Oct.  13)  "with  student  representatives  concerning  campus  dress  regu- 
lations. He  moved  on  behalf  of  his  committee,  seconded  by  Prof.  H. -D.  Adams: 

The  Senate  recommends  that  Section  1,  Article  2,  Paragraph  1  of  the 
1970-71  Student  Regulations  not  be  deleted  and  that  the  student  bill 
requesting  deletion  (B-71-OI)  be  returned  to  the  Student  Senate  for 
consideration  of  a  possible  revision  of  the  above  mentioned  "dress 
code." 

The  motion  passed  by  a  vote  of  20  to  10. 

A  motion  by  Prof.  M.  W.  Jutras,  seconded  by  Prof.  N.  D.  Camper,  to  recom- 
mend to  the  Student  Senate  rewording  to  embody  the  idea  that  dress  codes  should 
be  based  on  matters  of  student  health  and  safety  and/or  on  the  potential  for 
disruption  of  a  class  was  defeated,  11  to  19,  on  the  grounds  that  the  Faculty 
Senate  should  not  dictate  to  the  students  the  wording  of  their  revision. 

Prof.  J.  L.  Idol  reported  for  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  the 
circulation  to  the  faculty  of  survey  forms  requesting  opinion  on  the  elimination 
of  re- examinations  for  graduating  seniors.  The  Senate  instructed  the  Committee 
to  consider  also  the  elimination  of  re- examination  for  seniors  in  those  classes 
in  which  they  received  a  failing  grade  (the  present  proposal  refers  only  to  the 
portion  about  improving  over-all  G.P.R.  by  retaking  an  exam  in  any  course.)  It 
was  pointed  out  from  the  floor  that  the  present  system  puts  the  burden  of  a 
student's  failure  to  graduate  on  the  sho\ilders  of  a  single  faculty  member  who 
is  clearly  not  to  blame  for  the  fact  that  the  student's  previous  record  is 
poor  enough  to  make  him  a  borderline  case. 

Prof.  H.  D.  Adams  brought  to  the  floor  the  Statement  of  University  Purpose 
prepared  as  a  working  paper  for  the  Self-Study  Committee  by  the  Policies  Comm- 
ittee and  moved  its  adoption,  seconded  by  Prof.  W.  E.  Castro.  A  motion  to 
amend  Paragraph  2  introduced  by  Prof.  J.  C.  Fanning,  seconded  by  Prof.  F.  J. 
Keller,  passed  unanimously.  A  motion  to  amend  Paragraph  5  by  deleting  reference 
to  the  University's  role  as  an  instrument  of  change,  introduced  by  Prof.  K. 
Lehotsky  and  seconded  by  Prof.  E.  B.  Rogers,  was  defeated  l6  to  8.  A  motion 
to  amend  Paragraph  5  with  a  compromise  wording,  proposed  by  Prof.  J.  L.  Arbena, 
seconded  by  Prof.  W.  E.  Gettys ,  passed  unanimously.   Prof.  D.  R.  LaTorre  moved 
deletion  of  the  entire  second  page  of  the  purpose  statement,  seconded  by  Prof. 
J.  L.  Idol,  and  the  motion  passed  by  voice  vote.  Prof.  J.  C.  Mullins  moved  the 
entire  statement  be  returned  to  committee.  The  motion,  seconded  by  Prof.  V.  S. 
Hodges,  was  defeated  by  voice  vote.   Prof.  D.  R.  LaTorre  moved  deletion  of  the 
entire  first  paragraph  of  the  statement,  a  historical  view  of  Clemson's  purpose. 
Seconded  by  Prof.  E.  B.  Rogers,  the  motion  was  defeated  by  voice  vote.   The 
original  motion  was  called  at  this  time,  including  the  first  and  third  amend- 
ments ;  it  read  as  follows : 
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The  Faculty  Senate  adopts  the  following  statement  of  University  purposes: 

The  original  purposes  of  Clemson  Agricultural  College  were  indicated  in 
the  will  of  Thomas  G.  Clemson,  the  acceptance  of  its  terms  by  Act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  South  Carolina,  and  the  Morrill  Land-Grant  Act  passed 
by  the  United  States  Congress  in  1862.  The  Clemson  will  was  changed  as 
a  result  of  a  court  decision  and  legislative  action  incident  to  a  change 
of  name  to  Clemson  University  in  I96U.  While  the  original  p\irposes  of 
Thomas  G.  Clemson  remain  valid,  the  present  purposes  of  Clemson  University 
transcend  his  emphasis  on  "agricultural  and  mechanical  industries." 

Clemson  University  is  an  educational  institution  designed  to  facilitate* 
learning.  The  University  aims  to  prepare  those  who  enroll  in  its  courses 
to  cope  with  the  world  they  will  actually  encounter.  The  University 
offers  to  these  individuals,  through  education,  a  broader  meaning  to 
their  lives  and  a  way  to  enjoy  life  to  a  fuller  extent.   This  involves 
transmitting  the  techniques  required  of  problem- solvers  and  leaders, 
and  at  the  same  time,  inculcating  ideas  of  truth,  humanity,  and  justice. 
These  values  must  be  manifest  within  the  University  itself.   The  edu- 
cational process  must  be  carried  on  in  an  atmosphere  of  rationality, 
civility,  shared  concern,  and  mutual  respect  among  members  of  the 
academic  community. 

Clemson  University  is  a  research  institution  which  expands  knowledge 
in  response  to  the  needs  of  the  faculty,  the  student,  the  community, 
and  the  nation.  Research  programs  are  directed  toward  both  practical 
application  and  theoretical  knowledge. 

Clemson  University  is  a  public- service  institution  which  makes  its 
expertise  immediately  available  to  the  community.  Throiigh  research, 
extension  programs,  special  institutes,  and  other  devices,  the  Uni- 
versity seeks  solutions  to  and  disseminates  information  about  problems 
in  the  community. 

Clemson  University  is  an  institution,  established  and  supported  by  the 
community,  which  conserves,  enhances,  and  gives  continuity  to  the  com- 
plex knowledge  of  modern  life.  This  conservative  function  is  balanced 
by,  and  at  times  is  in  conflict  with,  the  function  of  the  University 
as  an  instrument  of  change,  as  an  innovator  expanding  knowledge,  as  a 
stimulator  of  creative  thovight,  and  as  a  home  for  speculative  and 
critical  thought. 

Clemson  University  in  its  institutional  roles  recognizes  that  free 
inquiry  is  essential  to  intellectual  progress,  that  open  competition 
among  a  variety  of  skills  and  viewpoints  is  the  surest  safeguard  of 
truth.  The  University  does  not  take  an  official  position  on  disputed 
questions  of  scholarship,  on  political  questions,  or  on  matters  of 
public  policy.  No  individual  or  group  can  presume  to  speak  for  the 
institution  on  such  matters  or  can  speak  for  the  University  on  matters 
other  than  those  directly  concerning  the  institutional  roles  of  the 
University.

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This  motion  passed  by  a  vote  of  26  to  2. 

Prof.  J.  C.  Fanning  reported  for  the  Research  Committee  that  their  quest- 
ionnaires concerning  campus  research  facilities  are  being  returned  and  he  will 
prepare  a  report  for  the  Senate.  He  added  that  a  problem  that  had  come  up 
involving  a  teacher's  having  Central  Services  reproduce  copyrighted  material 
for  distribution  free  of  charge  to  students  was  still  under  study;  at  the 
present  time,  such  reproduction  will  be  undertaken  provided  the  fac\ilty  member 
signs  a  legal  release. 

Prof.  M.  W.  Jutras  for  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A  reported  continued  work  on  re- 
vision of  the  Manual  for  Faculty.   Prof.  D.  R.  LaTorre  reported  for  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  B  that  there  was  no  action  taken  since  the  last  Senate  meeting. 

Prof.  V.  S.  Hodges  reported  for  the  Committee  on  the  University  Union  that 
response  to  the  questionnaire  about  faculty  facilities  in  the  building  had  been, 
in  his  opinion,  disappointing.   (Of  the  6o8  individuals  requested  to  express 
written  opinions  concerning  the  facilities,  only  107  had  done  so.)  The  greatest 
interest  was  shown  in  a  cafeteria  and/ or  faculty  lunch  rooms,  but  these  would 
probably  not  be  included  in  the  Union  complex  because  of  the  convenient  location 
on  campus  of  the  two  main  cafeterias.  Prof.  Hodges  said  that  because  of  the 
small  interest  in  faculty  facilities,  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  was  no  longer  needed. 
He  moved  its  dissolution,  seconded  by  Prof.  G.  D.  Riggs.  The  motion  was  passed 
25  to  1. 

There  was  concern  expressed  from  the  floor  that  the  Administration  had  not 
as  yet  indicated  their  response  to  the  August  Senate  resolution  asking  for  re- 
consideration of  the  apportionment  of  money  within  the  Union  project.   Pres- 
ident Prochaska  was  instructed  to  request  a  specific  answer.   It  was  also 
moved  by  Prof.  H.  A.  Vaughn,  seconded  by  Prof.  G.  D.  Riggs,  that  Mr.  Stan  Nich- 
olas be  invited  to  address  the  Senate  on  the  Union  plans,  with  specific  emphasis 
on  the  allocation  of  funds  in  the  project,  at  the  next  Senate  meeting.  The 
motion  passed  lU  to  10. 

Under  the  heading  of  new  business.  Prof.  J.  L.  Idol  brought  to  the  Senate 
the  concern  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  for  further  modification 
of  the  University's  graduation  exercises.   Prof.  B.  J.  Skelton  moved  that  the 
committee  be  instructed  to  study  the  matter  and  make  recommendations.  Seconded 
by  Prof.  D.  R.  LaTorre,  the  motion  passed  unanimously.  Prof.  Idol  then  moved, 
seconded  by  Prof.  LaTorre,  the  creation  of  Senate  Ad  Hoc  Committee  C  for  the 
special  purpose  of  studying  ana  making  recommendations  about  graduation.  This 
motion  passed  unanimously. 

On  behalf  of  his  committee.  Prof.  Idol  then  moved,  seconded  by  Prof.  V.  S. 
Hodges,  that  the  Senate  support  the  recommendation  of  the  University  Library 
Committee  which  appeared  in  the  Clems on  Newsletter  of  September  15,  1970  as 
follows : 
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The  University  Library  Committee,  as  the  facility's  representatives, 
should  be  consulted  whenever  the  allocation  of  library  space  is  being 
considered. 

The  motion  to  support  the  Library  Committee's  recommendation  passed  unan- 
imously. 

A  resolution  was  proposed  by  Prof.  J,  L.  Arbena  on  behalf  of  Prof.  H.  D. 
Adams,  who  had  to  leave  the  meeting  early,  that  the  Faculty  Senate  state  that 
denial  of  entry  to  the  classrooms  of  the  University  solely  because  of  length 
of  or  style  of  wearing  hair  is  an  improper  exercise  of  the  authority  granted 
the  faculty.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Prof.  W,  E.  Gettys.   There  was  concern 
expressed  from  the  floor  that  such  a  specific  statement  was  in  violation  of  the 
spirit  of  the  earlier  Senate  motion  in  which  the  Senate  refrained  from  dictat- 
ing suggested  wording  of  the  student  dress  code,  pending  the  Student  Senate's 
consideration  of  changes  in  the  code.  There  was  also  concern  that  the  wording 
of  this  particular  resolution  made  it  appear  that  the  Senate  sided  wholly  with 
the  student  whose  denial  of  entry  into  a  classroom  on  several  groiinds  is  current- 
ly in  debate;  this  would  be  a  distortion  of  the  Senate's  position,  since  the 
Senate  understood  that  more  was  involved  in  this  particular  case  than  the 
student's  hair  style.  There  was  a  motion  from  the  floor  to  table  the  Arbena 
motion,  passed  by  a  vote  of  l6  to  10.

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RESEARCH  COMMITTEE  RECOMMENDATION  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE 

The  Research  Committee  has  requested  that  the  following  report  on  its 
questionnaire  to  the  faculty  involved  in  research  be  published  in  the 
Newsletter. 

Research  Questionnaire  Results 

A  recent  poll  by  the  Research  Committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate  to  determine 
needs  for  centralized  physical  research  facilities  for  the  faculty  elicited  155 
responses  to  310  questionnaires. 

Needs  for  the  following  types  of  centralized  facilities  were  expressed  by 
the  n\imber  of  researchers  indicated  after  each  type  of  facility:  photo  lab  with 
drafting  services,  U9  (These  facilities  are  available  -  see  the  article  below.); 
electronic  instrument  shop,  29;  chemical  stores,  28;  analytical  services,  17; 
animal  facility,  12;  electron  microscope,  10;  glass  shop,  7;  liquid  nitrogen 
supply,  2;  liquid  scintillation  counting  facility,  2. 

Lack  of  technicians  and  subprofessional  help  is  a  problem  that  obviously 
is  limiting  the  accomplishments  of  Clemson  University  researchers.  This  prob- 
lem was  not  prelisted  on  the  questionnaire,  but  it  was  mentioned  as  important 
by  27  researchers.  The  committee  also  has  noted  that  some  type  of  interdepart- 
mental billing  procedure  could  resolve  many  of  our  research  service  needs. 

Photographic  and  Art  Services  Offered  by  the  University  Communications  Center 

The  University  Communications  Center,  located  in  the  basement  of  the 
Plant  and  Animal  Science  Building,  provides  a  fiill  range  of  color,  black  and 
white  and  monochrome  slide  production  through  its  Photographic  Service. 
Limited  art  services  are  also  provided  by  the  University  Communications  Center. 
However,  TV  production  has  first  call  on  art  services  and  as  a  result  of  this 
load,  little  art  service  can  be  provided  for  slides  or  overhead  transparencies 
unless  considerable  time  is  allowed  for  the  work.

2.  A  student  or  employee  of  Clemson  University  is  physically  injured  as 
a  result  of  an  alleged  violation. 

3.  The  student  who  allegedly  violated  the  regulations  suffers  from  a 
mental  or  psychological  disorder. 

k.  Acts  were  committed  which  disrupt  by  use  of  force  or  violence  the 
orderly  processes  of  the  University,  thereby  preventing  officials 
or  students  from  engaging  in  the  pursuit  of  their  duties  or  studies. 

5.  Federal  law.  South  Carolina  law  or  Clemson  University  ordinances  may 
have  been  violated.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  NOVEMBER  10,  1970 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  U:l8  and  the  minutes  approved  as  cir- 
culated. In  response  to  the  Senate's  request  from  their  October  meeting,  Vice- 
President  for  Development  Stanley  G.  Nicholas  presented  a  report  to  answer 
Senate  questions  on  planning  for  the  proposed  University  Union. 

First,  Mr.  Nicholas  presented  the  reasoning  behind  the  location  of  the  two 
all-student  centers,  the  main  Union  building  south  of  the  Library,  and  the 
student  athletic  area  at  the  present  Fike  Field  House;  primarily  the  reasoning 
comprised  the  centrality  of  location  for  the  main  building  and  the  need  for 
fields  and  outdoor  courts  near  the  athletic  facilities.  Mr.  Nicholas  showed 
architects'  preliminary  drawings  for  the  renovation  of  Fike  Field  House  and 
reported  the  preliminary  estimated  cost  to  be  around  $2-million,  not  including 
renovation  of  the  present  administrative  wing  now  occupied  by  the  Athletic 
Department.  He  then  reviewed  projected  facilities  for  the  main  Union  Building 
and  reported  that  the  preliminary  estimates  of  that  cost  ran  near  $U.6-million. 
He  en^hasized  that  some  revision  of  plans  may  have  to  be  made,  leaving  some 
elements  out  of  one  or  both  plans  for  the  present.  Any  elements  left  out 
initially  would  be  so  designed  as  to  permit  additions  at  a  later  date.  He 
added  that  the  probable  priority  in  order  of  constructing  these  components  of 
the  over-all  Union  plan  was  first  the  Fike  renovation,  second  the  Union  build- 
ing, and  last,  anything  else  that  entered  the  total  picture. 

There  remains  the  problem  of  housing  the  athletes  and  coaches  who  would  be 
displaced  from  the  renovated  Fike  Field  House  if  student  athletic  activities 
were  to  occupy  the  entire  building  including  the  administrative  wing.  Present 
plans  include  a  separate  building  on  Stadium  Road  for  the  Athletic  Department. 
The  Senate  expressed  concern  that  this  building  might  necessarily  take  funds 
from  the  all-student  projects,  estimates  for  which  already  exceeded  available 
funds,  thereby  curtailing  even  more  drastically  the  facilities  which  would  be 
available  for  use  of  the  student  body  at  large.  Mr.  Nicholas  agreed  that  funds 
for  the  athletes'  facilities  would  probably  have  to  come  from  the  Union  funds, 
but  could  not  estimate  how  much  this  might  alter  prospects  of  an  adequate 
Union. 

In  response  to  the  Senate  question  as  to  whether  or  not  there  has  been  a 
re-evaluation  of  the  relative  costs  and  merits  of  building  a  new  student 
facility,  in  contrast  to  the  present  plan  of  renovating  Fike,  Mr.  Nicholas 
was  unable  to  answer  but  said  an  architect's  estimate  would  not  be  difficult 
to  obtain.  Reminded  that  at  the  General  Faculty  Meeting  in  August  President 
Edwards  had  stated  that  these  plans  were  being  reassessed,  Mr.  Nicholas  was 
unable  to  confirm  whether  any  such  examination  has  been  made.   In  response  to 
a  question  concerning  the  relationship,  if  any,  between  the  proposed  new  build- 
ing for  the  Athletic  Department  and  the  recruiting  of  new  coaches.  President 
Prochaska  reported  to  the  Senate  that  President  Edwards  has  personally  and 
unequivocally  stated  that  there  is  none.  In  response  to  a  direct  question  as 
to  whether  or  not  the  decision  to  renovate  Fike  and  build  a  separate  athletic 
facility  had  not,  in  fact,  already  been  made  irrevocably,  Mr.  Nicholas  replied 
that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  such  decisions  were  only  final  when  contracts 
for  construction  were  signed.  In  response  to  a  question  asking  whether  the 
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amoiint  now  allotted  to  such  "extras"  as  a  redesigned  facade  for  the  renovated 
Fike  might  not  be  tetter  spent  on  expanding  its  interior  facilities,  Mr.  Nich- 
olas replied  that  he  did  not  know  that  this  allottment  was  more  than  Just  a 
suggestion  from  the  architects. 

Further  discussion  of  the  matter  included  the  Senate's  concern  that  funds 
for  the  proposed  athletes '  facilities  should  not  take  away  from  present  plans 
for  academic  needs.  Senate  members  expressed  concern  over  the  idea  of  taking 
an  area  where  dikes  and  a  pumping  station  had  been  built  by  the  U.  S.  Corps  of 
Engineers  to  make  land  useable  for  experimental  research  and  turning  it  into 
paved  and  graded  playing  fields.  President  Prochaska  was  requested  to  continue 
discussion  of  the  whole  matter  with  the  Administration.  It  was  also  suggested 
that  the  Senate  press  for  representation  on  any  committee  which  determined 
priorities  of  this  sort  for  the  University.  By  vote,  the  discussion  was 
terminated  at  5:20  to  continue  the  remaining  business  on  the  agenda. 

President  Prochaska  announced  his  attendance  at  several  meetings  during 
the  past  month:  l)  he  represented  Clemson  University  at  the  inauguration  of 
D\ike  University's  president;  2)  he  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Athletic 
Council,  where  the  chief  order  of  business  was  the  ACC's  800  rule  and  Clemson' s 
position,  which  is  that  if  the  difficulty  cannot  be  resolved  within  the  ACC 
(Clemson's  first  choice),  Clemson  is  willing  to  participate  in  the  formation 
of  a  new  conference.  At  present,  the  alternative  of  the  University's  becoming 
"independent"  is  not  being  considered.   3)  He  attended  the  organizational 
meeting  of  the  Tri-Level  Council,  which  will  soon  begin  meeting  weekly;  and 
k)   he  attended  the  meeting  of  deans  and  department  heads  with  representatives 
of  the  Atlanta  office  of  HEW,  who  are  assessing  Clemson's  cooperation  with  the 
equal  employment  opportunities  policies . 

President  Prochaska  reported  that  three  Student  Senate  bills  had  been 
forwarded  to  the  Facility  Senate  for  evaluation  and  possible  action:  a  bill 
requesting  the  "Forgivable  F"  be  extended  to  all  students;  a  bill  on  the  dress 
code;  and  a  bill  concerning  night  quizzes.  These  were  passed  to  the  appro- 
priate canmittees  for  study  and  recommendations. 

President  Prochaska  also  reviewed  Administration  action  on  the  Senate's 
resolutions  from  the  October  meeting.  None  called  for  direct  administrative 
action,  but  a  favorable  reception  was  given  the  Senate's  statement  of  Univer- 
sity piirpose,  with  the  reservation  that  "community"  seemed  to  be  used  in  the 
statement  in  two  different  senses. 

It  was  reported  that  the  V7elfare  Committee  took  no  action  in  the  previous 
month. 

For  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  Professor  John  Idol  reported 
the  results  of  the  survey,  taken  at  the  Administration's  request,  of  opinion 
from  the  faculty  at  large  about  deletion  of  the  re-examination  a  senior  may  now 
request  to  raise  his  G.P.R.  25U  wanted  deletion  of  the  rule;  115  wanted  the 
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rule  retained;  2  ballots  were  returned  unmarked;  the  remaining  faculty  did  not 
vote.  It  was  pointed  out  that  this  ratio  (just  over  2-to-l)  was  nearly  ident- 
ical to  that  of  the  vote  in  the  Senate  on  this  same  problem,  20  to  9j  which 
seemed  to  answer  the  Administration's  question  of  whether  or  not  the  Senate 
accurately  represented  the  whole  faculty's  view  on  this  question.  It  was 
requested  that  this  information  be  passed  on  to  the  Administration  with  a 
request  for  their  action  on  the  Senate's  resolution  for  deletion  of  the  re- 
examination rule. 

In  response  to  the  Senate's  request  of  the  previous  meeting,  Professor 
Idol  moved  for  his  committee,  Professor  G.  D.  Riggs  seconding  a  request  that 
the  Administration  replace  the  current  "Forgivable  F"  ruling  with  the  one 
voted  originally  by  the  Senate  on  October  lU,  1969.  The  motion,  which  passed 
unanimously,  reads: 

The  Faculty  Senate  declares  the  current  system  of  the  "Forgivable  F" 
for  first  semester  freshmen  totally  unacceptable  and  requests  the 
Administration  to  implement  the  Faculty  Senate's  original  resolution 
beginning  with  the  class  which  enters  in  the  summer  of  1971. 

Professor  J.  C.  Fanning  presented  a  mimeographed  copy  of  the  results  of 
the  Research  Committee's  survey  of  the  need  for  centralized  facilities  for 
physical  research,  and  moved  that  it  be  submitted  to  the  Clems on  Newsletter 
for  printing  as  a  separate  item,  rather  than  as  part  of  the  minutes  of  the 
Senate.  Seconded  by  Professor  W.  C.  Whitten,  the  motion  passed  unanimously. 
Results  of  the  survey  showed  the  following  requests  for  central  faciliites: 
for  photo  lab  with  drafting  services,  ^9;  electronic  instrument  shop,  29; 
chemical  stores,  28;  analytical  services,  17;  animal  facility,  12;  electron 
microscope,  10;  glass  shop,  7;  liquid  nitrogen  supply,  2;  liquid  scintillation 
counting  facility,  2. 

Professor  H.  D.  Adams  reported  that  the  Policy  Committee  had  taken  no 
action  since  the  last  Senate  meeting. 

For  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A,  Professor  M.  W.  Jutras  being  absent.  Professor 
John  Idol  reported  that  preliminary  revision  of  the  Faculty  Manual  is  complete. 
Committee  A  will  hold  a  final  review  of  its  suggestions,  and  the  Senate  should 
then  anticipate  a  special  session  called  to  consider  adoption  of  that  suggested 
revision. 

For  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B,  Professor  R.  F.  Borgman  made  available  two  infor- 
mation sheets  outlining  the  guidelines  for  selection  of  graduate  faculty  and 
the  functions  of  graduate  faculties  at  other  universities.  On  behalf  of 
his  committee,  he  then  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  H.  D.  Adams,  the  adoption 
of  a  resolution  outlining  firmly  the  composition  and  function  of  the  Graduate 
Council.  The  motion  passed  with  only  one  negative  vote,  after  opinion  expressed 
that  to  give  two  representations  to  Colleges  offering  a  Ph.D.  and  only  one  to 
Colleges  with  just  an  M.A.  program  represented  discrimination  against  Colleges 
where  the  terminal  degree  was  in  fact  an  MA  or  its  equivalent.  In  full,  the 
motion  as  approved  reads : 
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A  graduate  program  comprises  a  coiirse  of  study  beyond  the  baccalaureate 
level,  usually  leading  to  an  advanced  degree.  Since  the  quality  and 
excellence  of  graduate  instruction  should  be  of  constant  concern  to 
every  institution  offering  graduate  work,  it  is  essential  that  pro- 
visions for  graduate  instruction  should  include  an  adequate  adminis- 
trative organization  under  the  direction  of  a  designated  administrative 
officer,  the  Dean  of  Graduate  Studies. 

All  policies  and  regulations  affecting  graduate  curricula  and  require- 
ments leading  to  graduate  credits,  certification,  and  degrees  shall 
be  approved  by  the  Graduate  Council. 

The  Graduate  Council,  consisting  of  two  members  from  each  academic 
College  or  School  having  a  doctor's  program  and  one  member  from  each 
academic  College  or  School  having  only  a  master's  program,  shall  be 
nominated  by  the  Dean  of  the  appropriate  College  or  School  and  appoint- 
ed by  the  Dean  of  the  University.  Graduate  students  and  faculty  members 
will  be  invited  to  attend  Graduate  Council  meetings.  Appointees  to  the 
Graduate  Council  shall  be  members  of  the  Graduate  Faculty  and  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  three  years.  The  Graduate  Dean  will  be  an  ex- 
officio  member  of  the  Graduate  Council  and  serve  as  its  Chairman. 

Deans  of  the  academic  Colleges  and  Schools  shall  have  the  respons- 
ibility of  designating  faculty  members  as  members  of  the  Graduate 
Faculty.  Qualifications  for  membership  on  the  Graduate  Faculty  from 
a  given  academic  College  or  School  shall  be  determined  by  the  Dean  of 
that  College  or  School  and  the  Department  Chairmen  within  that  College 
or  School. 

Graduate  Faculty  members  must  be  productive,  creative  scholars.  Pro- 
ductive scholarship  requires  devotion  to  the  discovery,  development, 
and  refinement  of  knowledge  and  techniques  in  one's  academic  field, 
usually  resulting  in  accomplishments  by  students,  or  publications 
for  evaluation  and  criticism  by  peers. 

The  Graduate  Faculty  shall  perform  no  administrative  function,  but  serve 
as  a  source  of  Graduate  Council  members  of  theses  directors. 

Next,  as  recommended  by  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  Pro- 
fessor John  Idol  moved  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  to  delete  from  college 
regulations  the  provision  that  a  graduating  senior  may  retake  the  final  exam 
for  any  course  in  which  he  made  an  F.  This  was  seconded  by  Professor  W.  C. 
V/hitten.  It  was  pointed  out  in  response  to  a  question  as  to  what  would  re- 
place this  "second  chance,"  that  the  committee  felt  that  the  present  "Forgiv- 
able F"  for  freshmen  gave  every  student  an  opportunity  to  have  a  higher  over- 
all G.P.R.  at  graduate  time,  so  that  a  single  F  should  not  make  that  much 
difference  toward  graduation,  and  that  students  now  had  the  chance  to  take 
some  courses  on  a  pass-fail  basis,  which  might  also  improve  their  final  G.P.R. 
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at  graduation  time.  A  student  should,  of  course,  pass  by  more  than  the  margin 
represented  by  a  single  examination  any  class  essential  to  his  major  area.  A 
dissenting  opinion  was  expressed  by  Professor  K.  Lehotsky,  who  said  his  College 
felt  that  these  facts  did  not  really  replace  the  present  "second  chance"  for 
seniors,  but  they  apparently  did  not  object  to  that.  It  was  also  pointed  out 
that  faculty  opinion  had  run  2-to-l  in  favor  of  deletion  of  the  "second  chance" 
for  improving  over-all  G.P.R.  by  a  graduating  senior,  and  the  Senate's  objection 
to  placing  the  burden  for  a  student's  failure  on  the  shoulders  of  a  single 
faculty  member  (who  is  clearly  not  to  blame  for  the  student's  previous  poor 
record)  was  reiterated. 

The  motion  as  presented  read: 

The  following  statements  should  be  deleted  from  the  present  scholastic 
regulations : 

"Examination  of  F.  Received  in  Last  Semester.  A  candidate  for  a  degree 
who  in  the  semester  immediately  prior  to  graduation  fails  to  graduate 
because  of  an  F  on  one  course  taken  in  that  semester  may  stand  a  special 
examination  on  the  course  provided: 

1)  That  the  candidate  can  furnish  evidence  of  having  done  satisfactory 
study  for  the  examination. 

2)  That  the  examination  is  not  given  until  after  the  regular  degree  date. 

3)  That  the  candidate  has  fulfilled,  prior  to  the  due  date  for  candidates' 
grades,  all  other  requirements  for  his  degree  except  those  which  can 
be  fulfilled  by  passing  the  examination. 

h)   That  the  candidate  by  removing  the  F  by  examination  will  furnish  all 
requirements  for  his  degree  which  will  be  awarded  on  the  next  regular 
date  for  award  of  degrees. 

A  student  in  line  for  graduation  at  the  end  of  this  semester  who  fails  to 
graduate  because  of  an  F  on  one  course  taken  this  semester  may  stand 
special  examination  under  certain  conditions  on  the  course  after  the 
regular  degree  date.  A  senior  who  qualifies  for  graduation  under  this 
provision  will  be  awarded  his  degree  on  the  next  regular  date  for  the 
award  of  degrees.  For  further  information  see  paragraph  Examination  on 
F  Received  in  Last  Semester."  (Quoted  from  pp.  120-121  Clems on  University 
Announcements ,  1970-1971.) 

The  motion  passed  unanimously.  Concern  was  expressed  from  the  Senate  floor 
that  the  "Forgivable  F"  as  now  in  force  is  not  clear  to  either  students  or 
faculty,  and  it  was  hoped  that  perhaps  a  general  announcement  might  be  sent 
to  the  faculty  that  explained  such  things  as  what  disposition  would  be  made 
of  an  I  or  a  WF  on  a  freshman's  record;  President  Prochaska  stated  that  he 
would  discuss  the  matter  with  Mr.  Vickery  in  the  near  future. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:28.  Absent:   M.W.  Jutras;  J.  H.  Bond; 
J.  P.  Crouch;  J.  K.  Johnson;  W.  E.  Castro;  Jo  Ann  McNatt;  W.  E.  Gettys,  Rose 
Godbout.

"Copies  of  all  gifts  in  the  form  of  checks,  bequests  and/or  real  property 
for  scholarships,  restricted  gifts,  and  unrestricted  gifts  that  are  received  by 
any  office  at  Clemson  University,  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Office  of  Develop- 
ment. 

The  receiving  office  sho\ild  forward  checks  and/or  documents  and  any  infor- 
mation as  required  through  the  normal  accounting  procedures. 

If  the  person  or  office  initially  receiving  this  gift  desires  to  acknowl- 
edge its  receipt  and  would  like  to  thank  the  donor,  this  is  certainly  encouraged. 
Copies  of  the  donor's  letter  and  check  and/or  documents,  plus  any  acknowledg- 
ment letter  by  the  receiving  office,  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Development 
Office.  The  Development  Office  will  prepare  a  file.  Necessary  information 
will  be  recorded  concerning  the  particular  gift,  to  include  name  of  donor, 
purpose  of  gift,  check  number,  date  on  check,  amount  of  check,  and  which  office 
and  person  has  acknowledged  receipt.  If  the  initial  office  does  not  acknowl- 
edge receipt  of  this  check,  the  Development  Office  will  prepare  a  letter  to 
acknowledge  receipt. 

Research  grants  and/or  contracts  for  specific  services  to  be  done,  IPTAY 
gifts,  Clemson  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund  gifts,  YICA  gifts,  gifts  to  off-campus 
centers  (Greenville  and  Sumter),  and  gifts  to  the  Sirrine,  Architectural, 
Clemson  University,  and  Engineering  Foundations  are  not  to  be  sent  to  the 
Development  Office. 

Gifts  to  the  YMCA,  off -campus  centers  (Greenville  and  Sumter),  and  the 
Sirrine,  Architect\iral,  Clemson  University,  and  Engineering  Foundations  are  to 
be  itemized,  giving  name  of  donor,  purpose  of  gift,  date  of  check,  and  the 
amount  of  check,  for  the  twelve-month  period  ending  June  30  of  each  year.  This 
list  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Development  Office  during  the  month  of  July  of 
each  year. 

Gifts  to  Clemson  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund  and  IPTAY  sho\ild  list  total  dollars 
only,  for  the  twelve-month  period  ending  June  30  of  each  year.  These  twelve- 
month reports  should  be  sent  to  the  Development  Office  during  the  month  of 
July  each  year. 

Reports  from  the  Clemson  Alumni  Loyalty  Fund,  Clemson  University  Found- 
ation, and  the  Sirrine,  Architectural  and  Engineering  Foundations  should  list 
total  dollars  received  and  total  dollars  transferred  as  gifts  to  Clemson 
University  during  the  twelve-month  period."

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Early  in  December,  1970,  President  Edwards  received  a  letter  from  Henry  C. 
Steed,  Jr.,  Director,  Office  of  Grant  Activities,  Department  of  Health,  Educa- 
tion, and  Welfare.  The  purpose  of  the  letter  was  to  alert  o\ir  President  to 
Clemson's  responsibilities  concerning  the  "Student  Unrest"  provisions  of  the 
Department's  Appropriation  Act  of  1970  and  the  proposed  act  for  1971  as  well 
as  the  Office  of  Education  Appropriation  Act  for  1971.  Accompanying  the  letter 
was  the  following: 

NOTICE  TO  ALL  INSTITUTIONS  OF  HIGHER  EDUCATION  THAT  ARE  RECIPIENTS  OF 
GRANTS,  LOANS,  AND  CONTRACTS  AWARDED  BY  OPERATING  AGENCIES  OF  THE 
DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH,  EDUCATION,  AND  WELFARE 

Section  UO?  of  the  Department's  Appropriation  Act  of  1970  (P.L.  91-20U) 
provides : 

"No  x>art  of  the  funds  appropriated  under  this  Act  shall  be  used  to  provide 
a  loan,  guarantee  of  a  loan,  a  grant,  the  salary  of  or  any  remuneration  what- 
ever to  any  individual  applying  for  admission,  attending,  employed  by,  teaching 
at,  or  doing  research  at  an  institution  of  higher  education  who  has  engaged  in 
conduct  on  or  after  August  1,  1969>  which  involves  the  use  of  (or  the  assistance 
to  others  in  the  use  of)  force  or  the  threat  of  force  or  the  seizure  of  prop- 
erty under  the  control  of  an  institution  of  higher  education,  to  require  or 
prevent  the  availability  of  certain  curriculum,  or  to  prevent  the  fac\alty, 
administrative  officials,  or  students  in  such  institution  from  engaging  in 
their  duties  or  pursuing  their  studies  at  such  institutions . " 

President  Edwards,  in  his  reply,  assured  Mr.  Steed  that,  "We  will  make 
certain  that  Clemson  University  is  in  compliance." 

The  support  of  the  faculty  and  staff  in  this  matter  is  earnestly  solic- 
ited. If  force  or  the  threat  of  force  were  to  prevail  on  our  campus  it  would 
indeed  herald  the  eventual  demise  of  that  tenet  for  which  we  have  labored  long 
and  hard "academic  freedom."

President  Robert  C.  Edwards,  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Southern  Regional  Education 
Joard,  attended  meetings  of  the  Educational  Plans  and  Policies  Advisory  Committee 
md  Executive  Committee  of  SREB  in  Atlanta  Jan.  28-29. 
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MlhlJTES  0?  THE  MEETII'IG  OF  TIIE  FACULTY  S3NA.TE,  DECfiMBER  8,  1970 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  U:15  and  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting 
approved  as  circulated,  with  the  addition  of  two  substituted  paragraphs  which 
corrected  t^'pographical  errors  and  omissions. 

President  Prochaska  reported  that  he  had  attended  the  following  meetings: 
the  Educational  Council,  where  budgetary  information  and  the  report  from,  the 
visiting  HE'.^/  team  were  reviewed;  the  Tri-Level  Com.mittee,  where  the  ma.in  item 
of  business  concerned  approval  of  the  Administration's  position  on  the  800  ruling 
for  athletic  participation;  the  Vending  Machine  Comtriittee,  where  allocation  of 
vending  machine  funds  occupied  the  committee's  time;  the  Curric\ilum  Committee; 
and  the  meeting  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  whose  main  order 
of  business  was  to  form  Ad  Hoc  Committee  C  to  study  graduation.  Appointments 
to  Committee  C  v/ere  announced:   Professors  B.  J.  Skelton,  K.  Lehotsky,  and  V7.  C. 
Whitten  of  the  Senate  v/ith  Professors  H.  N.  Cooledge  and  J,  V.  Reel  will  be  asked 
to  serve  on  the  committee,  Professor  Skelton  to  act  as  chairman. 

Reporting  on  the  disposition  of  the  Senate's  resolutions  from  the  November 
meeting,  President  Prochaska  announced  that  the  resolutions  concerning  deletion 
from  the  catalogue  of  re-examinations  for  seniors  needing  up  to  six  points  on 
their  G.P.R.  for  graduation  or  taking  an  F  in  the  last  sem.ester  before  gradu- 
ation had  been  submitted  to  Dean  Hurst,  who  requested  of  the  Senate  a  suggested 
timetable  for  im.plementation  of  the  resolutions.   The  matter  of  the  "Forgivable 
F"  is  still  under  consideration;  President  Prochaska  has  seen  Dean  -Vickery 
requesting  clarification  for  the  faculty.  Discussion  from  the  Senate  on  the 
"Forgivable  F"  followed;   Professor  Idol  reported  that  freshmen  are  forcing 
teachers  to  give  them  an  F,  rather  than  a  D,  by  refusing  to  take  their  finals. 
A  procedure  for  implementing  the  original  Faculty  Senate  proposal  (October,  I969)  '^ 
is  under  study,  with  the  cooperation  of  Dean  Vickery's  office. 

President  Prochaska  reported  that  the  Research  Committee's  survey  results 
would  probably  appear  in  the  Clems on  Newsletter  for  December  15 .   He  further 
added  that  the  Senate's  November  resolution  defining  the  graduate  faculty  and 
the  Graduate  Council  had  been  presented  to  the  Administration;  although  initial 
comments  were  positive  in  nature,  no  formal  statement  concerning  final  dispo- 
sition of  the  resolution  was  available  yet. 

President  Prochaska  reported  that  he  had  met  with  Mr.  Stan  Nicholas  twice 
since  the  Senate's  November  meeting  to  clarify  the  Senate's  position  on  the 
University  Union  project  and  to  facilitate  communication  between  the  Senate 
and  the  Administration  on  the  issues  involved.  He  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Nich- 
olas' failure  to  give  estimated  costs  on  the  Stadium  Road  project  during  his 
visit  to  the  Senate  in  November  resulted  from  Mr.  Nicholas'  not  having  that 
information  at  that  time.  Discussion  of  the  University  Union  project  is  con- 
tinuing with  the  Administration.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Senate's 
Research  Committee  investigate  the  problem  of  the  use  of  the  bottom  lands  as 
playing  fields,  since  certain  research  people  seem.ed  concerned  about  the  loss 
of  those  research  areas.  The  motion  passed  27  to  0  with  5  abstentions.

For  the  Welfare  Committee,  Professor  J.  C.  Mullins  reported  that  the 
committee  had  decided  to  take  no  action  at  the  present  time  on  a  request  by- 
Professor  Lehotsky  to  investigate  and  possibly  answer  a  comment  by  Dr.  Morris, 
Commissioner  of  Higher  Education,  in  the  Greenville  News  which  suggested  that 
salaries  at  Clerason  were  the  equal  of  those  throughout  the  Southeast.   Professor 
Mullins  stated  that  while  a  comparison  of  Clemson  salaries  with  those  of  l6 
Southeastern  universities  showed  Clemson  salaries  $U00  lower,  on  the  average, 
1  than  those  of  the  other  l6  (information  taken  from  the  Summer,  1970  AAUP 
Bulletin),  it  seemed  unwise  to  press  the  matter  in  a  time  of  budgetary  diff- 

L'  iculties,  such  as  the  State  is  in  now. 
I 

Professor  Mullins  also  brought  the  Committee's  recommendation  that  no 
action  be  taken  on  a  request  by  Professor  Borgman  to  ask  for  changes  in  state 
retirement  benefits,  since  again  such  changes  might  cost  the  State  money  which 
is  currently  in  short  supply.   It  was  suggested  that  the  South  Carolina  State 
Employee's  Association  might  more  profitably  deal  with  the  matter.   Finally, 
Professor  Mullins  reported  that  his  committee's  report  on  the  Student  Senate's 
dress  code  bill  was  under  examination  and  he  woiold  be  able  to  bring  those 
deliberations  before  the  Faculty  Senate  at  its  January  meeting. 

For  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  Professor  John  Idol  reported 
that  his  committee  recommended  holding,  until  the  matter  of  the  "Forgivable  F" 
should  be  straightened  out  to  the  Senate's  satisfaction,  any  action  on  the  Student 
Senate's  bill  suggesting  that  F  be  changed  to  WF  in  all  cases,  and  WF  not  to  be 
averaged  into  the  GPR.   Clarification  of  the  present  system  of  "Forgivable  F" 
may  furnish  a  basis  for  consideration  of  this  suggested  extension  of  the 
regulation. 

For  the  Policy  Committee,  Professor  H.  D.  Adams  reported  that  any  dis- 
cussion of  requesting  a  place  for  faculty  on  University  planning  committees 
which  establish  priorities  should  rest  on  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B's  final  report 
analyzing  University  committees,  so  no  action  had  been  taken. 

For  Ad  hoc  Committee  A.,  Professor  Jutras  reported  that  the  final  draft  of 
a  revised  manual  for  faculty  was  complete,  except  for  final  editing.  VJhen  that 
job  is  done,  copies  will  be  circulated  to  the  Senate  and  a  special  meeting  called 
to  adopt,  alter,  or  reject  the  new  manual. 

For  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B  Professor  Borgman  stated  that  a  report  will  be  pre- 
sented at  the  Senate's  January  meeting. 

For  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  Professor  Idol  moved,  sec- 
onded by  Professor  Vernon  Hodges,  the  adoption  of  a  motion  encouraging  faculty 
and  departments  to  schedule  examinations  other  than  at  night.  An  amendment 
introduced  by  Professor  W.  C.  Whitten,  seconded  by  Professor  H.  D.  Adams,  to 
strengthen  the  original  motion  to  read  as  a  positive  ban  against  all  such 
specially  scheduled  exams  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  22  to  6  with  k   abstentions, 
since  the  amendment  was  so  worded  as  to  limit  even  special  examinations,  finals, 
and  emergency  cases  to  daytime,  regular  class  hours.  A  substitute  motion

introduced  by  Professor  Mullins  to  alter  the  original  motion's  emphasis  on 
night  exains  to  suggest  adherence  to  regular  class  times  v/as  accepted  by- 
Professors  Idol  and  Hodges.   The  motion  as  finally  presented  read: 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  Faculty  Senate,  which  has  no  intent  of  limit- 
ing the  prerogatives  of  any  faculty  member  or  department,  encourages 
all  faculty  members  and/or  departments  not  to  schedule  examinations 
or  quizzes  at  other  than  normally  scheduled  class  times. 

This  motion  passed  by  a  vote  of  29  to  0  with  3  abstentions. 

A  motion  was  then  introduced  by  Professor  E.  B.  Rogers,  seconded  by 
Professor  K.  Lehotsky,  on  behalf  of  Professors  Hash,  Gray,  Skelton,  Jutras, 
Richardson,  Sim.s,  Hays ,  and  Castro  which  suggested  adding  the  Senate's  voice 
to  the  Administration's  in  censure  of  the  Tiger's  recent  breach  of  good  taste, 
a  clear  violation  of  the  policy  statement  of  August  12,  1970,  as  contained  in 
a  memorandum  for  record  of  the  Executive  Officers'  meeting,  which  statement 
Professor  Rogers  also  read  for  clarification.  Discussion  from  the  floor 
suggested  a  general  agreement  of  the  Senate  with  the  action  taken  by  President 
Edwards  in  invoking  that  policy  to  rebuke  the  Tiger's  editorial  staff.   There 
was  some  feeling,  however,  that  the  matter  had  been  well  and  completely  taken 
care  of  by  President  Edwards'  public  statement  and  his  actions;  further  action 
in  the  form  of  a  resolution  by  the  Senate,  rather  than  simply  expressing 
agreement  with  and/or  approval  of  the  President's  quick  response,  would  tend 
to  revive  an  issue  which  was  now  passe,  since  the  Senate's  resolution  would 
not  be  published  until  February,  a  full  three  months  after  the  event  in 
question. 

An  amendment  to  the  original  motion,  presented  by  Professor  Hodges, 
seconded  by  Professor  Hash,  which  appeared  to  alter  the  wording  of  the  policy 
statement  was  withdrawn.  A  move  to  table  the  resolution  was  defeated  by  a 
vote  of  17  to  10  with  5  abstentions.   The  final  motion,  without  the  amendment, 
was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  l6  to  13  with  3  abstentions. 

The  meeting  was  adjoiirned  at  6:11.

1.   The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  November  3  were  approved. 
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MIKUTT^JS  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  LIBRARY  COl^JCITTEE,  DECEI^ffiER  1,  1970   (Continued ) 

2.  Dr.  LaTorre  reported 

(a)  That  the  Facility  Library  Survey  had  been  completed,  that  tabu- 
lation had  been  done  by  the  computer,  and  that  the  typing  of 
the  comments  made  by  the  faculty  was  almost  completed.  As  of 
December  1,  252  Student  Library  Surveys  had  been  returned.  He 
indicated  that  the  results  of  these  surveys  would  be  discussed 
at  the  January  1971  meeting  of  the  Library  Committee. 

(b)  That  he  had  replied  to  the  letter  of  Dean  C.  E.  Green  of  Nov.  2. 
He  read  his  reply  to  this  letter. 

(c)  That  the  Report  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Planning  Committee  for  the  Expansion 
of  the  Robert  Muldrow  Cooper  Library,  of  which  he  was  a  member, 
had  been  completed.  Three  stages  of  expansion  had  been  recommended 
vrith  dates  needed  and  estimated  cost. 

3.  In  reply  to  a  question  concerning  the  freezing  of  funds  for  the  purchase 
of  library  books,  Mr.  Gourlay  read  from  the  memorandum,  of  Nov.  23  to  the 
Academic  Deans  from  Dean  Hurst  on  Reduced  Spending  for  the  1970-71  Academic 
Year  items  3  and  5-   The  Committee  expressed  concern  about  the  freezing  of 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  library  books  and  instructed  its  Chairman  to  express 
this  concern  to  Dean  Green. 

k.       Dr.  LaTorre  welcomed  the  Communications  Resources  Committee  and  Vice 
President  Stanley  G.  Nicholas.  Mr.  Harry  Durham,  Chairman  of  the  Communications 
Resoujrces  referred  to  the  Draft  of  Recommendation  from  Communications  Resources 
Committee  and  commented  on  the  recommendation.  After  discussion.  Dr.  LaTorre 
said  that  he  would  appoint  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee  to  investigate  the  feasibility 
of  acquiring,  cataloging  and  storing  audiovisual  materials  in  the  main  library. 

5.   In  reply  to  a  query  as  to  time  delays  for  ordering  and  cataloging  books, 
Mr.  Gourlay  made  some  general  observations  on  reasons  for  time  delays. 

(a)  The  first  step  after  receiving  requests  is  to  conduct  a  "search"  to 
see  if  the  item  is  already  in  the  library  in  order  to  avoid  purchas- 
ing duplicate  copies.  Frequently  a  high  percentage  of  the  items 
requested  are  already  in  the  library.  This  figure  is  sometimes  as 
high  as  50^. 

(b)  Incorrect  bibliographic  information,  incorrect  spelling  of  authors' 
names,  or  titles  and  illegible  writing  slow  up  searching.  Also, 
many  requests  are  received  on  which  publisher,  place  or  price  are 
not  indicated. 

(c)  The  variety  of  entries  under  which  a  particular  publication  might 
be  listed  consumes  a  great  deal  of  time  in  searching.  Corporate 
entries  -  congresses,  conferences,  proceedings,  transactions  -  have 
to  be  verified  in  a  variety  of  bibliographic  sources  depending  on 
the  subject  matter  of  the  request  or  the  language  of  the  publication.

Searching  bibliographic  entries  in  the  English  language  is  frequently 
complicated,  but  when  the  search  is  made  in  French,  German,  Spanish, 
Russian,  or  Italian,  the  task  proves  more  difficult,  particularly  if 
the  author's  name  or  title  of  the  publication  has  been  misspelled  on 
the  request  form. 

(d)  Publishers  sometimes  announce  books  well  in  advance  of  publication 
date.  An  example  was  cited  in  which  Joslyn's  METHODS  OF  FOOD  ANALYSIS 
vTas  requested  by  a  faculty  member  in  March  I96U.  The  book  was  pub- 
lished in  April  1970. 

(e)  For  many  publications  the  library  has  to  write  to  foreign  countries 
or  domestic  sources  to  find  out  availability  and  price. 

(f)  I^ny  items  requested  have  been  out  of  print  for  years  and  have  to  be 
searched  for  by  dealers.   This  is  usually  a  very  long  process. 

(g)  The  library  maintains  1,035  standing  orders  to  receive  publications 
in  series  as  they  become  available.  If  the  series  is  not  included 
on  a  request  form  the  series  files  have  to  be  checked  to  find  out 
if  the  publication  is  in  a  series  or  is  a  separate  monograph. 

(h)  Routine  filing  of  requests,  verifying  invoices,  corresponding  with 
publishers  for  incorrect  editions  received,  and  a  variety  of  other 
clerical  duties  are  time  consuming. 

Some  Solutions 

(a)  Enrrployment  of  additional  searchers.   If  an  employee  has  an  aptitude 
for  this  type  of  work  he  can  usually  perform  adequately  after  a 
year  of  close  supervision,  provided  he  has  competence  in  foreign 
languages. 

(b)  Application  of  automation,  where  feasible,  to  acquisition  procedures. 

(c)  Clemson  library  is  geared  to  the  printed  cards  of  the  Library  of 
Congress.  VJork  flow  is  dependent  on  receipt  of  cards;  otherwise  it 
would  be  necessary  to  employ  a  very  large  staff  of  linguistic  and 
subject  specialists  in  the  cataloging  department.   Since  January 
1970,  automated  processing  of  requests  for  cards  at  the  Library  of 
Congress  is  bringing  card  distribution  service  up  to  acceptable 
standards.   This  improvement  in  service  is  being  reflected  in  the 
speed  of  books  being  processed  by  the  library.

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BIOLOGICAL  SCIENCES  MOVED;  VOGEL  APPOINTED  DEAN 


The  University  is  transferring  its  basic  biological  sciences  curriculum 
from  one  academic  college  to  another  in  a  major  reorganization  to  strengthen 
all  of  the  fundamental  science  programs. 

The  move  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  Feb.  3  meeting. 
Effective  July  1,  the  biological  sciences  (biochemistry,  botany,  microbiology 
and  zoology)  —  now  in  the  College  of  Agriculture  and  Biological  Sciences  — 
will  be  added  to  chemistry,  geology,  physics  and  mathematics  which  already 
form  a  tight  core  of  basic  sciences  in  the  College  of  Physical  and  Mathematical 
Sciences . 

Biochemistry,  botany,  microbiology  and  zoology  will  become  departments  with- 
in the  academic  unit  which  will  be  renamed  the  College  of  Physical,  Mathematical 
and  Biological  Sciences. 

Also  effective  July  1  is  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Henry  E.  Vogel,  head  of  the 
Department  of  Physics,  as  dean  of  the  college.   He  succeeds  Dr.  C.V.  Aucoin  who 
is  returning  to  full-time  teaching  duties  as  professor  of  mathematics.   Associate 
dean  will  be  Dr.  Rufus  K.  Guthrie,  who  has  served  as  director  of  the  Division  of 
Biology  since  September  1969. 

In  other  action,  the  Board  approved: 

—  the  following  recommendation  by  the  Committee  on  Names  for  Campus  Buildings 
and  Roads:   Agricultural  Engineering  Building  be  named  McAdams  Hall  in  memory  of 
William  N.  McAdams,  former  associate  professor  of  agricultural  engineering  whose 
period  of  service  spanned  20  years;  Industrial  Engineering  Building  be  named 
Freeman  Hall  in  memory  of  Edwin  J.  Freeman,  former  professor  of  metallurgy  and 
head  of  industrial  engineering  who  served  the  University  for  37  years;  the  YMCA 

be  named  in  memory  of  Preston  B.  Holtzendorff ,  Jr.,  general  superintendant  for 
the  YMCA  for  40  years;  and  Fike  Field  House  be  renamed  Fike  Recreation  Center. 

—  a  resolution  inviting  Mrs.  L.  Mendel  Rivers  to  make  available  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  letters,  papers  and  memorabilia  reflecting  the  remarkable  life  of  her 
late  husband,  that  they  may  be  preserved  and  protected  for  posterity  in  the 
Archieves  of  Robert  Muldrow  Cooper  Library. 

—  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Max  L.  Cetto  as  part-time  lecturer  in  the  College 
of  Architecture  for  the  spring  semester  of  the  1970-71  academic  year.

—  the  transfer  of  right  of  use  of  Camp  Harry  Daniels,  located  in  Calhoun 
County,  to  the  South  Carolina  State  College. 

—  increasing  summer  sessions  fees  to  $20  per  semester  credit  hour  for 
South  Carolina  residents  and  $35  per  semester  credit  hour  for  non-resident 
students,  effective  beginning  of  the  1971  summer  sessions.

POLICY  AND  PROCEDURES  FOR  SELECTING  HONORARY  DEGREE  RECIPIENTS 

The  University  Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  the  following  policy  and 
procedures  for  selecting  honorary  degree  recipients: 

Principles.   Honorary  degrees  will  be  conferred  in  recognition  of  eminent 
achievement  in  scholarship  or  of  high  distinction  in  public  service.   The 
awarding  of  honorary  degrees  will  be  regarded  as  a  method  by  which  the 
University  expresses  its  ideals  and  recognizes  exceptional  attainments. 

Procedures  for  Nominating  Candidates.   Nomination  of  candidates  for 
honorary  degrees  may  be  made  by  any  interested  person  by  submitting  in 
written  form  the  accomplishments  of  the  nominee  to  the  President  of  the 
University. 

Procedures  for  Selecting  Candidates.   A  committee  is  established  consisting 
of  the  President  of  the  University,  who  shall  serve  as  Chairman;  the  Presiden 
of  the  Faculty  Senate,  who  shall  serve  as  Secretary;  and  the  two  immediate  pa 
presidents  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  currently  in  the  employ  of  Clemson  Univer- 
sity.  The  committee  shall  be  subject  to  the  call  of  the  President  of  the 
University,  and  shall  submit  its  recommendations  for  the  awarding  of  honorary 
degrees  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  approval.   Consideration  for  the  awardin 
of  honorary  degrees  will  be  limited  to  occasions  of  special  significance  to 
the  University,  when  the  awarding  would  clearly  express  the  ideals  of  the 
University  or  recognize  exceptional  attainment.

Most  of  the  openings  are  lectureships,  chiefly  in 
biology,  chemistry,  economics  and  business  administration,  engineering,  the 
teaching  of  English  as  a  foreign  language,  literature,  mathematics,  and  physics 
Lecturing  appointments  normally  allow  tine  for  research.   Several  research 
awards  are  available  in  the  Arabian  Gulf  States,  Romania,  and  a  few  other 
countries;  travel-only  grants  are  now  offered  for  research  in  Israel  in  the 
humanities  and  behavioral  sciences. 

Faculty  members  who  may  be  interested  in  Fulbright  grants  for  1972-73 
are  invited  to  complete  a  simple  registration  form  as  soon  as  possible.  Copies 
are  available  from,  the  Office  of  University  Research,  or  from  VJashington  at 
the  address  given  above.   Registrants  will  receive  the  new  announcement  as 
soon  as  it  is  issued  in  the  spring,  in  time  to  consider  the  possibilities 
and  to  apply  before  the  closing  date. 


GRADUATE  COUNCIL  MEETING 


The  Graduate  Council  met  in  Room  21,  Tillman  Hall,  on  January  15,  1971 
at  2:30  p.m.   Present  for  the  meeting  were:  Dean  A.  E.  Schwartz,  C.  W.  Bolen, 
W.  C.  Godley,  H.  W.  Graben,  V.  S.  Hodges,  A.  K.  Jensen,  W.  L.  Vick,  J.  S.  Wolf, 
A.  S.  Tombes.  R.  E.  Schoenike  attended  for  R.  M.  Allen  and  G.  R.  Smith  attended 
for  G.  D.  Riggs. 

The  minutes  of  the  Graduate  Council  meeting  of  November  19  were  amended 
to  have  the  first  sentence  in  the  third  paragraph  read,  "Dr.  Riggs  questioned 
that  the  Graduate  Council's  only  responsibility  is  to  make  "most  presentable" 
the  material  we  submit  to  the  Comjnission  on  Higher  Education."  The  minutes  of 
the  meeting  of  December  l6,  1970  were  approved  as  written. 

The  policy  for  loan  and  copying  of  Clemson  University  theses  and  disser- 
tations was  discussed.   Dean  Schwartz  appointed  a  subcommittee  consisting  of 
A.  K.  Jensen,  Chairman  and  A.  S.  Tombes  and  instructed  the  subcommittee  to 
examine  in  consultation  with  1^.  Gourlay,  Director  of  the  Library,  the  present 
policy  and  report  recommended  changes  to  the  council. 

The  council  next  considered  a  recommendation  from  the  Department  of  Lang- 
uages.  The  recommendation  is  that  a  two-semester  accelerated  sequence  be  set 
up  (151,  152)  which  would  carry  six  hours  of  undergraduate  credit,  taken  for 
the  express  purpose  of  meeting  the  graduate  reading  requirement.   The  examina- 
tion in  each  course  would  be  standardized  test  (CEEB)  comparable  to  the  GSFT. 
A  student  would  receive  credit  and  a  grade  on  these  courses  on  a  pass/fail  basis, 
According  to  the  Department  of  Languages,  this  recommendation,  if  approved, 
would  not  negate  any  of  the  revised  graduate  language  policy  except  to  place 
151  on  a  pass/fail  basis.  Dean  Schwartz  directed  Dr.  Graben 's  subcommittee 
(charged  previously  vrith  reviewing  language  requirements)  to  consider  this 
recommendation  in  their  study.

Dr.  J.  S.  Wolf  distributed  a  revised  statement  on  Research  in  Absentia 
prepared  by  his  subcommittee.  After  considerable  discussion,  Professor  Hodges 
moved  that  the  council  approve  the  report  as  modified.   The  motion  v.'as  seconded 
by  Dr.  Jensen  and  approved.   A  copy  of  the  report,  as  approved,  is  attached  to 
these  minutes.

The  Chairman  mentioned  to  the  Council  that  THE  TIGER  was  interested  in 
receiving  copies  of  the  minutes  of  AFSC  meetings  and  asked  for  a  decision 
regarding  the  request. 

It  was  the  concensus  of  the  Council  that  the  Chairman  should  advise  THE 
TIGER  of  actions  or  discussions  recorded  in  the  minutes  but  only  AFTER  the 
minutes  have  been  approved  and  forwarded  to  the  President. 

ACTION:   On  a  separate  motion  by  Dr.  Idol,  the  Council  recommended  that 
the  APPROVED  minutes  of  AFSC  meetings  be  forwarded  to  the  University  Publica- 
tions Office  for  possible  use  in  the  KEV7SLETTER. 

Under  the  heading  of  old  business,  the  Chairman  noted  that  the  Council  had 
not  received  a  reply  from  Mr.  Bost  to  its  request  for  a  copy  of  the  communi- 
cation from  the  state  auditor  regarding  the  Student  Services  financial  opera- 
tions (see  minutes  of  December  3?  1970).   The  Chairman  asked  Mr.  Loraax  to 
follow  up  on  the  request  to  Mr.  Bost.

1.  The  University  should  immediately  proceed  with  the  full  renovation 
of  Fike  Field  House  and  the  addition  of  a  pool,  and  work  for  the 
quickest  possible  completion  of  the  full  program  envisioned  for 
that  building. 

2.  VThatever  money  is  left  from  appropriation  should  be  applied  entirely 
for  the  construction  of  a  University  Union.  If  insufficient  funds 
are  available  for  its  completion,  the  University  should  then  seek 
additional  appropriations  from  the  State  or  a  supplemental  bond  issue, 
so  that  the  full  program  envisioned  for  the  Union  can  be  realized. 

3.  We  feel  that  a  new  and  separate  office  building  for  the  Athletic 
Department  is  not  a  project  which  the  University  should  fund  at 
this  time,  especially  \d.th  University  Union  funds.  VJe  recommend 
instead  that  the  University  mobilize  the  vast  potential  of  its 
IPTAY  supporters  to  fund  such  a  building,  with  the  College  of 
Architecture  providing  the  architectural  work  free  of  charge. 

The  motion,  to  propose  the  resolution  as  a  Council  recommendation,  did  not 
receive  a  second. 

Dr.  Prochaska  discussed  briefly  the  Faculty  Senate's  position  regarding 
the  Union.   The  Council  felt  that  it  might  be  helpfial  to  have  Vice  President 
for  Development  Stan  Nicholas  visit  with  the  Council  and  appraise  recent  de- 
velopments in  the  Union  project.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  JANUARY  12,  1971 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  U:15.  Minutes  of  the  previous  meeting 
were  approved  as  circulated.  Professor  K.  Lehotsky,  hov/ever  called  attention 
to  the  apparent  emphasis  given  in  the  previous  mjinutes  to  salary  in  questioning 
a  statement  made  by  Dr.  Morris,  Commissioner  of  Higher  Education,  who  had  said 
in  the  Greenville  News  that  faculty  salaries  at  Clemson  were  the  equal  of  those 
at  comparable  institutions.   Professor  Lehotsky  pointed  out  that  the  objection 
was  not  so  much  because  salaries  were  in  fact  somewhat  lower  here  than  else- 
where, but  rather  because  of  the  inaccuracy  of  the  statement. 

President  Prochaska  reported  that  he  had  asked  further  questions  for 
clarification  of  the  University-wide  budget  cuts  in  response  to  faculty  requests. 
Salaries  were  excluded  from  the  cut-back,  but  four  areas  were  specifically 
affected:  staff  vacancies;  graduate  fellowships;  equipment  purchases;  and  travel 
allov;ances.  All  travel  money  still  in  college  budgets  has  been  cut  by  ^QPJo 
across  the  board.   Priorities  on  expenditure  of  the  remainder  have  been  left 
to  the  discretion  of  the  academic  deans. 

President  Prochaska  reported  that  there  is  still  no  word  officially  on  the 
I   University  Union  project.   The  office  of  the  Vice  President  for  Development, 
l|   which  is  gathering  information  relevant  to  the  project,  has  not  acquired  all 
of  the  information  that  it  desires  before  reporting  to  the  Senate. 

President  Prochaska  reported  that  the  Senate's  resolution  discouraging 
examinations  given  in  other  than  scheduled  class  hours  will  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  academic  deans  at  their  regular  meeting  by  Dean  Hurst.   He 
also  reported  a  slight  change  in  the  composition  of  Ad  Hoc  Coraiittee  C;  at 
his  own  request,  Professor  Harold  Cooledge  has  been  made  an  advisory  member, 
rather  than  a  regular  voting  member  of  the  committee,  since  his  official 
position  as  marshal  makes  it  inadvisable  for  him  to  hold  voting  status. 
Further,  President  Prochaska  reported  on  a  November  30  resolution  passed  by 
Student  Senate  officers  to  resign  unless  certain  grievances  were  dealt  with 
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MII'JUTSS  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  JANUARY  12,  1971  (Continued) 

satisfactorily;  these  complaints  concerned  the  Department  of  Services,  the 
student  judiciary  branches,  the  review  of  student  Judiciary  sentences  by  the 
Administration  and  the  chance  of  increasing  original  sentences,  and  the  pov/er 
of  veto  held  by  the  Administration  over  Student  Senate  resolutions.  President 
Prochaska  reported  that  on  Jan.  11  the  Student  Senate  passed  a  resolution  to 
form  committees  of  students  and  representatives  from  the  Office  of  Student 
Affairs  to  deal  with  each  of  these  matters  operating  under  a  student- imposed 
deadline  of  March  1. 

For  the  V/elfare  Committee,  Professor  J.  C.  Mallins  reported  that  the 
matter  of  student  dress  code  was  still  in  consideration.  A  request  to  his 
committee  to  investigate  excessive  noise  during  class  hours  caused  by  main- 
tenance and  repair  work  by  the  physical  plant  crews  had  been  received  and 
Mr.  Rochester  has  offered  to  listen  to  and  attempt  to  remedy  specific  com- 
plaints. Chief  grievances  centered  around  work  done  in  the  P&A  Bldg.  and 
lawn  mowing  and  floor  waxing  during  regular  class  hours. 

For  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  Professor  John  Idol 
reported  that  no  meeting  has  been  held  in  December. 

For  the  Research  Committee,  Professor  J.  C.  Fanning  presented  a  complete 
report  on  the  "Clemson  Bottoms,"  some  lUO  acres  lying  between  the  two  diver- 
sion dams  along  the  old  Seneca  River  bed.   The  report  included  the  history  of 
arguments  presented  to  the  U.  S.  Corps  of  Engineers  which  resulted  in  the 
construction  of  the  $3.5-niillion  dams,  including  a  statement  from  the  Board 
of  Trustees  referring  to  this  land  as  "valuable"  and  "absolutely  irreplaceable" 
for  the  Clemson  program  in  agriculture  and  related  research.   Evidence  pre- 
sented from  the  Senate  floor  seconded  the  Board  of  Trustees'  opinion,  pointing 
out  examples  such  as  research  on  corn  stunt  virus,  nov;  possible  only  in  that 
particular  soil,  at  that  olace,  and  currently  in  progress.  Professor  Fanning 's 
report  concluded  with  a  summary  of  current  construction  and  future  plans  which 
will  utilize  parts  of  the  land  for  baseball  and  football  fields,  a  soccer  field, 
a  running  track,  a  putting  green,  spectators'  stands,  animal  pens,  and  an  area 
for  highway  research,  all  of  which  will  make  the  land  itself  unusable  for  its 
present  and  projected  purposes  in  agricultural  research.  For  his  committee. 
Professor  Fanning  proposed  a  resolution  calling  for  a  faculty  voice  in  the  change 
of  use  of  Clemson  lands  from  original  or  present  uses;  this  was  seconded  by 
Professor  B.  C.  Caffrey. 

Professor  K.  Lehotsky  proposed  an  amendment,  seconded  by  Professoi  J.  L. 
Arbena,  requesting  that  faculty  members  from  affected  departments  be  part  of 
the  decision-making  group.  A  motion  by  J.  C.  Mullins  to  table  the  amendment 
and  the  original  motion, seconded  by  Professor  D.  R.  LaTorre,  on  the  grounds 
that  the  Senate's  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B  was  working  on  a  proposal  which  would  ask 
for  faculty  voice  in  future  Planning  and  Development  Committees,  was  defeated 
by  a  vote  of  l8  to  10.  Discussion  of  the  Lehotsky  amendment  included  the  con- 
cern that,  should  changes  at  the  University  involve  no  specific  department,  a 
strict  interpretation  of  the  wording  of  the  resolution  could  exclude  the  faculty 
on  the  grounds  that  there  were  no  "affected  departments,"  but  the  amendment 
passed  by  a  vote  of  18  to  10.  A  further  amendment,  proposed,  seconded,  and 
passed  unanimously,  added  "facilities"  to  "land"  as  the  concern  of  the 
faculty  in  planning. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  I'ffiETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  JAMJARY  12,  1971   (Continued) 

Discussion  of  the  amended  motion  from  the  floor  included  first  the 
suggestion  that  it  was  the  job  of  the  various  academic  deans  to  fight  for 
preservation  of  lands  and/or  facilities  needed  for  the  work  of  their  depart- 
ments. Senate  members  argued  that  in  a  school  or  college  where  the  dean 
might  be  acquiescent  to  suggestion  made  him  from  his  superiors,  the  voice  of 
the  faculty  was  urgently  needed  to  put  the  case  and  viewpoint  of  dissenters 
from  such  suggestions.  It  was  also  pointed  out  that  representatives  from  the 
faculty  of  departments  who  desired  a  change,  that  might  be  opposed  by  another 
department,  would  have  equal  voice  in  such  a  planning  group.   The  motion  as 
finally  presented  read: 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommends  careful  consideration  be  made  before  the 
Clemson  bottom  land  or  any  other  area  is  removed  from  academic  or 
research  use.   In  order  to  implement  this  recommendation  it  is  re- 
quested that  faculty  representatives  of  the  departments  affected  par- 
ticipate in  any  decision  pertaining  to  contemplated  changes  in  use 
of  University  lands  and  facilities. 

The  motion  passed  by  a  vote  of  21  to  7  ^-rith   no  abstentions.   It  was  pointed 
out  from  the  floor  after  the  vote  that  some  negative  votes  represented  senators 
who  agreed  with  the  need  for  faculty  representation  in  such  planning,  but 
feared  that  the  proposal  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B  might  represent  a  duplication  of 
effort. 

For  the  Policy  Committee,  Professor  H.  D.  Adams  reported  that  the  Schedul- 
ing Committee  will  meet  on  January  21  to  discuss  such  matters  as  night  quizzes, 
exam  schedules  for  one-hour  courses,  the  present  class  meeting  pattern,  and  the 
I97I-72  class  schedules.   Senate  members  who  have  suggestions  or  criticisms 
should  make  their  views  known  to  the  Scheduling  Committee  members  in  their  ovm 
departments  and  ask  for  a  direct  report  after  the  meeting. 

For  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A,  Professor  M.  W.  Jutras  reported  that  the  revision 
of  the  faculty  manual  is  complete.   Two  copies  of  the  revision  will  be  sent  to 
each  Senate  member,  one  for  his  files  and  one  on  which  he  may  make  notes  for 
discussion  at  a  special  Senate  meeting  to  be  called  at  the  end  of  January,  at 
v/hich  time  the  revision  will  be  approved,  disapproved,  and/or  amended. 

For  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B,  Professor  R.  F.  Borgman  reported  that  their  work 
is  not  yet  complete,  but  a  report  should  be  ready  for  the  Senate  in  February. 
For  Ad  Hoc  Committee  C,  Professor  B.  J.  Skelton  reported  that  the  committee 
will  begin  work  by  studying  the  reports  submitted  during  previous  investigations 
of  the  problems  of  and  recommendations  for  graduation. 

Tlie  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:l8.

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UNIVERSITY  RECEIVES  RESEARCH  GRANTS  TOTALING  $76,495 

The  University  has  received  two  research  grants  totaling  $76,495. 

A  grant  of  $32,495  has  been  awarded  to  Dr.  Tah-Teh  Yang,  Prof,  of  Mechanical 
Engineering,  for  the  development  of  a  carbon  dioxide  gun  to  be  used  primarily  for 
treating  serious  burns,  cleaning  wounds,  and  other  surgical  procedures.   The  grant, 
awarded  by  the  U.S.  Army  Medical  Research  and  Development  Command,  is  to  support 
the  first  year's  work. 

A  $44,000  grant  has  been  awarded  to  Dr.  Robert  H.  Barker,  Assoc.  Prof,  of 
Textiles  and  Chemistry,   to  support  further  research  aimed  at  improving  the 
treatment  of  cotton  to  make  it  flame  resistant  and  thus  one  of  the  safest  fibers 
for  consumers.   The  grant,  awarded  by  Cotton  Incorporated,  is  for  the  third  year  of 
the  research  project  which  began  in  1969.  Previous  grants  totaled  $52,800. 

BAUKNIGHT  NAMED  CONSERVATION  EDUCATOR  OF  THE  YEAR 

Lehman  M.  "Frosty"  Bauknight,  Jr.,  Assoc.  Prof,  of  Agricultural  Economics,  has 
been  named  South  Carolina's  Conservation  Educator  of  the  Year  in  the  governor's 
conservation  achievement  awards  program.

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ADMINISTRATION-FACULTY-STUDENT  COUNCIL  MEETING,  JAMJA.RY  28,  1971 

Chairman  Robert  Behling  called  the  regular  meeting  of  AFSC  to  order  at 
1:05  p.m.  in  the  Student  Government  Conference  Room. 

The  following  were  present;  Chairman  Robert  Behling,  B.  J.  Prochaska, 
M.  V/.  Jutras,  Larry  Kemmerlin,  E.  H.  McCarter,  M.  N.  Lomax,  John  Idol,  A.  W. 
Rigsby,  George  Moore.  Diane  Kerr  was  absent. 

ACTION:  The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  January  22  were  approved  as  distri- 
buted, after  the  Council  clarified  the  second  action  item  as  "the  concensus 
of  the  Council"  rather  than  an  approved  motion. 

Chairman  Behling  entered  into  the  record  a  memorandum  from  Mr.  W.  V.  Bost, 
Assistant  to  the  Vice  President  for  Student  Affairs.  The  text  of  the  memorandum 
follows : 

"Chairman  Behling  asked  if  I  would  provide  the  committee  with  a  copy  of 
the  State  auditor's  communication  regarding  the  necessity  of  the  Voucher 
System  for  the  Department  of  Services, 

"Mr.  Lucas'  communication  was  made  at  a  meeting  attended  by  Mr.  Morris, 
who  had  opportunity  to  ask  any  questions.  Since  the  report  was  not  written 
and  no  minutes  of  the  meeting  v;ere  made,  a  written  communication  is  un- 
available. 

"At  present,  the  Department  of  Services  is  operating  under  the  Voucher 
System,  the  transmittal  of  books  to  a  University  account  having  been 
completed.  However,  a  committee  has  been  established  to  study  the 
possibility  of  the  Department  of  Services  as  a  separate,  incorporated 
entity.  Mr.  Lucas  will  no  doubt  be  coming  to  campus  again  to  study  the 
matter.  I  am  sure  he  will  once  again  state  why  the  change  to  a  University 
account  was  proper  and  necessary. " 

Regarding  the  University  Union  project.  Chairman  Behling  asked  the  Secre- 
tary to  invite  Mr.  Stan  Nicholas,  Vice  President  for  Development  and  Mr.  B.  E. 
Trent  to  the  Council  meeting  of  February  10.  Discussion  will  continue  at  that 
time  on  the  University  Union/Fike  Field  House  renovation/Stadium  Road  facility. 

The  subject  of  honorary  degrees  awarded  by  the  University  was  explored, 
and  General.  Rigsby  told  the  Council  that  he  could  report  further  on  this  subject 
officially  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Coxmcil. 

A  subject  that  was  considered  by  a  previous  Tri-Level  Committee  in  1970 

(see  minutes  of  January  28,  1970)  student  and  faculty  representation  on 

the  working  committees  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  considered  briefly.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  called  for  the  purpose  of  consid- 
ering the  proposed  revision  of  the  Faculty  Manual,  was  called  to  order  at  U:l8.

President  Prochaska  announced  the  presence  by  invitation  at  the  m.eeting  of 
Dean  Victor  Hurst,  member  ex  officio  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A,  and  his  represent- 
ative in  committee  deliberations,  Dean  Claud  Green.

Chairman  Robert  Behling  called  the  regular  meeting  of  AFSC  to  order  at 
1:35  p.m.  in  the  Student  Government  Conference  Room. 

The  following  were  present:  Chairman  Robert  Behling,  B.  J.  Prochaska, 
M.  W.  Jutras,  E.  H.  McCarter,  M.N.  Lomax,  John  Idol,  A.  W.  Rigsby,  Diane  Kerr, 
George  Moore.  Visitors  present  were  Vice  President  for  Development,  Stanley 
Nicholas  and  YMCA   Executive  Secretary,  Buford  Trent.   Larry  Kemmerlin  was 
absent. 

Chairman  Behling  noted  that  in  the  minutes  of  Jan.  28,  1971,  references 
to  a  Student  Union  was  in  all  cases  references  to  a  "University  Union"  facility 
that  would  serve  all  facets  of  the  University  family.

In  response  to  questions,  Mr.  Trent  indicated  that  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Union  Building  Committee  and  was  deeply  interested  in  providing  in  the  Clem.son 
Union  every  possible  facility  for  which  Clemson  students,  facvilty  and  staff 
had  expressed  an  interest. 

Mr.  Nicholas  emphasized  that  the  Union  development  should  be  thought  of  in 
terms  of  a  total  development  including  both  a  union  building  and  renovation  of 
Fike  Field  House.   Since  the  latter  would  displace  intercollegiate  athletics, 
it  is  also  necessary  that  thought  be  devoted  at  the  same  time  to  some  plan  to 
house  the  athletic  administrative  offices  and  training  facilities.   He  noted 
that  student  evaluation  of  what  the  union  should  provide  has  aiDparently  shifted 
to  an  emphasis  on  "physical"  from  a  previous  emphasis  on  "social"  facilities. 

The  Council,  as  well  as  others  present,  agreed  that  there  was  every  indi- 
cation from  students,  faculty  and  others  concerned  that  the  renovation  of  Fike 
Field  House  should  proceed  as  soon  as  possible  (current  forecasts  project  a 
starting  date  of  June  1971  and  completion  date  of  August  1972).  Additional 
funds  are  needed,  and  are  being  sought  to  insure  that  both  the  University 
Union  Building  and  stadium  road  facility  be  built  quickly  and  as  completely  as 
desired. 

Because  of  extended  discussion  on  the  Union,  votes  on  Faculty-Student 
Representation  on  working  committees  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  a  sub- 
committee report  on  the  establishment  of  a  University  Senate  were  rescheduled 
for  next  week. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  Council  adjourned  at  2:30  p.m.

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UNIVERSITY  RECEIVES  $238,150  GRANT  FROM  SELF  FOUNDATION 

The  University's  College  of  Engineering  has  been  awarded  a  $238,150  grant 
from  the  Greenwood-based  Self  Foundation  to  support  development  projects  for  three 
unique  "classrooms  for  the  future." 

The  three-part  grant  provides  for  these  programs,  already  in  progress: 

A  computer-assisted  instruction  classroom  designed  to  replace  traditional 
chalk-and-blackboard  instruction  with  powerful  computer  and  television  teaching 
methods.

Dr.  Ronald  W.  Stingelin,  staff  geologist  and  manager  of  the  environmental 
sciences  branch  of  HPB-Singer  Inc.  in  State  College,  Pa.,  will  speak  at  a  public 
lecture  at  7:30  p.m.  in  Lowry  Hall  Auditorium  Tuesday,  March  30.   Hosted  by  the 
Department  of  Civil  Engineering,  the  program  is  funded  by  the  National  Science 
Foundation  and  the  American  Society  of  Pho to gramme try .   Dr.  Stingelin  will  discuss 
the  history  and  state  of  the  art  of  using  infrared  aerial  photography  and  imagery 
for  such  things  as  ecological,  water  resources,  land  use  and  geological  studies.

Chairman  Robert  Behling  called  the  regular  meeting  of  AFSC  to  order  at 
1:35  j).rci.    in  the  Student  Government  Conference  Room. 

The  following  members  were  present:  Chairman  Robert  Behling,  M.  W.  Jutras, 
E.  H.  McCarter,  B.  J.  Prochaska,  M.  N.  Lomax,  Diane  Kerr,  Larry  Kemmerlin, 
George  Moore.  General  A.  W.  Rigsby  and  Dr.  John  Idol  were  absent. 

ACTION:  The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  February  10,  were  approved  as  dis- 
tributed. 

Dr.  Prochaska  reported  for  the  AFSC  subcommittee  appointed  to  study  the 
question  of  establishing  a  University  Senate.   The  following  findings  and  rec- 
ommendations were  presented: 

A  body  consisting  of  representatives  of  the  administration,  faculty  and 
students  already  exists  on  campus.   This  Council,  the  Administration- 
Faculty-  Student  Council  (AFSC),  reports  directly  to  the  President  of  the 
University  and  has  equal  voting  representation  from  the  three  members  of 
the  University  community. 

The  AFSC  has  as  its  principal  responsibility  the  consideration  of  areas  of 
common  concern  and  mutual  interest  for  the  betterment  of  the  University 
community.   (Paraphrased  from  a  memorandum  to  the  AFSC  from  Dr.  R.  C. 
Edwards  dated  Oct.  6,  1970.)  This  committee  has  accepted  its  responsi- 
bility of  providing  a  means  of  communication  among  and  between  the  three 
parties  concerned,  as  attested  to  by  the  minutes  of  the  Coiincil.  On 
the  other  hand,  since  many  problems  are  not  of  mutual  concern  to  all  members 
of  the  University,  it  appears  desirable  to  retain  the  Faculty  and  Student 
Senates  as  separate  organizations. 

The  Council  consists  of  nine  voting  members  chosen  by  and  from  the  respect- 
ive areas  and  one  non-voting  ex-officio  member,  the  Vice  President  for 
Executive  Affairs.  Because  of  its  size,  the  Council  is  able  to  study 
and  discuss  matters,  efficiently.   The  creation  of  another  forum  at  this 
level  would  be  adding  to  the  bureaucratic  structure  and  would  duplicate 
the  efforts  of  the  AFSC. 

The  operation  and  organization  of  the  AFSC  could  be  improved.  In  doing 
so,  its  effectiveness  could  be  increased  and  it  could  serve  the  Univer- 
sity community  to  a  greater  extent. 

The  subcommittee  therefore  recommends: 

1.  That  a  separate  organization  called  the  "University  Senate"  not  be 
formed . 

2.  That  communication  between  the  Student  S'enate  and  Faculty  Senate 
be  improved  by  such  means  as:   (l)  meetings  between  the  respective 
officers,  and/or  (2)  meetings  between  committee  chairmen  of  the 
appropriate  and  respective  bodies,  and/or  (3)  exchange  of  approved 
minutes  of  the  two  bodies,  etc. 
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ADMINISTRATION- FACULTY-STUDENT  COIMCIL  MEETING,  FEBRmRY  17 >  1971   (Continued) 

3.  That  careful  consideration  be  given  to  the  selection  of  representatives 

to  the  AFSC. 
k.     That  the  representatives  of  the  AFSC  for  the  coming  academic  year  be 

selected  at  the  end  of  the  preceeding  year  after  the  Faculty  Senate 

elections  in  April. 

5.  That  an  organizational  meeting  of  the  AFSC  be  called  by  the  President 
of  Clems on  University  immediately  after  the  representatives  have  been 
selected  for  the  coming  academic  year. 

6.  That  the  role  of  the  AFSC,  as  an  advisory  council  to  the  President, 
be  reaffirmed  and  strengthened  by  the  President  of  Clemson  University. 

ACTION;  The  Council  unanimously  adopted  the  subcommittee  report  and 
recommendations,  and  recommends  them  to  the  President  of  the  University. 
(Motion  by  Dr.  Prochaska) 

Chairman  Behling  reported  on  the  status  of  a  recommendation  by  the  previous 
AFSC  for  appointment  of  representative  faculty  and  students,  by  the  faculty  and 
student  senates  respectively,  to  membership  on  the  University  Board's  various 
working  committees.  Some  decision  on  this  recommendation  is  forthcoming  and  a 
final  report  should  be  possible  vdthin  the  next  few  weeks. 

Discussion  continued  on  the  University  Union/Fike  Field  House/Stadlum  Road 
facility.  Chairman  Behling  appointed  M.  W.  Jutras  (Chairman),  Larry  Kemmerlin 
and  E.  H.  McCarter  to  a  subcommittee  to  formulate  a  position  statement  regard- 
ing these  buildings  and  a  recommendation  of  priority  for  proceeding  to  con- 
struction. 

Mr.  McCarter  in  exploring  further  the  possibility  of  some  source  of 
additional  funding  for  these  buildings  reported  that  the  Board  of  Trustees 
recently  approved  a  $3-  million  ($2.8  million  net)  bond  issue  for  campus  im- 
provements, renovations,  etc.   There  is  no  indication  any  appreciable  bonding 
capacity  in  this  category  could  be  realized  in  the  next  year. 

Mr.  Kemmerlin  told  the  Council  that  the  Department  of  Services  had  given 
up  any  thoughts  of  incorporating  their  operation  this  year.  There  is  some 
indication  this  approach  may  be  considered  f\irther  next  year. 

Agenda  items  for  next  week  include  (l)  a  report  by  the  subcommittee 
appointed  today,   (2)  university  memberships  in  the  ACC  and  (3)  legal  aid 
for  students  and  employees. 

There  being  no  further  business  the  Council  adjourned  at  2:35  p.m. 
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GRADUATE  COUNCIL  MEETING,  FEBRUARY  12,  1971 

The  Graduate  Council  met  in  Tillman  Hall,  Room  21,  on  February  12  at  3:^5 
p.m.  All  members  of  the  Council  were  present  for  the  meeting. 

The  minutes  of  the  Graduate  Council  meeting  of  Jan.  15  were  approved.  How- 
ever, Dr.  Riggs  moved  that  the  policy  statement  in  the  January  minutes  regard- 
ing Research  in  Absentia  be  repealed  and  that  the  report  be  returned  to  the 
subcommittee  on  Research  in  Absentia  for  further  study.   The  motion  was  seconded 
by  Dr.  Allen  and  was  approved  by  the  Council. 

A  committee,  chaired  by  Dr.  Allen,  on  course  loads  for  graduate  students 
reported  that  the  upper  limits  on  graduate  student  loads  as  set  forth  in  the 
I969-I97O  Record  of  the  Graduate  School  are  satisfactory  and  recommended  that 
the  minimum  loads  for  full-time  graduate  students  in  residence  should  be  six 
hours  per  semester  in  regular  session  and  three  hours  per  summer  session.  Dr. 
Allen  moved  that  the  report  be  approved  as  submitted.  Dr.  Graben  seconded  the 
motion.  The  Council  voted  to  temporarily  table  the  report  to  be  discussed 
further , 

Dean  Schwartz  approved  the  following  requests  regarding  graduate  courses:

Chairman  Rohert  Behling  called  the  regular  meeting  of  AFSC  to  order  at 
1:35  p.m.  in  the  Student  Government  Conference  Room. 

The  following  members  were  present:  Chairman  Robert  Behling,  M.  V7.  Jutras, 
Diane  Kerr,  John  Idol,  A.  W.  Rigsby,  M.  N.  Lomax,  Larry  Kemmerlin,  Secretary 
George  Moore.  Absent:  B.  J.  Prochaska  and  E.  H.  McCarter. 

ACTION:  The  minutes  of  the  m.eeting  of  Feb.  1?  were  approved  as  distributed. 

General  Rigsby  advised  the  Council  of  a  letter  from  Dean  McClure  to  Dean 
Hurst  regarding  the  Council  minutes  of  January  22,  1971,  specifically  Mr.  Kemm- 
erlin 's  motion  on  the  subject  of  allocation/reallocation  of  funds  for  a  Univer- 
sity Union.  General  Rigsby  was  asked  to  advise  Dean  McClure  that  the  motion 
did  not  receive  a  second  therefore  was  not  considered  further. 

Chairman  Behling  read  to  the  Council  correspondence  from  President  Edwards 
expressing  his  consonance  with  the  Council's  resolution  of  Feb.  17  relative  to 
a  University  Senate. 

President  Edwards  also  asked  the  Couincil  to  recommend  the  number  of  students 
that  should  serve  with  the  working  committees  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  was 
the  concensus  of  the  Council  that  at  least  one  student  be  invited  to  meet  with 
the  committees. 

Dr.  Jutras  reported  for  the  subcommittee  appointed  to  study  priorities 
for  the  University  Union/Fike  Field  House  Renovation/Stadium  Road  facility 
complex.  The  following  recommendations  were  presented: 

1.  Since  it  is  generally  felt  by  students,  faculty,  and  staff  that 
presently  the  greatest  need  exists  for  recreational  facilities,  the 
renovation  of  Fike  Field  House  should  be  given  first  priority,  and 
the  plan  identified  as  Phase  I  should  be  implemented  as  soon  as 
possible. 

The  first  priority  item  will  benefit  the  greatest  number  of  Univer- 
sity personnel,  overall. 

2.  Since  the  administration's  request  for  state-appropriated  funds  was 
primarily  based  upon  the  need  for  a  Student  Union  facility,  limiting 
the  possibility  of  obtaining  additional  funds  from  the  legislature 
for  this  piirpose,  and 

Since  renovation  of  Fike  Field  House  will  leave  inadequate  funds  for 
more  than  one  additional  building,  and 

Since  a  Student  Union  Building  has  been  in  the  University's  plans  for 
several  years  and  repeated  delays  have  convinced  the  students  that 
the  University's  veracity  on  this  matter  is  questionable. 

Then  a  Union  Building  should  be  given  second  priority  (See  also  #U, 
below) 
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This  second  priority  item  wi3J.  "benefit  the  second  largest  number  of 
University  personnel,  overall. 

3.  Because  of  the  renovation  of  the  administrative  vring  and  of  the  Little 
Gym,  presently  identified  as  Phase  II  of  the  Fike  Renovation  Plan,  and 
the  construction  of  the  Stadium  Road  Facility  will  take  a  good  portion 
of  the  funds  remaining  after  completion  of  Phase  I,  and  leave  in- 
sufficient funds  for  the  University  Union  Building,  and 

Because  we  feel  that  a  request  for  fionds  from  the  legislature  for 
such  a  facility  will  stand  on  its  own  merits  (unlike  such  a  request 
for  completion  of  a  Union  Building),  and 

Because  the  students,  faculty,  staff  and  Athletic  Department  personnel 
can  all  share  Fike  Field  House  for  a  short  period  of  time  with  a 
limited  degree  of  discomfort  and  inconvenience  to  all  concerned  while 
implementation  of  Phase  I  takes  place, 

Phase  II  of  the  Fike  Renovation  Plan  and  the  Stadium  Road  Facility 
should  receive  third  priority,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
it  includes  an  expensive  facade  which  appears  to  add  little  to  the 
project. 

This  third  priority  item  benefits  fewer  people  in  the  University 
community,  overall,  than  do  the  first  and  second  priority  items. 

h.     As  a  possible  lower  cost  alternative  to  constructing  an  entirely  new 
facility  for  use  as  a  Union  Building,  the  University  should  look  care- 
fully at  the  possibility  of  renovating,  in  descending  order  of  apparent 
potential,  the  following  structures: 

a.  The  Quadrangle  (Student  Center) ,  incorporating  as  part  of  a  Union 
Building  the  presently  existing  University  Bookstore,  University 
Post  Office,  and  Cafeteria.  The  Student  Center  would  be  more 
central  and  would  incorporate  more  student-oriented  facilities 
(thus  attracting  students)  than  the  proposed  facility  to  be 
erected  across  from  the  Library.  Also,  this  would  beautify,  we 
hope,  an  ugly  building  complex. 

b.  Clems on  House.  With  the  intended  closing  of  the  Tiger  Tavern  due 
to  financial  exigencies,  and  the  recurring  review  of  services  pro- 
vided by  the  Hotel,  a  possible  alternate  use  could  be  as  a  Union 
Building.  Meeting  rooms,  kitchen  facilities,  dining  rooms,  park- 
ing, offices,  lounges,  and  guest  rooms  presently  exist.  Incor- 
poration of  additional  facilities  (see  item  5,  below)  may  be 
feasible  with  limited  renovations  required.   Two  handicaps  are 
the  lack  of  centrality,  and  the  need  to  cross  a  mcjor  thoroughfare 
for  access  by  pedestrians. 
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Through  renovation,  either  of  these  provide  superior  facilities 
to  supplement  the  Fike  Recreation  Center,  and  will  probably  pro- 
vide more  such  facilities  at  a  lower  cost  than  the  proposed  new 
building. 

5.  The  Um.versity  Union  Building  should  provide,  within  budgetary  limits, 
both  lounging  and  sports-hobby  facilities  to  supplement  those  to  be 
incorporated  into  Fike  Recreation  Center  and  to  supplerp.ent  other 
facilities  scattered  over  the  campus.  Such  facilities  might  include: 
bowling  alleys;  ping-pong  tables;  billiard  tables;  card  tables; 
meeting  rooms;  lockers  and  lounges  for  studying,  relaxing,  reading, 
etc.,  particularly  for  oiir  increasing  number  of  commuters;  arts  and 
crafts  rooms;  cafeteria;  guest  rooms  for  visiting  teams,  performers, 
and  other  University  guests;  and  other  facilities  normally  envisioned 
when  one  refers  to  a  Student  Union  Building. 


Thus,  its  use  as  an  office  building,  except  for  the  Union  Director  and 
his  staff,  should  be  severely  restricted. 

ACTION:  The  Council  unanimously  adopted  the  subcommittee  report  and 
recommendations,  and  recommends  them  to  the  President  of  the  University. 
(Motion  by  Dr.  Jutras) 

The  Council  adjourned  at  2:30  p.m. 


AWARDS  SELECTION  POLICIES  AND  PROCEDURES 

Awards  selection  policies  and  procedures  are  recorded  as  follows : 


A  University  award  is  a  prize  given  to  recognize  achievement  in  a  partic- 
ular area.  Clemson  University  awards  are  granted  pursuant  to  the  following 
policies  and  procedures: 

1.  Responsibility  for  the  coordination  of  the  selection  of  awards 
recipients  is  vested  in  the  Chairman  of  the  Honors  and  Awards  Committee. 

2.  University  avra,rds  shall  be  only  those  fiscally  supported  by  funds  in 
possession  of  the  University.  University  monetary  avra.rds  shall  be  processed 
through  the  Office  of  Accounting.  University  monetary  awards  shall  not  exceed 
two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00).  Recipients  of  these  awards  will  be  selected  by 
the  Honors  and  Awards  Committee,  following,  insofar  as  possible,  recommendations 
of  the  various  deans  and  department  heads. 

3.  University  awards  shall  be  listed  in  the  University  Record  and  Announce- 
ments,  the  Honors  and  Awards  Day  program,  and  other  officia].  publications. 
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k.     Donor-selected  awards  shall  not  be  considered  as  University  avra,rds. 
The  granting  and  transacting  of  such  awards  shall  be  effected  directly  between 
the  donor,  or  his  agent,  and  the  recipient.  Such  awards  shall  not  be  listed 
in  the  University  Record  and  Announcements.  Funds  to  support  monetary  donor- 
selected  awards  may  be  transmitted  by  the  donor  directly  to  the  recipient,  or 
alternatively,  to  the  Office  of  Accounting  for  credit  to  the  account  of  the 
recipient. 

5.  Agreements  for  University  awards  shall  be  signed  by  the  Vice  President 
for  Business  and  Finance  on  recommendation  of  the  dean  of  the  appropriate 
college  or  school  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Honors  and  Awards  Committee. 


UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE  MEETING,  FEBRUARY  2,  1971 

Present:  D.  R.  LaTorre  (Chairman),  Opal  Hipps,  Mary  Lou  Hockenberry, 
Ralph  Knowland,  R.  E.  Schoenike,  J.  M.  Wannamaker,  H.  H.  Wilson,  J.  W.  Gordon 
Gourlay  (Secretary). 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  January  5  were  approved. 

Dr.  LaTorre  reported: 

(a)  that  he  had  appointed  H.  H.  Wilson  and  J.  M.  Wannamaker  to  serve 

on  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee,  with  Ralph  Knowland  as  chairman,  to  invest- 
igate the  feasibility  of  acquiring,  cataloging,  and  storing  audio- 
visual materials  in  the  main  library. 

(b)  that  he  has  received  a  memorandum  from  Dr.  Calhoun  stating  that  his 
schedule  this  semester  precluded  his  meeting  with  the  committee  at 
the  time  scheduled.   The  committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  day 
and  the  time  of  the  meeting  should  remain  as  planned.  Dr.  LaTorre 
said  that  he  wouJLd  ask  for  a  temporary  replacement  for  Dr.  Calhoun. 

Dr.  LaTorre  distributed  a  proposed  resolution  to  be  presented  to  the 
Faculty  Senate  concerning  membership  of  the  professional  librarians  on  the 
Faculty  Senate.  The  resolution,  which  was  unanimously  approved,  reads  as 
follows : 

Whereas  Article  I,  The  Faculty,  Section  1,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Faculty  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Membership. 

The  faculty  of  Clemson  University  shall  consist  of  the  President  of 
the  University,  the  Dean  of  the  University,  the  deans  and  directors  of  the 
colleges  and  schools,  professional  librarians,  the  teaching  and  research 
facility  with  rank  of  professor,  associate  professor,  assistant  professor, 
or  instructor  and  such  other  members  as  may  be  duly  elected  as  provided 
for  in  the  By-Laws . " 
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VJhereas  Article  II,  The  Faculty  Senate,  Section  2,  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Faculty  reads  as  follows : 

"Section  2.   Membership. 

The  Faculty  Senate  shall  consist  of  those  members  elected  by  the 
faculties  of  the  colleges  and  schools  as  provided  for  in  the  By-Laws . " 

VJhereas  the  first  sentence  of  Article  II,  The  Faculty  Senate,  Section  1, 
of  the  By-Laws  of  the  Constitution  reads  as  follows: 

"Section  1.  Membership, 

Members  of  the  Faculty  Senate  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  of  the 
faculty,  voting  by  colleges  or  schools,  for  a  term  of  three  years." 

Whereas  no  provision  is  made  in  the  By-Laws  for  membership  in  the  Faculty 
Senate  by  the  professional  librarians;  and 

Whereas  the  professional  librarians,  individually  and  as  a  group,  possess 
credentials  of  the  highest  caliber;  are  in  daily  and  direct  contact  with  the 
faculty,  undergraduate  and  graduate  students  of  the  University;  perform  a  vital 
teaching  function  within  the  University,  last  year  conducting  ninety-six  (96) 
hours  of  formal  class  instruction;  as  members  of  the  faculty,  are  governed  by 
the  policies,  rules,  and  procediires  set  forth  in  the  faculty  manual;  and  as 
faculty  members  are  entitled  to  all  privileges  granted  by  the  Constitution  of 
the  Faculty,  except,  currently,  for  membership  in  the  Faculty  Senate; 

Be  it  therefore  resolved  that: 

The  Faculty  Senate  recommends  that  Article  II,  Section  1,  of  the  By-Laws 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Faculty  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following 
sentence  immediately  after  the  first  sentence  of  Article  II,  Section  1,  of  the 
By-Laws . 

"For  purposes  of  allocation  of  Senate  seats  and  all  other  provisions  of 
this  Article,  the  professional  librarians  will  be  considered  as  faculty 
representing  a  school." 

COLLEGE  OF  ENGINEERING 

L.  G.  Rich  (Dean)  was  a  member  of  a  site  visit  team  for  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  to  the  University  of  Kansas,  Lai>n:ence,  Kansas  on  Feb.  8  and 
to  the  University  of  Hawaii,  Honolulu,  Hawaii  on  Feb.  10.

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J.  W.  Huffman  (Prof)  has  received  a  grant  of  $1,000  from  Merck,  Sharp  and 
Dohme  for  research  in  organic  synthesis. 

The  Department  has  received  a  grant  of  $2,500  from  the  DuPont  Company  to 
support  the  program  in  chemistry.

"ENGINEERING  AT  CLEMSON"  SCHEDULED 

The  University  will  host  a  select  group  of  high  school  juniors  from  throughout 
South  Carolina  on  Thursday,  April  8th,  for  a  conference  on  "Engineering  at  Clemson." 
The  conference  will  explore  what  engineering  is,  what  engineers  do,  and  what  kinds 
of  engineering  educational  opportunities  and  facilities  are  available  at  Clemson. 
Participants  will  tour  laboratories  and  have  a  chance  to  talk  informally  with  Clemson 
engineering  students  and  faculty  members. 
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CREDIT  UNION  LOWERS  INTEREST  RATE 

The  State  Employees'  Association  Credit  Union  has  lowered  the  loan  interest 
rate  on  automobiles  and  collateral  or  secured  loans  from  one  per  cent  per  month  to 
three-fourthsof  one  per  cent  per  month  on  the  unpaid  balance  effective  Mar.  1.   The 
tiew  rate  is  equivalent  to  A. 88  per  cent  annual  interest  as  compared  to  the  previous 
6.5  per  cent  on  the  original  amount  of  the  loan.   The  actual  interest  would  be  9 
per  cent  as  compared  to  the  previous  12  per  cent  rate.   The  rate  on  signature  loans 
up  to  $500  remains  the  same,  one  per  cent  per  month  on  the  unpaid  balance. 

CLEMSON  UNIVERSITY  SAMPLING  SYSTEM 

Dr.  K.T.  Wallenius  of  the  Mathematics  Department  has  developed  a  sampling 
system  which  may  be  used  by  persons  who  wish  to  conduct  surveys  involving  University 
matters.   Use  of  the  survey  system  will  produce  more  accurate  and  dependable  evaluations 
of  opinions  than  those  that  have  been  conducted  previously. 

The  University  Executive  officers  recognize  the  value  of  such  a  sampling  system 
but  stress  that  the  system  must  be  used  with  discretion  in  regard  to  the  validity  and 
cost  of  its  use.  As  a  result,  this  system  will  be  available  for  legitimate  faculty 
or  student  opinion  sampling  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  University 
and  also  subject  to  payment  by  the  agency  for  the  expense  of  the  survey,   including 
computer  and  programming  time. 

To  implement  his  responsibilities  in  this  area,  the  Dean  of  the  University 
will  appoint  an  Advisory  Committee  consisting  of  members  of  the  administration, 
faculty,  and  student  body.   Initially,  the  committee  will  prepare  a  manual  which  will 
explain  the  function  of  the  sampling  system  and  outline  procedures  that  interested 
individuals  must  pursue  in  order  to  make  use  of  this  system.   Following  this,  the 
committee  will  meet  at  intervals  in  order  to  advise  the  Dean  of  the  University  in 
carrying  out  the  guidelines  for  the  use  of  the  sampling  system.

MINUTES  OF  THB  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  FEBRUARY  9>  1971 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  U:19j  and  the  minutes  of  the  special 
meeting  of  February  2  were  approved  as  distributed.   President  Prochaska 
announced  the  second  special  meeting,  at  h:l^   on  February  l6,  to  finish  the 
business  of  the  facility  manual  revision. 

President  Prochaska  reported  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Dean  Hurst  concern- 
ing the  Senate's  resolution  on  a  faculty  voice  in  the  assignment  of  land  and 
facilities,  already  in  use,  to  a  new  purpose.  Dean  Hurst  assured  the  Senate 
that  the  allocation  of  the  Clemson  "bottom  lands,"  the  question  that  gave  rise 
to  the  resolution,  was  part  of  the  overall  master  plan  for  development  of  the 
University.  He  added  that  whenever  reallocation  of  land  and  facilities 
concerned  academic  matters,  the  faculty  wo\ild  be  consulted. 

Since  January  12,  President  Prochaska  reported,  he  has  represented  the 
faculty  and  the  Senate  at  meetings  of  the  Vending  Machine  Committee;  the 
Educational  Council;  the  Board  of  Trustees'  committee  meeting;  and  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees  itself.  He  reviewed  briefly  the  business 
accomplished  at  the  latter,  including  the  affirmation  of  new  names  chosen  for 
buildings,  for  example  renaming  Fike  Field  House  to  be  Fike  Recreation  Center 
and  renaming  the  YMCA  building  in  Mr.  Holtzendorf 's  honor;  the  new  honorary 
degree  policy,  which  was  in  part  a  response  to  the  Senate's  resolution  on  that 
problem;  the  effort  by  the  University  to  act  as  a  repository  for  the  letters 
and  papers  of  the  late  Honorable  L.  Mendel  Rivers;  and  authorization  to  contract 
with  A.R.A.  Slater  to  take  over  the  catering  for  the  Clemson  House,  a  plan 
which  includes  the  closing  of  the  Tiger  Tavern,  except  to  special  parties. 
President  Prochaska  also  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Tri-Level  Committee,  where 
the  subjects  of  discussion  were  the  University  Senate  idea  and  details  of  the 
University  Union  plans. 

Continuing  the  Faculty  Senate's  concern  with  the  University  Union  project, 
President  Prochaska  brought  to  the  group  an  architect's  suggested  plans  and  a 
water  color  of  the  finished  building,  currently  proposed  for  Fike  Recreation 
Center,  both  furnished  for  the  Senate  by  the  Director  of  Development,  Mr. 
Stanley  G.  Nicholas.  Mr.  Nicholas  also  furnished  the  comparative  figures  on 
renovation  versus  a  wholly  new  building.  Renovation,  rather  than  a  new  build- 
ing, seems  the  certain  course  of  action  now,  since  a  date  of  May  1  has  been  set 
on  which  to  advertise  for  bids  for  the  work  which  has  been  assigned  a  tentative 
completion  date  of  August  1,  1972.   Professor  H.  D,  Adams,  seconded  by  Profes- 
sor B.  C.  Caffrey,  moved  the  Senate  thank  Mr.  Nicholas  for  his  information. 
The  motion  read: 

President  Prochaska  is  directed  to  express  the  Senate's  appreciation 
for  the  response  of  Mr.  Stanley  Nicholas  to  their  request  for  information 
and  for  his  cooperation  in  gathering  the  material  for  today's  presenta- 
tion. 

The  motion  passed  unanimously.  i 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  TH5  FACULTY  SEMTE,  FEBRUARY  9,  1971   (Continued) 

President  Prochaska  reported  on  the  meeting  of  the  Athletic  Council  he 
attended  on  February  k  where  it  was  determined  that  ticket  prices  for  Clems on 
games  will  be  raised  for  the  coning  year,  in  line  with  action  throughout  the 
ACC.   Faculty  and  staff  will  receive  the  same  discounts  as  last  year  on  the 
admission  and  S.  C.  State  tax  portion  of  the  ticket,  but  will  pay  the  full 
bond  "capital  improvement"  fee;  thus  faculty  tickets  will  cost  approximately 
$6  more  than  in  1970.  In  response  to  faculty  inquiries.  President  Prochaska 
reported  that  he  had  determined  through  private  conversations  with  Athletic 
Department  administrators,  that  at  present  there  is  no  procedure  by  which 
faculty  and  staff  seats  on  the  home  side  (South  Stands)  may  be  up  graded. 
However,  good  seats  are  available  on  the  visiting  side  (North  Stands). 

For  the  Welfare  Committee,  Professor  J.  C.  Mullins  presented  a  motion, 
seconded  by  Professor  J.  L.  Arbena,  to  establish  a  student  grievance  procedure 
paralleling  the  grievance  procedures  available  to  the  faculty,  through  the 
mechanism  of  a  committee  whose  membership  is  specifically  spelled  out  in  the 
regulation.  In  discussion  it  was  pointed  out  that  many  students  with  complaints 
feel  that  they  have  nowhere  to  go  with  their  problems,  that  no  one  will  listen 
or  act  in  their  behalf;  many  are  afraid  to  go  to  department  heads,  lest  regard- 
less of  the  justice  of  the  complaint,  the  department  head  would  feel  duty  bound 
to  defend  his  faculty  against  a  student  protest.  In  opposition,  there  was  some 
concern  that  such  a  committee  would  find  itself  swamped  with  work,  dealing  with 
the  protests  of  every  student  who  failed  a  course;  teachers  might  spend  more 
time  justifying  poor  grades  before  a  grievance  committee  than  they  could  spare 
from  course  preparation  and  paper  grading.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
motion  be  tabled,  with  the  understanding  that  it  would  be  recalled  at  the  next 
meeting  after  the  Senate  had  time  to  think  the  matter  through  and  to  consult 
individual  colleagues.   The  motion  to  table  passed  unanimously. 

For  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  Professor  J.  L.  Idol  reported 
the  committee's  agreement  that  the  Senate's  resolutions  to  delete  passages  from 
the  catalogue  concerning  re -examination  for  graduating  seniors  should  be  imple- 
mented starting  with  graduation  in  December,  1971.   This  action  was  in  response 
to  Dean  Hurst's  request  for  a  date  on  which  such  measures  wo-old  go  into  effect. 

Professor  Idol  also  reported  on  the  committee's  discussions  concerning 
bills  from  the  Student  Senate.   In  response  to  the  students'   request  for 
expansion  of  the  Pass-Fail  system,  the  committee  suggested  waiting  to  evaluate 
the  results  of  the  present,  limited  Pass-Fail  system.   It  also  reported  that 
elsewhere  the  system  seems  to  be  giving  serious  trouble,  and  Clemson  should  not 
consider  expansion  until  the  evidence  is  in.   In  response  to  the  Student  Senate's 
resolution  asking  for  abolishment  of  all  class  attendance  regulations  at  Clemson, 
the  committee  reported  that  it  found  such  a  move  not  in  the  best  interests  of  a 
sound  educational  program  at  this  time.   In  response  to  the  Student  Senate's 
resolution  that  there  be  a  fixed  scale  of  grades  for  all  freshman  and  sophomore 
courses  (e.g.,  that  90-100  be  an  A,  8O-89  a  B,  70-79  a  C,  etc.)  the  committee 
reported  that  not  only  is  this  academically  unsound,  considering  the  variance 
in  disciplines  involved,  but  it  is  an  archaic  system,  tried  and  discarded  many 
times  over  the  years  elsewhere. 
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MIMJTSS  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SEMTE,  FEBRUARY  9>  1971   (Continued) 

In  response  to  the  Senate's  request  for  reformation  of  the  present  erasable 
F  rules  to  bring  them  into  line  with  the  st)irit  of  the  Senate's  original  rec- 
ommendation, Professor  Idol  reported  for  his  committee  that  their  recommendation 
■was  that  the  office  of  the  registrar  and  all  other  concerned  agencies  make  these 
changes,  putting  them  into  effect  for  freshmen  entering  in  the  fall  semester, 
1971. 

For  the  Research  Committee,  Professor  J.  C.  Fanning  stated  there  was  no 
report,  as  did  Professor  H.  D.  Adams  for  the  Policy  Committee.   For  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  A,  Professor  M.  W.  Jutras  announced  a  meeting  on  Thursday,  Feb.  11, 
to  take  care  of  some  details  stemming  from  the  first  Senate  special  meeting. 

For  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B,  Professor  R.  F.  Borgman  moved  the  adoption  of  his 
committee's  description  of  the  composition  and  function  of  University  councils 
and  committees,  excepting  the  Developmental  Council,  Master  Plan,  and  AFSC, 
which  are  still  under  study;  this  was  seconded  by  Professor  H.  D.  Adams.  An 
amendment  on  behalf  of  the  Library  Committee  to  add  to  that  description  the 
statement  of  duties  approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  April,  I96O,  was  pre- 
sented by  Professor  D.  R.  LaTorre,  seconded  by  Professor  H.  D.  Adams.  The 
amendment  passed  unanimously.  Since  the  first  two-thirds  of  the  committee's 
report,  with  certain  editorial  changes  for  clarity  and  correction  of  typo- 
graphical errors,  seemed  to  meet  with  general  approval,  while  the  last  section 
covering  standing  committees  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  University 
demanded  further  discussion,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  report  be  voted 
on  in  two  separate  sections.   This  motion  passed  unanimously.   The  question  was 
then  called  (a  vote  on  the  first  two  sections  of  the  committee  report)  and, 
since  there  was  a  difference  of  opinion  about  the  calling  of  the  question,  it 
was  put  to  a  vote.  2k   favored  calling  the  question  at  that  time,  3  opposed, 
1  abstained.  The  question  was  called. 

The  motion  to  accept  the  committee's  report  as  amended  (the  first  two 
sections  only)  was  passed  by  a  vote  of  26  to  3  with  no  abstentions.   The 
approved  portion  of  the  report,  which  takes  the  form  of  a  recommendation  for 
reorganization  of  the  University's  committee  structure  in  some  cases,  is 
appended  to  these  minutes. 

A  motion  was  introduced  by  Professor  V.  S.  Hodges,  seconded  by  Professor 
E.  A.  Vaughn,  to  table  the  last  part  of  Committee  B's  report,  with  the  under- 
standing that  it  was  to  be  taken  up  again  at  the  Senate's  March  meeting.  The 
motion  passed  unanimously. 

For  Ad  Hoc  Committee  C,  Professor  W.  C.  Whitten,  reporting  in  the  absence 
of  the  Committee's  chairman  Professor  B.  J.  Skelton,  explained  the  committee's 
actions  to  date,  which  included  gathering  and  surveying  a  history  of  attempts 
to  reform  the  graduation  exercises  in  recent  years.   Committee  members  had 
further  undertaken  a  very  informal  survey  of  the  opinions  of  their  colleagues 
and  found  little  interest  in  or  enthusiasm  for  further  changes.  Therefore, 
Committee  C  recommended  that  none  be  made  at  the  moment,  unless  perhaps  it  were 
to  change  the  time  from  hours  spanning  conventional  lunch  hour  to  an  hour  in 
the  morning  or  late  afternoon,  and  to  recommend  collegiate  exercises  in  which 
MA  and  Ph.D.  candidates  could  be  individually  hooded.

Some  dissatisfaction  with  the  recommendation  being  expressed  from  the 
floor,  the  committee  was  instructed  to  carry  out  an  investigation  of  the 
results  from  and  disposition  of  the  University-wide  survey  which  had  been 
conducted  by  a  committee  on  graduation  reform  last  year.   Professor  W.  C. 
Whitten,  seconded  by  Professor  K.  Lehotsky,  moved  that  the  present  graduation 
and  honorary  degree  policies,  as  presented  to  the  Senate  by  his  committee  in 
mimeographed  form,  be  printed  in  the  Clems on  Newsletter.   Professor  D.  R. 
LaTorre,  seconded  by  Professor  M.  \J.   Jutras,  moved  to  table  this  motion;  the 
move  to  table  carried  by  voice  vote. 

Professor  D.  R.  LaTorre,  on  behalf  of  the  University  Library  Committee, 
moved  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  to  amend  the  By-laws  of  the  Senate's 
constitution  to  include  direct  representation  for  Clemson's  professional 
librarians  on  the  Senate,  allotting  them  one  senator  in  the  apportionment  of 
the  total  of  35.   The  motion  was  seconded  by  Professor  J.  L.  Idol.  Discussion 
was  delayed  until  the  March  meeting,  when  the  vote  will  be  taken,  as  prescribed 
by  the  constitution. 

For  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  Professor  Idol  moved,  seconded 
by  Professor  \'l .   C.   Whitten: 

The  Faculty  Senate  requests  the  Office  of  Admissions  and  Registration 
to  publish  final  examination  schedules  as  early  as  is  feasible. 

The  motion  passed  unanimously..

A  special  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  the  second  called  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  the  proposed  revision  of  the  faculty  manual,  was  called  to  order 
at  U:20.   It  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  reading  and  approval  of  the  minutes 
of  the  meeting  of  Feb.  9  ^e  dispensed  with.   President  Prochaska  then  turned 
the  meeting  over  to  Professor  M.  W.  Jutras,  chairman  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A. 

The  first  order  of  business  was  the  approval  of  minor  additions  and  correc- 
tions the  committee  had  voted  to  clarify  wording  of  the  sections  of  the  manual 
which  had  been  considered  at  the  previous  special  meeting  on  Feb.  2.

The  remaining  portion  of  the  suggested  manual,  as  revised,  was  presented, 
discussed,  and  approved,  a  section  at  a  time,  with  the  corrections  (largely- 
typographical)  and  additions  from  the  floor.

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POLICIES  REGARDING  COMMENCEMENTS  AT  CLEMSON  UNIVERSITY 

Following  the  recommendations  of  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee,  which  met  during  the 
fall  of  1969  and  which  was  chaired  by  Dr.  Harold  Cooledge,  University  Marshal, 
and  a  later  meeting  held  in  Dean  Hurst's  office  on  January  21,  1970,  certain 
policies  were  established  related  to  the  conduct  of  Commencements  at  Clemson 
University.   These  policies  are: 

1.  That  the  present  practice  of  holding  a  commencement  exercise  three 
(3)  times  in  the  year  be  continued  and  that  the  order  and  formality 
of  these  shall  be;  August  (informal),  December  (limited  formality). 
May  ( formal ) . 

2.  That  until  such  time  as  the  number  of  graduates  shall  make  it  un- 
advisable,  the  President  shall  continue  to  personally  award  each 
graduate  his  degree. 

3.  That  the  individual  hooding  of  graduates  taking  the  Ph.D.  degree  is 
not  in  the  best  interest  of  the  total  commencement  ceremony  and 
should  be  permanently  discontinued. 

k.     That  a  "commencement  speaker"  is  not  necessary  to  the  proper  con- 
ducting of  any  University  commencement  and  that  a  speaker  shall 
be  included  on  the  program  of  any  commencement  only  if  and  when 
the  University  shall  deem  it  fitting  and  proper. 

5.  That  the  attendance  of  Faculty  members  at  commencement  shall  be 
a  matter  of  personal  conscience,  with  the  understanding  that 
attendance  at  May  commencement  is  seen  by  the  University  as  a 
matter  of  simple  duty,  and  that  suitable  methods  shall  be 
instituted  by  the  Dean  of  the  University  whereby  the  offices  of 
the  Registrar  and  Marshal  shall  be  notified  of  the  probable 
attendance  of  Faculty  at  any  given  commencement  in  sufficient 
time  so  that  the  proper  ceremonies  can  be  arranged. 

6.  That  the  conferring  of  Emeriti  Degrees  at  May  Commencement  shall 
not  be  considered  a  fixed  policy  of  the  University  but  that  such 
degrees  shall  be  conferred  only  if  and  when  the  University  deems 
fitting  and  at  such  convocations,  either  regular  or  special,  as 
the  University  shall  deem  proper.

Dr.  Graben,  chairman  of  the  subcommittee  on  language  policy,  moved  that 
Prof.  Dean's  memorandum  of  December  2,  1970  (concerning  substitution  of  course 
tests  in  German  I5I  and  152  for  the  GSFLT  test  as  a  measure  of  language  pro- 
fluency)  be  adopted.  After  some  discussion,  the  motion  was  modified  to  include, 
in  principle,  similar  test  substitutions  for  the  French,  Russian,  and  Spanish 
languages.  Council  approved  the  modified  motion  -vdthout  dissent. 

Mr.  Hodges  moved  that  Dean  Landrith's  request  to  teach  Ed  ^SV^S^j  Compar- 
ative Education  in  Europe,  be  granted.  Council  approved  the  motion  without 
dissent. 

Dr.  Riggs  moved  that  the  amended  form  of  the  Research  in  Absentia  policy 
(circulated  to  the  Council  by  the  Graduate  Dean  and  placing  more  responsibility 
on  the  students'  Advisory  Committee)  be  adopted.  Dr.  Godley  seconded  the  motion 
and  it  was  adopted  by  the  Council  without  dissent.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  MARCH  9>  1971 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  U:17  p.m.  Minutes  of  the  previous  two, 
meetings  (February  9  and  February  l6)  were  approved  as  circulated.  With  regard 
to  the  February  9  minutes,  President  Prochaska  called  to  the  Senate's  attention 
a  memorandum  from  Dean  Hurst  which  pointed  out  that  communication  with  the 
faculty  over  priorities  for  the  use  of  land  and  other  facilities  would  be  under- 
taken when  needed  "through  normal  channels." 

President  Prochaska  reported  that  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Senate  he 
had  attended  meetings  of  the  Educational  Council,  where  a  professional  degree 
program  in  Agriculture  was  approved;  of  the  Tri-Level  Council,  where  the  pro- 
posed University  Senate  and  University  Union  priorities  and  alternatives  had 
been  discussed;  and  of  the  Speaker's  Bureau,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Bureau 
members,  where  that  body's  current  difficulties  in  the  areas  of  budget  and 
purposes  were  discussed. 

President  Prochaska  also  reported  that  the  Senate  reallocation  for  the 
coming  year  had  been  determined,  based  on  new  data  from  Dean  Hurst's  office, 
to  be  as  follows:  College  of  Agriculture  and  Biological  Sciences,  9  members; 
College  of  Architecture,  i;  College  of  Education,  3;  College  of  Engineering,  6; 
College  of  Forest  and  Recreation  Resources,  1;  College  of  Industrial  Management 
and  Textile  Science,  3;  College  of  Liberal  Arts,  6;  School  of  Nursing,  1;  and 
College  of  Physcial  and  Mathematical  Sciences,  5-   Elections  of  members  to  re- 
place those  whose  terms  will  expire  should  be  held  before  the  next  Senate  meetii 
scheduled  for  April  13.  Before  that  date  the  present  Advisory  Committee  of  the 
Senate  will  meet  to  propose  a  slate  of  officers  for  the  1971-72  Senate. 

Because  the  University  Marshal  Harold  Cooledge  had  consented  to  attend  the 
Senate  meeting  to  answer  questions  about  last  year's  survey  of  faculty  opinion 
on  alterations  in  graduation  exercises,  the  agenda  was  altered  to  introduce 
Professor  B.  J.  Skelton,  Chairman  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  C,  at  this  time.   Pro- 
fessor Skelton  first  reviewed  his  committee's  efforts  to  secure  the  survey  in 
question  and  to  determine  its  exact  results;  no  copy  of  those  results  seems  to 
be  available  and  no  member  of  the  ad  hoc  committee  of  last  year  has  a  copy. 
Then  Professor  Cooledge  offered  a  brief  history  of  surveys  of  faculty  opinion, 
beginning  with  one  undertaken  by  the  Student  Senate  some  years  ago,  to  which 
response  was  less  than  1^,  the  results  of  which  were  dismissed  as  not  being 
truly  representative  of  faculty  opinion.   Professor  Cooledge  concluded  with 
the  summary  of  last  year's  survey,  sent  out  under  Dean  Green's  signature,  re- 
sults of  which  were  equally  meager  and  offered  only  an  informal  series  of 
suggestions.   His  committee  last  year,  however,  had  recommended  retention  of 
the  ceremony  of  hooding  and  curtailment  of  individual  presentation  of  diplomas 
to  baccalaureate  graduates.   Professor  Cooledge  stated  that  this  recommendation 
was  turned  down  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.   Professor  Cooledge  pointed  out  that, 
since  the  whole  matter  of  graduation  ceremonies  must  soon  be  examined  again 
because  of  the  increasing  number  of  degrees  awarded  each  year,  the  Senate's 
Committee  C  would  probably  merely  duplicate  the  work  of  last  year's  committee 
and  of  the  work  which  will  be  done  in  a  year  or  two  anyway,  were  it  to  pursue 
its  present  investigation  further.   In  response  to  this  suggestion,  Professor 
H.  D.  Adams  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  W.  C.  Whitten,  that  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
C  be  dissolved.  The  motion  carried  by  unanimous  voice  vote,  and  President 
Prochaska  thanked  Professor  Cooledge  for  his  cooperation  in  the  matter. 
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Before  he  left  the  meeting.  Professor  Cooledge  asked  Senate  members  to  consider 
the  importance  of  collegiate  marshals,  whose  posts  will  carry  greater  respon- 
sibility and  importance  in  future  years. 

In  response  to  the  suggestion  made  during  the  meeting  of  February  9, 
Professor  H.  D.  Adams  then  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  W.  C.  Whitten,  that 
the  present  graduation  procedures,  with  the  exception  of  that  portion  on 
honorary  degrees  which  was  included  in  a  recent  Clemson  Newsletter,  be  printed 
in  the  Clemson  Newsletter  for  the  faculty's  information.   The  motion  passed  by 
unanimous  voice  vote. 

Reporting  for  the  Welfare  Committee,  Professor  J.  C.  Mullins  moved  that 
the  matter  of  a  student  grievance  committee,  tabled  at  the  February  9  meeting, 
be  returned  to  the  floor;  this  was  seconded  by  Professor  B.  J.  Skelton.   The 
motion  was  approved  unanimously.    Professor  Mullins  then  moved  to  amend  the 
original  motion  to  name  the  Vice-President  of  the  Student  Body  as  a  member  of 
the  committee,  rather  than  the  Vice-President  of  the  Student  Senate,  an  office 
which  does  not  exist.   The  motion,  seconded  by  Professor  H.  D.  Adams,  passed 
unanimously.   Professor  J.  L.  Arbena  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  K.  Lehotsky, 
that  the  grievance  committee  be  instituted  on  a  trial  basis  only,  so  that  if  it 
were  not  successful,  it  might  be  dissolved  without  difficulty;  the  motion  passed 
unanimously.  Professor  J.  A.  Hash  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  W.  C.  VJhitten, 
that  the  grievance  committee  should  determine  the  nature  of  the  complaints  it 
would  deal  with  and  the  method  by  which  they  be  handled;  this  motion  was  passed 
unanimously.   The  question  was  then  called,  and  the  motion,  as  amended,  read  as 
follows : 

Resolved:   that  a  committee  to  be  referred  to  as  the  Faculty- Student 
Relations  Committee,  composed  of  the  Vice-President  of  the  Faculty 
Senate  (as  chairman),  Vice-President  of  the  Student  Body,  an  Assistant 
Dean  of  Students,  and  two  other  members,  one  each  from  the  Faculty 
and  Student  Senates,  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  University 
to  hear  grievances  by  students  against  faculty  members  or  other 
University  employees,  and  to  see  a  mutually  satisfactory  solution 
to  the  grievance.   The  committee  itself  shall  determine  the  rules 
and  proced\ires  it  will  follow  with  regard  to  the  complaints  it  will 
hear. 

Further,  if  no  satisfactory  solution  is  foirnd,  the  committee  shall 
forward  its  findings  to  the  President  of  the  University  via  the  Dean 
of  Student  Affairs  and  the  Dean  of  the  University  with  any  appropriate 
recommendation. 

The  life  of  the  committee  shall  extend  no  more  than  two  academic  years 
after  its  creation,  unless  the  Faculty  Senate  requests  such  extension. 

The  motion  passea  by  unanimous  voice  vote;  one  abstention  was  registered. 
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For  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  Professor  J.  L.  Idol  reported 
his  committee's  decision  to  ask  for  no  Senate  action  in  response  to  a  Student 
Senate  appeal  to  reconsider  a  ban  on  all  major  exams  in  the  last  week  before 
final  examinations.   Professor  Idol  explained  that  his  committee  refused  action 
for  several  reasons:  first,  the  Faculty  Senate  rejected  by  an  overwhelming 
majority  a  similar  resolution  a  year  ago;  second,  teachers  sometimes  rely  on 
such  late  exams  to  determine  exemptions  from  finals;  third,  several  departments   ji 
already  discourage  such  late  exams;  and  last,  any  firm  proscription  on  exams 
constitutes  a  violation  of  academic  freedom. 

In  response  to  a  further  request  to  have  a  print-out  from  the  computer 
center  sent  to  each  faculty  member  of  the  grades  he  has  given,  so  that  he  may 
be  sure  the  grade  he  gave  was  that  which  was  recorded.  Professor  Idol  reported 
that  Mr.  Berry  of  the  registrar's  office  will  set  up  the  mechanism  for  im- 
plementation of  this  plan,  as  soon  as  the  new  computer  equipment  is  installed, 
in  about  six  months.  Until  that  time,  any  faculty  member  may  have  such  a 
notation,  at  his  request,  on  an  individual  basis;  to  perform  this  service  for 
the  entire  faculty  would,  at  this  time,  take  too  much  of  Mr.  Berry's  staff's 
time. 

For  the  Research  Committee  Professor  J.  C.  Fanning  reported  on  the  services 
of  the  chemical  supply  house  for  Clemson.   He  briefed  the  contractual  arrange- 
ment, then  pointed  out  that  this  contract  can  be  terminated  at  any  time  that 
service  is  proven  to  be  markedly  substandard.   Complaints  should  be  made  directly 
to  department  heads  and  deans,  so  that  the  appropriate  administrators  may  be 
informed . 

For  the  Policy  Committee,  Professor  H.  D.  Adams  reported  no  new  business. 

For  Ad  Hoc  Coramtttee  A,  Professor  M.  W.  Jutras  moved  the  inclusion  in  the 
policy  section  of  the  revised  Manual  for  Faculty  Members  the  paragraphs  con- 
cerning personnel  evaluation  procedures,  formerly  a  part  of  the  information 
section  of  the  manual,  since  these  indeed  represent  University  policy.  He 
had  made  a  few  changes  in  wording  and  omitted  part  of  t-he  present  statement, 
which  represented  unneeded  information.  Seconded  by  Professor  K.  Lehotsky, 
the  motion  passed  unanimously.   Professor  Jutras  then  moved,  seconded  by  Pro- 
fessor J.  C.  Mullins,  the  dissolution  of  Ad  Hoc  Committee  A,  whose  work  is 
complete,  the  motion  jjassed  unanimously. 

For  Ad  Hoc  Committee  B,  Professor  R.  F.  Borgman  moved  the  adoption,  seconded 
by  Professor  J.  L.  Idol,  of  the  description  of  the  Student-Faculty -Administration 
Council  (The  "Tri-Level"  Council),  which  included  a  change  of  name  and  an  exact 
delineation  of  membership.   The  motion  passed  unanimously  and  will  be  included 
with  those  council  and  committee  descriptions  passed  at  the  February  9  Senate 
meeting,  which  will  be  requested  as  the  official  descriptions  to  be  outlined  in 
the  new  faculty  manual. 
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Professor  Borgman  then  moved,  seconded  "by  Professor  H.  D.  Adams,  the 
adoption  of  the  description  of  a  Development  Council,   Professor  V.  S.  Hodges, 
seconded  by  Professor  E.  A.  Vaughn,  moved  to  amend  the  description  to  allow 
the  Faculty  Senate  President,  suggested  as  a  member  of  the  council,  to  name 
a  substitute  at  such  meetings  as  he  could  not  attend,  the  amendment  passed  by 
a  vote  of  21  to  5.   The  amended  motion,  as  presented,  read: 

The  Faculty  Senate  concurs  with  the  Administration's  recognition  of  the 
need  for  a  Development  Council  and  urges  its  speedy  establishment.   The 
Faculty  Senate  further  recommends  to  the  Administration  that  the  Faculty 
be  represented  on  the  proposed  Development  Council  or  other  such  body 
through  membership  of  the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  (or  his 
designate)  on  the  body  and  such  other  faculty  membership  as  the  Admin- 
istration deems  appropriate. 

The  motion  passed  by  iinanimous  voice  vote. 

Professor  Borgman  then  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  W.  C.  Whitten,  a 
study  by  the  1971-72  Senate  of  a  Master  Planning  Committee.   The  motion  as 
presented  read: 

The  1971-72  Faculty  Senate  shall  initiate  a  study  pertaining  to  the 
formulation  of  a  "J-Iaster  Planning  Committee"  for  the  University.   Such 
a  committee  should  include  student,  faculty,  and  administration  repre- 
sentatives and  concern  itself  with  the  establishment  of  physical  plant 
development  and  priorities. 

The  motion  passed  with  only  one  negative  vote. 

Professor  Borgman  then  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  H.  D.  Adams,  to  return 
to  the  floor  the  imfinished  business  of  the  descriptions  of  "Faculty  Standing 
Committees  to  be  Appointed  by  the  President  of  the  University."  The  motion 
passed  unanimously.  After  minor  amendment  including  the  naming  of  the  Assist- 
ant Deans  of  Students,  rather  than  the  Deans  of  Men  and  V7omen  (titles  no  longer 
in  current  use),  to  the  Social  Affairs  Committee  and  after  discussion  of  the 
request  for  a  place  on  each  committee  for  a  Senate  member,  the  motion  came  to 
a  vote  and  passed  unanimously.   This  adds  the  last  committee  descriptions  to 
the  recommended  list  for  inclusion  in  the  new  faculty  manual.   Professor  Borg- 
man then  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  V.  S.  Hodges,  that,  its  work  being  done, 
Ad  Hoc  Committee  B  be  dissolved;  the  motion  passed  unanimously. 

As  prescribed  by  the  Senate's  Constitution,  the  proposed  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  and  By-Laws,  which  was  introduced  at  the  February  9  meeting  by 
Professor  D.  R.  LaTorre,  was  reintroduced  for  action.   The  proposed  amendment 
read: 

For  purposes  of  allocation  of  Senate  seats  and  all  other  provisions  of 
this  Article,  the  professional  librarians  will  be  considered  as  faculty 
representing  a  school. 
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The  amendment  passed  by  unanimous  voice  vote  and  will  be  brought  before  the 
entire  faculty  for  consideration  at  the  General  Faculty  Meeting  in  May;  if 
approved,  it  will  be  added  to  the  By-Laws  (immediately  after  the  first 
sentence  of  Article  II,  Section  l)  and  a  representative  of  the  Library  will 
then  be  seated  as  an  official  member  of  the  Faculty  Senate. 

For  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee,  Professor  J.  L.  Idol, 
seconded  by  Professor  V.  S.  Hodges,  moved  the  shortening  of  the  time  during 
which  a  student  may  drop  a  course  without  a  recorded  grade  and  a  similar 
shortening  of  the  time  within  which  he  may  receive  a  WP.   It  was  pointed  out 
that  this  had  long  been  a  matter  of  concern  with  a  large  number  of  the  faculty. 
Further,  such  a  move  should  help  faculty  members  to  obtain  corrected  rolls  at 
an  earlier  date  than  is  now  the  case.   The  motion  as  presented  read  as  follows; 

The  period  in  which  a  student  may  drop  a  course  without  record  of  the 
grade  shall  be  reduced  from  four  {h)   to  two  (2)  weeks;  and  the  period 
in  which  a  student  may  drop  a  co\irse  with  a  grade  of  Withdrew  Passing 
shall  be  no  more  than  one  week  after  mid-term  grades  are  due  in  the 
Registrar's  Office. 

The  motion  passed  by  a  vote  of  2k   to  3. 

Professor  Idol  then  moved,  seconded  by  Professor  H.  D.  Adams,  the  urgent 
request  for  reconsideration  of  the  freeze  on  funds  for  the  purchase  of  books 
and  periodicals.   The  motion  read  as  follows: 

In  view  of  the  short  publishing  life  of  many  books  and  periodicals  and 
the  necessity  of  having  current  material  for  adequate  teaching  and 
research,  the  Faculty  Senate  expresses  its  deep  concern  over  the  com- 
plete freeze  on  funds  for  new  book  and  periodical  purchases  for  the 
Library  as  part  of  the  University's  general  cut  in  the  acquisition  of 
new  equipment.   The  Senate,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  Adminis- 
tration authorize  the  release  of  part  of  these  funds  for  urgently 
needed  materials  on  a  priority  scale  to  be  determined  by  the  Director 
of  the  Library. 

The  motion  passed  by  unanimous  voice  vote. 

Professor  V.  S.  Hodges  presented  and  moved  the  adoption  of,  seconded  by 
Professor  K.  Lehotsky,  an  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Senate  which  asked  for  authorization  to  appoint  an  alternate  for  the  Senator 
who  represents  any  college  or  school  which  has  but  a  single  representative. 
As  provided  by  the  constitution,  this  amendment  will  come  to  a  vote  at  the 
meeting  of  April  13. 

President  Prochaska  then  expressed  his  thanks  to  the  Senate  for  cooper- 
ation throughout  the  year  justja-ssed  and,  this  being  the  last  meeting  of  the 
1970-71  Senate,  expressed  thanks  and  appreciation  to  his  officers  and  the 
chairmen  of  the  standing  and  the  ad  hoc  committees  for  their  faithful  and 
dedicated  service  throughout  the  year. 
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Professor  V.  S.  Hodges,  seconded  "by  Professor  VJ.  C.  Whitten,  moved  a  vote  of 
thanks  and  appreciation  in  return  for  the  outstanding  service  given  to  the 
Senate  and  the  faculty  as  a  whole  by  President  Prochaska;  this  motion  passed 
unanimously  with  applause  from  the  entire  Senate. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  6:l6  p.m.

ADMINISTRATION-FACULTY-STUDENT  COUNCIL  MEETING,  MARCH  2k,   1971 

Chairman  Robert  Behling  called  the  regular  meeting  of  AFSC  to  order  at. 
1:U0  p.m.  in  the  Student  Government  Conference  Room.

Present  were:  Chairman  Robert  Behling,  E.  H.  McCarter,  M.  N.  Lomax, 
John  Idol,  Larry  Kemmerlin,  Bobby  Prochaska,  A.  Wood  Rigsby,  George  Moore. 
Absent:  Diane  Kerr  and  M.  W.  Jutras. 

ACTION:  The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  March  3j  1971  were  approved  as 
distributed  by  mail. 

The  Chairman  noted  that  Dr.  Jutras  would  not  be  present  today  and  that  no 
report  was  possible  yet  on  the  question  of  the  apparent  cutback  in  the  library's 
acquisitions  budget.  This  item  will  be  pursued  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

The  Chairman  and  General  Rigsby  reported  that  the  executive  officers  of  the 
University  have  established  a  policy  regarding  who  can  use  the  computer 
sampling  system.  Requests  for  use  should  be  made  to  the  Dean  of  the  University. 
The  using  agency  is  to  be  responsible  for  all  expenses  incurred  such  as  com- 
puter time,  programming,  etc.  Dean  Hurst  will  have  an  appointed  committee  to 
consider  all  requests  and  make  recommendations. 

The  above  question  arose  when  the  Student  Senate  considered  the  possibility 
of  using  the  system  to  determine  if  there  was  a  need  for  a  cooperative  legal 
service  on  the  campus  for  faculty  and  students  to  consult.   Chairman  Behling 
indicated  he  would  explore  the  question  further  and  report  to  the  Council  any 
definitive  information. 

There  was  considerable  discussion  on  reorganization  of  AFSC,  particularly 
in  regard  to  faculty  senate  recommendations  in  consideration  of  strengthening 
the  role  of  the  Council.  General  Rigsby  also  noted  that  a  suggestion  had  been 
made  within  the  faculty  that  a  provision  be  adopted  by  the  Council  assuring 
the  Chairmanship  always  be  held  by  a  student  representative.   Further  dis- 
cussion on  this  item  will  continue  at  the  next  meeting,  after  the  text  of  the 
faculty  senate  recommendations  has  been  reviewed. 

The  Council  adjourned  at  2:15  p.m. 
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Chairman  Robert  Behling  called  the  regular  meeting  of  AFSC  to  order  at 
1:35  p.m.  in  the  Student  Government  Conference  Room. 

Present  were:  Chairman  Robert  Behling,  M.  N.  Lomax,  John  Idol,  Larry 
Kemnerlin,  Bobby  Prochaska,  A.  Wood  Rigsby,  Diane  Kerr,  M.  W.  Jutras,  and 
Secretary  George  Moore.   E.  H.  McCarter  was  absent. 

ACTION:  The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council  held  on  March  2k 
were  approved  as  distributed  by  mail. 

Dr.  Jutras  reported  that  he  had  attended  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Univer- 
sity Union  building  committee.  Apparently,  he  said,  many,  or  indeed  most  of 
AFSC's  recommendations  regarding  this  project  had  been  accepted.   The  thinking 
seems  to  envision  a  large  "campus  wide"  union  complex  involving  several  build- 
ings, but  serving  all  the  requirements  originally  sought  in  a  single  building. 

Dr.  Prochaska  introduced  a  Faculty  Senate  "recommendation  for  a  Faculty- 
Student  Relations  Committee." 

ACTION:  Dr.  Prochaska 's  motion  to  accept  the  recommendation  in  principle 
was  seconded  and  passed. 

Two  amendments  to  the  text  of  the  recommendation  were  then  proposed: 

ACTION:  A  motion  by  Mr.  Lomax  to  name  the  committee  the  "Student 
Relations  Committee"  was  seconded  and  passed. 

ACTION:  A  motion  by  Mr.  Moore  to  provide  for  an  additional  staff  member 
on  the  committee  was  seconded  and  passed. 

The  text  of  the  recommendation  as  it  is  to  be  presented  to  President 
Edwards  is  as  follows;  amendments  are  underlined: 

A  STUDENT  REIATIONS  COMMITTEE 

Resolved:  that  a  committee  to  be  referred  to  as  the  Student  Relations 
Committee,  composed  of  the  Vice-President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  (as 
chairman) ,  Vice  President  of  the  Student  Body,  an  Assistant  Dean  of 
Students,  and  three  other  members,  one  each  from  the  Faculty  and  Student 
Senates,  and  one  representative  from  the  staff  who  does  not  report  to 
the  Vice  President  for  Student  Affairs  or  Academic  Affairs ,  be  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  University  to  hear,  grievances  by  students  against 
faculty  members  or  other  University  employees,  and  to  seek  a  mutually 
satisfactory  solution  to  the  grievance.   The  committee  itself  shall 
determine  the  rules  and  procedures  it  will  follow  with  regard  to  the 
complaints  it  will  hear. 
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Further,  if  no  satisfactory  solution  is  found,  the  committee  shall  forward 
its  findings  to  the  President  of  the  University  via  the  Dean  of  Student 
Affairs  and  the  Dean  of  the  University  with  any  appropriate  recommendation. 

The  life  of  the  committee  shall  extend  no  more  than  two  academic  years 
after  its  creation,  unless  the  Faculty  Senate  requests  such  extension. 

Dr.  Prochaska  presented  the  following  Faculty  Senate  recommendation  relative 

to  the  Student-Faculty-Administrative  Council  (SFAC)  now  commonly  referred 

to  as  the  Tri-Level  Committee: 

FACULTY  SENATE  RECOMMENDATION 

Student-Faculty-Administration  Council  (SFAC) 

The  Student-Faculty-Administration  Council  consists  of  nine  voting  members 
and  one  non- voting  ex-officio  member,  the  Vice  President  for  Executive  Affairs. 
The  nine  voting  members  are: 

a.  The  Dean  of  Student  Affairs,  the  Vice  Presiaent  for  Development,  and 
the  Dean  of  Undergraduate  Studies; 

b.  the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  the  Vice  President  of  the  Faculty 
Senate,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee 
of  the  Faculty  Senate; 

c.  the  President  of  the  Student  Body,  and  two  additional  members  of  the 
student  body  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Student  Body  and  con- 
firmed by  the  Student  Senate. 

The  Council  elects  its  chairman  annually  from  among  the  three  student 
members,  and  reports  directly  to  the  President  of  the  University.  The  prin- 
cipal responsibility  of  the  Council  is  the  consideration  of  areas  of  common 
concern  and  mutual  interest  to  the  Student  Body,  Faculty  and  Administration 
for  the  betterment  of  the  University  community. 

Dr.  Prochaska  moved  that  the  Co\mcil  accept  the  recommendation. 

Because  of  time,  the  Chairman  ruled  that  further  action  on  this  motion, 
and  subsequent  discussion,  would  be  held  over  until  Thursday  afternoon,  Apr.  15 
at  i+:00.  A  special  called  meeting  has  been  scheduled  at  that  time  and  will 
be  the  final  meeting  of  the  presently  constituted  AFSC.

The  Council  elects  its  Chairman  annually  and  reports  directly  to  the 
President  of  the  University.

Dr.  LaTorre  reported  that  he  had  presented  to  the  Faculty  Senate  the 
resolution  concerning  representation  of  professional  librarians  on  the  Facility 
Senate. 

Mr.  Gourlay  announced  that  a  printout  of  new  acquisitions  had  been  dis- 
tributed to  each  department  and  that  it  was  anticipated  that  this  information 
would  be  made  available  to  each  department  on  a  regular  schedule  throughout  the 
year. 

Mr.  Gourlay  distributed  for  information  a  report,  Library  Highlights  of 
the  Sixties.   The  highlights  included,  (l)  a  new  library  building,  (2)  an  in- 
crease in  the  library  budget  from  $17^,000  to  $761,000,  (3)  an  increase  in 
total  staff  from  21  to  55}  the  professional  staff  increasing  from  9  to  17  and 
holding  degrees  from  22  institutions  of  higher  education,  (U)  the  formulating 
of  library  policies  by  the  University  Library  Committee,  (5)  the  installation 
of  an  IBM  Circulation  System,  (6)  the  planning  of  a  library  building  for  Clemson 
University  at  Sumter  and  the  selection,  acquisition  and  cataloging  of  20,000 
volumes  for  the  library  which  was  subsequently  accredited  by  the  Southern 
Association,  (7)  the  organization  of  a  Special  Collections  Department  and  the 
cataloging  of  four  notable  manuscript  collections  received  during  the  1960's; 
the  James  F.  Byrnes  Papers;  the  A.  Frank  Lever  Papers;  the  Paul  O.uattlebaum 
Papers;  and  the  Edgar  A.  Brown  Papers. 

Mr.  Gourlay  reported  that  3^8  issues  of  journals  had  been  stolen  from  the 
library  over  a  period  of  six  months.   The  loss  is  discovered  when  someone  re- 
quires the  journal  or  when  volumes  are  being  assembled  for  binding.   Over  the 
past  year,  some  titles  of  a  highly  technical  nature  had  been  taken  -  Annales 
de  Parisitologie.

Genetical  Research;  Microbial  Genetics  Bulletin;  Canadian  Journal  of  Micro- 
biology; Canadian  Jovirnal  of  Genetics  and  Cytology;  Entomological  Society  of 
America.  Annals;  Contributions  to  Minerology  and  Petrology.

The  Committee  on  International  Exchange  of  Persons  announces  that  applica- 
tions for  senior  Fulbright-Hays  awards  for  university  lecturing  and  advanced 
research  during  1972-73  in  over  75  countries  are  now  being  accepted.  The  book- 
let on  the  program  for  this  period  lists  approximately  25^  more  awards  than  the 
booklet  for  1971-72.  It  is  available  on  request  to  the  Committee,  (2101  Con- 
stitution Avenue,  Washington,  D.  C.  20Ul8),  or  may  be  consulted  at  the  office     j. 
of  the  Faculty  Fulbright  Adviser,  Office  of  University  Research. 

Application  requirements  include:  U.S.  citizenship;  for  lectureshins, 
college  or  university  teaching  experience;  for  research  awards,  a  doctorate  or,     ; 
in  some  fields,  recognized  professional  standing  as  demonstrated  by  faculty 
rank,  publications,  compositions,  exhibition  record,  etc. 


July  1,  1971  is  the  deadline  for  applying  for  research  awards,  and  it  is 
the  suggested  date  for  filing  for  lectureships. 

Senior  Fulbright-Hays  awards  generally  consist  of  a  maintenance  allowance 
in  local  currency  to  cover  normal  living  costs  of  the  grantee  and  family  while 
in  residence  abroad,  and  round-trit)  travel  for  the  grantee  (transportation  is 
not  provided  for  dependents).   For  lecturers  going  to  most  non-European  countries, 
the  award  includes  a  dollar  supplement,  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds, 
or  carries  a  stipend  in  dollars  and  foreign  currency,  the  amount  depending  on 
the  assignment,  the  lecturer's  qualifications,  salary,  and  other  factors.

Fourteen  students  were 
graduated  with  highest  honor,  which  requires  a  cumulative  grade  point  average  of

A  researcher 
says  it  may  be  possible  to  feed  radar  altimeter  data  into  a  small  on-board  computer 
to  get  a  more  accurate  estimate  of  the  plane's  rate  of  descent. 

—  $13,000  from  the  National  Science  Foundation  (NSF)  to  help  purchase  a 
mass  spectrometer  for  chemical  research  in  the  Department  of  Chemistry. 

—  $11,180  from  NSF  for  the  Mathematics  Department  to  conduct  an  in-service 
institute  for  secondary  school  teachers  during  the  1971-72  academic  year.

SENIOR  FULBRIGHT-HAYS  PROGRAM  FOR  1972-1973 

The  Committee  on  International  Exchange  of  Persons  announces  that  applica- 
tions for  senior  Fulbright-Hays  awards  for  university  lecturing  and  advanced 
research  during  1972-1973  in  over  75  countries  are  now  being  accepted.  The 
booklet  on  the  program  for  this  period  lists  approximately  25^  more  awards  than 
the  booklet  for  1971-72.   It  is  available  on  request  to  the  Committee,  (2101 
Constitution  Avenue,  Washington,  D.C.,  20Ul8),  or  may  be  consulted  at  the  office 
of  the  Faculty  Fulbright  Adviser,  Office  of  University  Research. 

Application  requirements  include:  U.  S.  citizenship;  for  lectxireships, 
college  or  university  teaching  experience;  for  research  awards,  a  doctorate  or, 
in  some  fields,  recognized  professional  standing  as  demonstrated  by  faculty 
rank,  publications,  compositions,  exhibition  record,  etc. 

July  1,  1971  is  the  deadline  for  applying  for  research  awards,  and  it  is 
the  suggested  date  for  filing  for  lectureships. 

Senior  Fulbright-Hays  awards  generally  consist  of  a  maintenance  allowance 
in  local  currency  to  cover  normal  living  costs  of  the  grantee  and  family  while 
in  residence  abroad,  and  round- trip  travel  for  the  grantee  (transportation  is 
not  provided  for  dependents).  For  lecturers  going  to  most  non-European  countries, 
the  award  includes  a  dollar  supplement,  subject  to  the  availability  of  funds, 
or  carries  a  stipend  in  dollars  and  foreign  currency,  the  amo\mt  depending  on 
the  assignment,  the  lecturer's  qualifications,  salary,  and  other  factors.

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NEVJ  FIVE-YEAR  PROGRAM  IN  MEDICINE  TO  BEGIN  WITH  SECOND  SUMMER  SESSION 

The  University  and  the  Medical  University  of  South  Carolina  have  launched 
a  new  program  which  leads  to  a  Doctor  of  Medicine  degree  after  five  calendar 
years  of  study. 

The  joint  curriculum  in  medicine  is  designed  as  a  means  of  increasing  the 
supply  of  medical  doctors  in  South  Carolina  during  this  decade  by  shortening  the 
periods  of  pre-medical  and  medical  training. 

For  admission  to  the  program  a  student  must  have  graduated  in  the  upper  25 
per  cent  of  his  high  school  class  and  must  have  a  predicted  grade-point  ratio 
(GPR)  of  at  least  2.8. 

Final  admission  depends  on  acceptance  of  each  student  by  both  institutions 
after  a  review  of  academic  credentials  and  a  personal  interview  in  Charleston 
with  officials  of  the  College  of  Medicine. 

Each  student  will  spend  24  months  at  Clemson  in  a  plan  of  study  especially 
designed  for  the  individual's  needs  and  capabilities.   The  University's  portion 
of  the  program  must  be  completed  with  at  least  a  3.0  GPR,  with  not  less  than  a 
2.8  GPR  for  any  one  semester. 

Students  then  transfer  to  the  Medical  University  to  complete  requirements 
for  the  M.D.  degree  within  36  months.   Completion  of  the  total  program  earns 
students  a  B.S.  degree  from  the  University  and  the  M.D.  degree  from  the  Medical 
University. 


UNIVERSITY  JOINS  WITH  S.C.  STATE  COLLEGE  AND  CENTRAL  WESLEYAN  COLLEGE  TO  FORM 
COOPERATIVE  NURSING  PROGRAM 

The  University  and  S.C.  State  College  at  Orangeburg  and  Central  Wesleyan 
College  at  Central  are  taking  a  cooperative  step  to  help  ease  the  severe  shortage 
of  professional  nurses  in  the  state. 

Under  a  new  arrangement,  S.C.  State  and  Central  Wesleyan  students  can  earn  a 
bachelor's  degree  in  nursing  from  Clemson.  The  program  will  be  available  at  both 
colleges  next  fall. 

The  joint  program  was  announced  by  President  M.  Maceo  Nance  Jr.  of  S.C.  State, 
President  Claude  Rickman  of  Central  Wesleyan,  and  President  Robert  C.  Edwards. 
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UNIVERSITY  JOINS  WITH  S.C.  STATE  COLLEGE  AND  CENTRAL  WESLEYAN  COLLEGE  TO  FORM 
COOPERATIVE  NURSING  PROGRAM  Continued 

Students  will  take  two  years  of  non-nursing  subjects  in  a  pre-nursing 
curriculum  at  S.C.  State  and  Central  Wesleyan,  and  then  transfer  to  the  University 
for  the  final  two  years.   Successful  completion  of  the  four-year  curriculum  earns 
students  a  B.S.  degree  in  nursing  from  Clemson. 

UNIVERSITY  GRANTS  AND  CONTRACTS  TOTAL  MORE  THAN  $500,000  FOR  APRIL  AND  MAY 

The  University  received  more  than  a  half  million  dollars  in  grants  and 
contracts  during  April  and  May. 

The  15  grants  will  support  a  variety  of  research  and  educational  projects, 
including  development  of  new  methods  for  treating  textile  wastes,  new  quality 
control  texts  for  nationwide  highway  construction,  and  new  ceramics  to  be  used 
as  bone  replacements  in  re- constructive  surgery. 

The  awards  also  include  a  $90,000  professional  training  grant  from  the 
federal  Environmental  Protection  Agency,  to  support  the  development  of  national 
training  programs  for  water  pollution  control  personnel. 

R.F.  POOLE  ALUMNI  SCHOLARS  NAMED 

Four  superior  high  school  students  who  graduated  number  one  in  their  classes 
this  month  have  been  named  R.F.  Poole  Alumni  Scholars  at  the  University  where  they 
will  begin  their  freshman  year  in  August. 

Each  of  the  four  students  will  receive  a  $1,000  scholarship  renewable  every 
year  if  scholastic  achievement  remains  satisfactory,  making  the  awards  worth  a 
total  of  $16,000  over  the  four  years. 

South  Carolina  recipients,  their  high  school,  and  planned  academic  major  at 
the  University  are:   Stanley  Padgett,  Spartanburg,  Spartanburg  High  School,  electrl^ 
engineering;  Gary  Ragan,  Rock  Hill,  Rock  Hill  High  School,  mechanical  or  chemical 
engineering;  and  Elaine  Beth  Walsh,  Tigerville,  Blue  Ridge  High  School,  psychology 
or  pre-medicine. 

The  fourth  Poole  Alumni  scholar  named  is  Bruce  Watson  Jr.,  Shreveport,  La., 
who  is  also  graduating  first  in  his  class.   He  plans  to  major  in  physics. 

Since  the  program  was  initiated  in  1958,  Clemson  alumni  dollars  have  supported 
$131,807  in  Poole  Alumni  scholarships. 

Scholarship  alone  is  the  determining  factor  in  the  selection  of  scholars  to 
honor  the  memory  of  the  University's  seventh  president,  the  late  Dr.  Robert  Frank] 
Poole,  who  was  chief  administrator  from  1940-58. 

Ragan  and  Watson  were  also  among  the  121  high  school  seniors  named  by  Preside 
Nixon  as  1971  Presidential  Scholars.   Picked  by  a  10-member  Commission,  they  are 
scheduled  to  visit  the  nation's  capital  to  meet  federal  officials  in  late  June. 
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rwO  NEW  DEGREE  PROGRAMS  TO  BE  OFFERED  IN  AUGUST 

The  University  will  offer  a  professional  master  of  agriculture  degree  program 
jith  a  major  concentration  in  agricultural  mechanization  and  a  bachelor  of  science 
legree  program  in  science  teaching  with  a  major  concentration  in  earth  science, 
iach  beginning  in  August. 

The  Department  of  Agricultural  Engineering  will  administer  the  master's 
■  )rogram  in  agriculture  which  will  provide  professional  training  in  agricultural 
aechanization  principles  and  procedures  for  recent  agricultural  graduates  and  to 
lanagers,  consultants,  and  advisors  of  agri-business  enterprises. 

The  Department  of  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  will  administer  the  bachelor's 
>rogram,  in  cooperation  with  the  Departments  of  Chemistry  and  Geology, 

The  new  degree  has  been  established  primarily  ir  response  to  the  rapidly  in- 
creasing need  for  qualified  earth  science  teachers  in  junior  high  and  high  schools 
m  the  local,  state,  and  regional  levels. 

AGRICULTUML  ECONOMICS  AMD  RURAL  SOCIOLOGY

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I  BIOLOGICAL  SCIENCES  BECOME  DEPARTMENTS  IN  NEW  COLLEGE,  HEADS  NAMED 

The  University  is  on  the  threshold  of  the  largest  expansion  ever  of  its 
biological  sciences  curricula. 

On  July  1,  several  major  changes  become  effective  to  officially  launch  the 
long-range  development  program: 

The  biological  sciences  (biochemistry,  botany,  microbiology  and  zoology) 
assume  departmental  status  and  become  part  of  the  newly-created  College  of  Physical, 
Mathematical  and  Biological  Sciences. 

Dr.  Henry  E.  Vogel,  whose  appointment  as  dean  of  the  new  college  is  effective 
July  1,  announces  the  naming  of  three  University  faculty  members  to  head  the  new 
departments . 

Dr.  J.M.  Shively,  who  held  a  postdoctoral  appointment  at  the  Johns  Hopkins 
University  Medical  School  before  coming  to  the  University  last  year,  will  administer 
the  biochemistry  department. 

The  new  botany  department  will  be  headed  by  Dr.  Clyde  J.  Umphlett  who  has 
published  more  than  20  research  papers,  mostly  dealing  with  the  biological  control 
of  mosquitoes  by  fungi. 

A  native  of  England,  Dr.  M.J.B.  Paynter,  will  head  the  microbiology  department. 
He  was  a  postdoctoral  fellow  in  the  bacteriology  department  of  the  University  of 
California  for  two  years  before  accepting  an  appointment  at  the  University  in  1966. 

A  department  head  for  the  fourth  new  unit,  zoology,  will  be  named  within  a 
few  weeks.   All  of  the  new  departments  were  formerly  sections  within  the  Division 
of  Biology  of  the  College  of  Agriculture  and  Biological  Sciences.

Members  of  21  classes  from  more  than  20  states  and  several  foreign  countries 
attended  the  reunion  festivities,  including  about  25  returning  members  of  the 
Class  of  1921,  which  marked  its  Golden  Anniversary. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  MAY  l8,  1971 

President  C.  H.  Sawyer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  U:17  p.m.   The 
minutes  of  the  meeting  of  April  13,  1971  were  approved  as  distributed.   Pres- 
ident Sawyer  introduced  a  nmnber  of  replacement  Senate  Members:  E.  A.  Freeman 
of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  will  finish  the  terra  of  B.  F.  Cook.  For  the 
summer  months,  replacements  are  as  follows:  W.  B.  Barlage  of  the  Dept.  of 
Chemical  Engineering  for  W.  F.  Beckwith;  R.  C.  Turner  of  the  Dept.  of  Physics 
for  F.  J.  Keller;  and  W.  W.  Pennscott  of  the  Dept.  of  Elementary  and  Secondary 
Education  for  G.  W.  Gray.  Sophie  Sullivan  was  introduced  as  the  newly  elected 
representative  from  the  Library.   President  Sawyer  pointed  out  that  B.  J.  Skelton 
will  serve  as  Chairman  of  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee  for  the 
summer  in  the  absence  of  F.  J.  Keller. 

President  Sawyer  reported  that  she  had  attended  the  following  meetings: 
the  Curriculum  Committee,  the  Educational  Council,  and  the  Vending  Machine 
Committee.   President  Sawyer  also  attended  a  meeting  between  the  Educational 
Policy  and  Student  Affairs  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  student 
representatives  wherein  two  requests  were  made  by  the  students:  one  that  the 
Student  Government  be  given  autonomy  in  social  matters,  a  request  looked  on 
with  disfavor  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  who  stated  that  no  person  or  group  in     j, 
the  University  system  has  such  autonomy;  and  second,  a  request  concerning 
limited  visitation  privileges  in  dormitories,  wherein  diiring  certain  hours  every 
week  members  of  the  opposite  sex  would  be  allowed  to  visit.   The  latter  request 
was  promised  a  hearing  by  the  Board  of  Trustees;  the  Committee  members  emphasized 
however,  that  flagrant  violations  of  these  privileges  would  result  in  their  term- 
ination.  President  Sawyer  pointed  out  that  the  term  "open  dorms,"  which  is 
often  used  by  the  students,  in  fact  refers  only  to  the  limited  visitation  stated 
above.  President  Sawyer  also  represented  the  Senate  at  the  official  opening  of 
the  Edgar  A.  Brown  Room  of  the  Library. 

President  Sawyer  commented  on  the  cordiality  with  which  she  has  been  receival 
by  the  Administration.  As  a  result  of  a  meeting  with  Dean  Hurst,  President  Sawyej 
reported  that  in  the  future  the  President  of  the  Faculty  Senate  will  speak  to  new 
faculty  members  during  orientation  and  inform  them  as  to  the  importance  of  the 
Faculty  Senate  and  will  have  a  trip  to  the  five  University  Experiment  Stations. 

The  appointment  of  J.  E.  Clark  (Civil  Engineering)  to  replace  H.  W.  Graben 
(Physics)  on  the  University  Traffic  and  Parking  Committee  was  announced. 

The  question  of  an  alternate  Senate  member  from  the  School  of  Nursing  and 
the  College  of  Forest  and  Recreation  Resources  was  raised.   Professor  Godbout 
stated  that  no  alternate  had  been  elected,  but  that  this  would  be  done  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  faculty  of  the  School  of  Nursing.  Whether  or  not  an 
alternate  lias  been  elected  from  the  College  of  Forest  and  Recreation  Resources 
could  not  be  determined  at  this  time. 

President  Sawyer  reported  that  Dean  Hurst  had  suggested  that  the  chairmen 
of  the  respective  committees  of  the  Faculty  Senate  read  at  least  the  last 
sections  of  the  university-wide  reports  of  the  self-study  and  any  of  the  college 
reports  which  would  be  of  interest  to  them.   She  stated  that  Dean  Hurst  felt 
that  the  position  of  the  Administration  in  implementing  the  suggestions  made 
would  be  strengthened  if  the  Faculty  Senate  were  behind  recommendations. 
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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE,  MAY  l8,  1971  (Continued) 

President  Sawyer  requested  that  items  of  Senate  business  be  given  to  her 
at  least  one  week  in  advance  of  Senate  meetings  for  distribution  by  campus  mail. 
In  addition,  the  Senate  agreed  that  certain  items  of  business  could  be  referred 
directly  to  the  appropriate  committee  rather  than  being  brought  first  to  the 
floor  at  regular  Senate  meetings. 

Professor  D.  R.  LaTorre  moved  that  the  I97O-I97I  Beport  of  Faculty  Senate 
Activities  read  by  Ex-President  Prochaska  at  the  meeting  of  the  general  faculty 
be  printed  in  the  Clems  on  Newsletter.  The  motion  was  seconded  and  passed  by 
a  unanimous  voice  vote.  It  was  felt  that  an  advantage  of  printing  the  report 
would  be  that  it  wo\ild  inform  the  faculty,  many  of  whom  could  not  be  present  at 
the  faculty  meeting,  as  to  the  administrative  response  to  the  activities  of  the 
Senate. 

Professor  LaTorre  also  raised  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  there  was 
any  word  on  the  status  of  the  revised  Faculty  Manual.  President  Sawyer  replied 
that  a  single  committee  was  presently  considering  the  revision. 

Professor  N.  D.  Camper,  Chairman  of  the  Research  Committee,  reported  that 
the  following  items  would  be  their  immediate  concern: 

1.  Research  overhead  costs. 

2.  Attendance  at  professional  meetings  by  members  of  the  research  facvilty 
and  teaching  faculty. 

Professor  W.  E.  Castro,  Chairman  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  reported  that 
the  following  matters  wo\ild  be  their  immediate  concern: 

1.  Use  of  the  University  health  facilities  for  giving  faculty  members 
physicals . 

2.  The  possibility  of  running  the  University  on  a  12 -month  basis  rather 
than  on  a  9-nioJ^th  basis. 

3.  At  the  request  of  the  Senate,  investigation  of  the  possibility  of 
emergency  treatment  for  faculty  members  at  the  Redfern  Health  Center. 

k.     At  the  request  of  the  Senate,  investigation  of  the  possibility  of 
lunchtime  mealtickets  for  faculty  members. 

There  was  no  report  from  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship  Committee. 

Professor  John  Hubbard,  Chairman  of  the  Policy  Committee,  reported  that  his 
committee  members  had  been  charged  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  self-study 
reports. 

The  question  of  the  "Forgivable  F"  was  raised  from  the  Senate  floor.  Pres- 
ident Sawyer  agreed  to  inquire  further  in  the  matter.  Some  concern  on  the  part 
of  Senate  members  about  the  present  policy  on  the  "Forgivable  F"  is  still 
apparent .

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At  its  June  30th  meeting,  the  Board  of  Trustees  approved  a  residence  hall 
visitation  program  in  principle,  subject  to  these  conditions: 

(a)  The  Administration  will  provide  the  broad  guidelines  for  implementation 
and  control  of  the  program. 

(b)  Limited  visitation  will  be  permitted  in  residence  hall  units  or  other 
small  units  within  residence  halls  as  established  by  the  Administration  where 
a  minimum  of  two- thirds  of  the  occupants  of  the  unit  approve  the  program. 
Students  under  twenty-one  (21)  years  of  age  will  be  required  to  have  written 
parental  consent  to  participate  in  the  program. 

(c)  There  will  be  residence  halls  where  limited  visitation  privileges  are  not 
authorized  as  well  as  those  where  the  program  is  in  effect.   Students  assigned 

to  residence  halls  whose  visitation  policy  is  not  consistent  with  their  individual 
preferences  will  be  assigned  to  other  residence  halls  compatible  with  their 
desires . 

(d)  Residence  hall  councils  will  be  established  by  the  Student  Government. 
The  residence  hall  councils,  the  Student  Senate,  and  the  judicial  branch  of 
Student  Government  shall  supervise  the  implementation  and  operation  of  the 
visitation  program  within  the  framework  authorized  by  the  Administration. 

(e)  The  Administration  will  terminate  the  visitation  program  if  the 
Student  Government  fails  to  discharge  its  responsibilities  in  administering  the 
program  and/or  if  the  program  is  determined  by  the  Administration  not  to  be 

in  the  best  interest  of  the  University. 

The  Administration  feels  a  residence  hall  visitation -program  would  give 
Student  Government  an  opportunity  and  responsibility  to  control  the  student  life 
program  in  the  residence  halls,  and  it  would  hopefully  improve  communications 
between  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs  and  the  Student  Government  in  working  out 
student  life  programs  and  problems. 

In  other  action  the  Board  approved: 

—  effective  July  1,  1971,  the  College  of  Agriculture  and  Biological  Sciences 
be  redesignated  the  College  of  Agricultural  Sciences. 

~  an  increase  in  student  medical  fees  from  $25  to  $35  per  semester,  effective 
the  first  semester  of  the  academic  year  1971-72,  and  an  increase  in  student  medical 
fees  for  the  summer  session  beginning  the  first  session  of  summer  school  1971,  on 
a  weekly  basis  proportionate  to  the  semester  charge.

MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  FACULTY  SENATE.  TUNE  8,   1971 

President  Sawyer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:15  p.m.    The  minutes  of 
the  meeting  of  May  18,   1971  were  approved  as  circulated. 

President  Sawyer  reported  that  the  Student  Grievance  Committee,  to  be 
known  as  the  Student  Relations  Committee,  has  been  established.    It  is  to  be 
implemented  on  a  one-year  trial  basis,  and  after  the  first  year  of  operation  the 
Senate  may  decide  to  extend  the  trial  period  for  a  second  year,  renew  the 
committee  permanently,  or  dissolve  it.    The  Committee  will  be  asked  to  deal 
specifically  with  the  complaints  against  the  faculty,  the  definition  of  faculty 
being  that  found  in  the  faculty  manual. 

At  the  request  of  the  Senate,  President  Sawyer  listed  the  names  of  members 
of  the  commitee  studying  the  proposed  faculty  manual.     President  Sawyer  reported 
on  the  progress  of  the  committee,  and  added,  in  response  to  a  question  from  the 
floor,  that  the  amended  manual  would  come  back  to  the  Senate  for  approval 
before  implementation. 

On  the  matter  of  the  "Forgiveable  F,"  President  Sawyer  reported  that  the 
Administration  has  expressed  a  willingness  to  work  with  the  Senate  in  making 
changes  which  it  wished  in  the  present  system,  which  is  generally  unworkable. 
President  Sawyer  pointed  out  that  the  present  procedure  for  handling  the  "For- 
giveable F"  was  the  result  of  limitations  in  the.  computer.     By  the  spring  semester 
of  1972,  there  will  be  a  computer  which  has  memory  capability  and  at  that  time 
there  will  be  a  number  of  alternatives  open  to  the  Senate:  to  leave  the  policy  as 
it  is;    to  alter  the  policy,  a  possible  alteration  being  that  the  "Forgiveable  F" 
apply  only  in  cases  where  the  student  is  continuously  enrolled;  or  to  kill  the 
policy  entirely.    The  problem  was  turned  over  to  the  Admissions  and  Scholarship 
Committee  for  study  and  recommendations.     Further  items  for  the  Admissions  and 
Scholarship  Committee  will  Include  the  present  pass-fail  system;  and  investi- 
gation   of  methods  for  simplifying  the  procedure  for  dropping  students  from  class 
for  unexcused  absences. 
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There  were  no  reports  from  the  Policy  Committee,  from  the  Admissions  and 
Scholarship  Committee,  or  the  Research  Committee. 

Professor  W.  E.  Castro  reported  that  the  Welfare  Committee  had  inquired 
as  to  the  possibility  of  obtaining  noontime  meal  tickets  for  faculty  members. 
Mr.  Henry  Hill,  Director  of  Auxiliary  Enterprises,  has  expressed  the  feeling 
that  it  might  not  be  worth  the  administrative  effort  for  implementation  due  to  lack 
of  any  real  savings  to  the  faculty  over  the  individual  m^al  price  and  because  of 
lack  of  demand  by  the  faculty.    The  32  Senate  members  present  were  polled  as 
a  sample  of  the  faculty  at  large;  eight  expressed  an  interest  in  buying  such 
tickets.     On  the  supposition  that  25%  might  be  representative,  the  committee 
agreed  to  investigate  the  matter  further. 

Concerning  the  acquisition  of  medical  services  for  faculty  members  at 
the  Redfern  Health  Center,  it  was  reported  that  Professor  W.  E.  Johnston  of 
the  Welfare  Committee  had  discussed  the  matter  with  Dr.  Hair,  who  was 
described  as  enthusiastic  but  not  overly  optimistic,  since  the  facility  had  been 
set  up  for  students.    He  suggested  that  the  committee  look  at  what  was  being 
done  at  other  universities  and  pinpoint  the  exact  services  which  would  be 
desired.    A  questionnaire  was  presented  to  Senators  to  help  determine  the 
desirability  and  feasibility  of  various  health  services   which  might  be  pro- 
vided by  the  University  for  its  faculty  and  staff. 

Professor  J.  C.  Fanning  of  the  Welfare  Committee  moved  the  adoption  of 
a  resolution  dealing  with  control  of  severe  traffic  problems  on  the  campus. 
Professor  Hodges  moved  to  amend  the  motion  to  include  the  intersection  of 
Jersey  Lane  and  Palmetto  Blvd.    This  was  seconded  and  passed  by  a  unanimous 
voice  vote.     Professor  E.  B.  Rogers  moved  to  delete  from  the  original  motion 
the  words  "four-way  stop  signs,  etc."    Following  a  discussion  of  the  desir- 
ability of  4-way  stops,  the  motion  was  defeated  by  a  vote  of  15  to  14.    Pro- 
fessor D.  R.  LaTorre  moved  to  amend  the  original  moticn  to  call  for  a  stop 
light  at  the  intersection  of  the  Perimeter  Road  and  Cherry  Road.    The  motion 
passed  by  a  voice  vote.    The  original  motion  as  amended  read  as  follows: 

Traffic  control  devices,  such  as  stoplights,  four-way  stop  signs, 
etc.  ,  be  placed  at  the  following  intersections: 

(a)  South  Palmetto  Blvd.  and  Fernow  Street 

(b)  South  Palmetto  Blvd.  and  Cherry  Road 

(c)  Calhoun  Drive  and  Highway  93 

(d)  Fort  Hill  Street  and  Williamson  Road 

(e)  South  Palmetto  Blvd.  and  Jersey  Lane 

The  faculty  and  student  body  be  made  aware  of  the  recent  addition  to 
the  Clemson  University  Traffic  Code  of  paragraph  4-7,  dealing  with 
the  right-of-way  in  cross-walks,  by  publishing  this  paragraph  in  the 
Clemson  Newsletter  and  The  Tiger. 

A  stoplight  be  placed  at  the  intersection  of  the  Perimeter  Road  and 
Cherry  Road . 
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Professor  Gordon  Gray  was  appointed  as  the  Senate's  representative  on 
the  Faculty-Student  Relations  Committee  by  acclamation. 

Professor  K.  Lehotsky,  who  is   retiring  from  Clemson  University  and  was 
attending  his  last  Senate  meeting  in  an  official  capacity,  made  parting  sugges- 
tions as  follows:    that  the  Senate  consider  a  new  meeting  time  for  spring 
semester  of  1972;  that  proposed  resolutions  be  distributed  early  so  that  Senators 
could  discuss  with  their  constituents  the  matters  which  are  to  come  to  the 
Senate  floor.    President  Sawyer  expressed  the  Senate's  gratitude  to  him 
for  his  work  as  a  Senator.
